St. Petersburg, July 1 (12), 1762. 

Last Friday morning about nine o'clock (as I was preparing to go to 
Peterhoff to meet the Emperor) one of my servants came running into my 
room with a frightened countenance, and told me that there was a great 
uproar at the other end of the town, that the guards, having mutinied. 
were assembled and talked of nothing less than dethroning the Emperor: 
he could tell me no circumstances, and could give me no answer to the 
only question [ asked, namely, if the Empress was in town; but about 
a quarter of an hour afterwards, one of the gentlemen of our Factory came 
in and informed me that the Empress was in town, that she had been by 
the Guards and the other troops of the Garrison declared their Empress 
and Sovereign, and that she was then actually at the Casanzsky Church to 
hear the Ze Deum sung upon the occasion; he added the circumstance of 
Prince George of Holstein Gottorp’s being made prisoner as he was endea- 
vouring to make his escape out of the town. This account was confirmed 
from all quarters, and we understood that the several supreme colleges of 
the Empire, and all the great people were then taking the oaths of Fidelity 


to the new Empress, as the Guards and other Regiments had already done.

his surprising revolution was brought about and completed in little 
more than two hours, without one drop of blood being spilt, or any act of 
violence committed, and all the quarters of this city, at any distance from 
the palace, especially the street where I and most part of his Majesty’s 
subjects reside, were as quiet as if nothing had happened; the only novelty 
to be seen, were some Picquets placed at the bridges, and some of. the 
Horse-Guards patrolling through the streets in order to preserve the public 
tranquillity. 

As soon as the Guards assembled m the morning, several detachments 
were sent to the Peterhoff road, to hinder any intelligence from being sent 
to the Emperor, and this piece of duty was performed with so much dili- 
gence and exactness, that no person got through except the Master of the 
Horse Mr Nariskin. 

About ten o’clock in the evening the Empress marched out of town, on . 
horseback at the head of 12 or 14 thousand men, and a great train of Artil- 
lery, and took the road towards Peterhoff in order to attack the Emperor at 
that place or Oranienbaum or wherever they should meet him, and next day, in 
the afternoon we received the account of his Imperial Majesty having surren- 
dered his person, and resigned his crown, without one stroke being struck. 

The few circumstances of this great event that I have been able to pick 
up and which appear to be authentic, though T will not warrant them all, are

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as follow; viz. that this affair had been long contriving, but was hastened 
in the execution, by one of the conspirators having been arrested two days 
before, upon some rash words that had fallen from him, upon which the 
others concerned, for fear of the whole being discovered, had come to the 
resolution of going immediately to work, and in consequence had sent Mr 
Orloff, one of their brother officers in the Guards, to apprise the Empress 
of this circumstance, and to represent the necessity of her returning to town 
without loss of time; that this gentleman had got to Peterhoff between three 
and four in the morning, and having got admittance into her Majesty’s 
bedchamber, had informed her of her danger, upon which she had, as soon 
as she was dressed, slipt out of the palace by a back door, and under the 
conduct of Mr Orloff, without one servant of either sex, had, after some 
accidents such as their horses tired and knocked up, got to town, about six 
.o’clock, and went directly to the casernes of the Ismaelowsky Guards, which 
she found under arms ready to receive her, with their colonel the Hetman 
Razoumowsky at their head; that her Majesty from thence, preceeded to the 
Simonowsky Regiment, and then to that of Preobrasinsky, and was by the 
whole conducted to the palace, where every thing passed in the manner 
above mentioned; I must observe that the regiment of Horse Guards of 
which Prince George was colonel, was amongst the first that appeared in the 
revolt, and shewed the greatest animosity against their colonel and the late

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government, and that all the troops took the oaths without hesitation, except 
some officers of the Emperor’s own regiment of Cuirassiers, who refused it 
at first, and some of them, I believe, are still in arrest for persisting in 
their refusal. 

As for the Emperor he had not the smallest information, nor the least 
suspicion of this affair till between eleven and twelve o’clock, when being 
on the way from Oraniebaum to Peterhoff, he was met by a servant sent 
by the master of the Horse Nariskin, who informed him how matters stood 
in town. His Imperial Majesty proceeded to Peterhoff, and there learnt 
the circumstances of the Empress leaving that place, which had been con- 
cealed till then from the Ladies and other courtiers, by her bedchamber 
woman's pretending that the Empress was indisposed and a bed. 

From that moment the unhappy Emperor seems to have lost himself, 
and there was nothing but despair and confusion amongst the small number 
of his attendants: and no resolution was taken till very late in the evening, 
that his Imperial Majesty, with all his train, gentlemen and ladies went on 
board a galley that rode before Peterhoff, and rowed over to Cronstadt, 
in the hopes of being received there, but the commissioners of the Admi- 
ralty, sent down from Petersburg, had got the start of them, and when the 
Emperor approached the haven, he was not only refused admittance, though 
he declared who he was, but was threatened to be fired upon. This augmen-

Oranienbaum: amongst the last was the Emperor with a few attendants, and 
on the morning of Saturday, he sent Prince Galitzin the Vice-Chancellor 
and Major General Ismaeloff to the Empress with some proposals: after some 
time Ismaelow returned with the deed of resignation of the Crown, which 
the Emperor signed immediately, and then going into a coach with that 
gentleman taking the road to Peterhoff, and has not been seen since, and [. 
have not been able to learn where he was conducted to. It is said that in 
the deed above mentioned there was a clause promising the Emperor liberty 
to retire into Holstein. Thus ended this extraordinary and important affair, 
and her Imperial Majesty. after having passed the night at a country house 
of Prince Kurakin’s, returned to town yesterday morning on horseback, and 
after having heard mass at the New Admiralty Church, which was conse- 
crated that day, went directly to the Summer Palace where she, with her 
son the Grand Duke, have taken up their residence, and where all sorts of 
people, for some hours, were admitted to kiss her hand. As for us foreign 
Ministers, we each of us received copies of the inclosed paper on Saturday 
evening, and we now wait for a notitication of the time when we are to be 
admitted to the presence of Her Lmperial Majesty.

of the Empress, assured him that he had nothing to fear, and that he 
might either return to Oranienbaum for a day or two, or proceed to Pe- 
tersburg, a proper escort being appointed to attend him to either place, but 
he chosing the town is now at his house here in perfect freedom; and what 
is most remarkable Mr Alsuffieff assured him that the Empress was per- 
fectly well disposed towards cultivating His Prussian Majesty’s friendship. 

The Hetman was [ hear, with General Villebois and Mr Panin, the 
Grand Duke’s Governor, the principal persons in bringing about this revo- 
lution, and under them the brothers Orloft were the most trusted and the 
most active. but the most singular circumstance of the whole is. that the 
place of rendezvous was the house of the Princess Dashkoff. a voung Lady 
not above twenty vears old. daughter to Count Roman Larionowitz Woron- 
zoff, sister to the late favourite Elisabeth. and niece to the Chancellor; it 
is certain that she bore a principal share in contriving and carrying on the 
conspiracy from the begining to the conclusion of it. 

Of all men the Hetman seemed to possess the greatest share of the un- 
fortunate Emperor's affection. and two days before his fall he dined at

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Marshal Razoumowsky’s country house, and was upon that occasion received 
and served with the greatest marks of duty, zeal and attachment on the 
part of both brothers, and when he returned to Oranienbaum, the Hetman 
went straight to Peterhoff to concert matters with the Empress. It is a 
dispute what part the Chamberlain Schuwaloff had in this affair. 

On Friday evening, before the Empress left the town, she dispatched 
an officer to bring back Count Bestucheff to Petersburg, and it is thought 
he will have a considerable share in the administration; in the mean time 
Mr Panin is the person that takes most upon him, tho’both the Chan- 
cellor Count Woronzoff and the Vice-Chancellor Prince Galitzin continue 
in their places. The former came to town on Friday evening and going di- 
rectly to Court was tolerably well received, and promised the Empress’s 
protection, however at his own desire, he had two officers of the Guards 
put about him for the first two days, but now they are taken off, and he 
goes on in the functions of his office. His Lady was not at Court till Sunday, 
(having continued with the Emperor to the end and having been even at 
Cronstadt with him) and when she kissed the Empress’s hand she took off 
her ribband of St. Catherine, and offering it to her Imperial Majesty, said 
she never asked for it, and now laid it at her feet, but the Empress most 
obligingly took it, and with her own hand put it again over the Countess 
Woronzow’s shoulders.

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With regard to the motives of this revolution, it is plain that the taking 
away the Church Lands was the principal joined to his neglect of the clergy; 
the next was the severe discipline which the Emperor endeavoured to in- 
troduce amongst the troops especially the Guards, who had been accusto- 
med to great idleness and licence, and the discontent among them was 
heghtened by the resolution his Imperial Majesty had taken of carrying a 
great part of that corps into Germany with him, in his expedition against 
Denmark, which was a measure disagreeable to the whole nation, who sto- 
mached greatly their being drawn into new expenses and new dangers for 
recovering the Dutchy of Sleswick, which they consider as a trifling object 
in itself, and entirely indifferent to Russia, and this after the Emperor had 
just sacrificed the conquests made by the Russian arms, and which might 
have been of great importance to this Empire, to his friendship for the 
King of Prussia, which however their desires for peace would have made 
them not only put up with, but approve. Several other little circumstances 
greatly exaggerated, artfully represented and improved contributed to the 
fall of this unhappy Prince, who had many excellent qualities, and who 
never did a violent or cruel action in the course of his short reign; but 
who from an abhorrence to business, owing to a bad education, and the 
unhappy choice of favourites who encouraged him in it, let every thing 
run into confusion, and by a mistaken notion he had conceived of having

To conclude not only I. but several 
persons of sense and discernment, thought they could perceive, latterly, in 
this Prince. a considerable change from what he was for some months after 
his accession, and that the perpetual hurry in which he lived. and the flat- 
tery he met with from the vile people about him, had in some measure 
affected his understanding. [ must own that I had no apprehension that this 
revolution could happen so soon, but [ was always of opinion that if he left 
his dominions, he ran great risk of never returning to them, and for that 
reason | made use of every means I could think of to divert him from that 
expedition, sometimes by insinuations to himself, and sometimes by repre- 
senting the danger to others who had the honour to approach his person, 
and a title to offer him their advice; whether they did their duty in this 
point, particularly Prince George, I can not say, but if they did, the event 
has shewn that it was all to no purpose.

ment and presented to her by the Chancellor: in kissing Her Imperial 
Majesty's hand | took the opportunity of wishing Her a happy reign, and 
of making Her a proper compliment in the King’s Name, which was kindly 
received and returned in very handsome terms, and upon the whole my 
reception was very good. 

I could observe the countenances of some of my brethren considerably 
changed for the better particularly those of the Danish Envoy and of the 
Imperial Ambassador, @ propos to the last, orders have already been sent 
to Count Czernichoff forthwith to leave the Prussian Army, and return 
into Prussia, and at the same time orders were likewise dispatched to Ge- 
neral Panin to go and take the command of General Romanzoff’s army, 
and to bring it back fikewise into Prussia; all this gives some people the 
notion, that this Court may have entertained some thoughts of keeping the 
whole or some part of that country, notwithstanding the late peace. 

There was likewise a good deal of difference to be observed in the faces 
of the courtiers, some for the better some for the worse; those who seemed 
to make the most important figure, were the Hetman, Mr Panin and 
that gentleman Mr Orloff, who is mentioned in the former part of this

You cannot fail, Sir, to be tired of this long incoherent letter, but in 
the hurry of the times all I can do is to throw together as many particu- 
lars as come to my knowledge. 

P. S. Baron Goltz was not at Court for want of clothes, it having been 
insinuated in the message from the ceremonies that it was expected he 
would come to Court in other clothes than regimentals, but having none, 
but of that kind ready, he cannot be presented till next Court day. Baron 
Lutzoff, the Mecklenbourg Minister, was at Court amongst the rest; he left 
a card at my door last night. Both Melgonoff and Wolkoff are under arrest.

Most Secret. You may easily imagine the great concern this sudden 
revolution has given me, as I fear (besides the gratitude I owed the Empe- 
ror for all the marks of His grace, and condescension), it may very much 
affect the general system of affairs, aud those of the King of Prussia in par- 
ticular. But of this I can only guess at present; I shall therefore endeavour 
to procure all the lights I am able, of the new Court, for your information. 

What I am now to add, principally regards myself. You, Sir, and the 
rest of His Majesty’s servants, will have plainly seen in what passed with 
relation to Mr Wroughton, that I am not so happy as to be in the 
Empress’s favour; and I have many reasons to be convinced of that truth. 
This obliges me as faithful servant to the King, to declare to you, that I 
think His Majesty’s affairs would suffer by passing through my hands; and 
therefore it is my earnest desire to have my recall sent me as soon as pos- 
sible, and another Minister named in my place, as I should think myself 
very unhappy, if any part of His Majesty’s business should miscarry from 
any faults in my person, either real, or in the opinion of the new Sove-

I have received, your letters of the 2" and 6" by the post 
and of the 12 and 13” July by the messenger Walker, who arrived 
yesterday morning, and having laid them before the King, am to ac§uaint 
you that His Majesty was very well pleased with your diligence in collec- 
ting and transmitting all the most material circumstances, which you had 
been able to discover in relation to the great and important events at your 
Court of the 9 past N.S. 

As your messenger brought letters to Count Worontzoff likewise with 
a Credential from the new Sovereign of Russia, His Majesty was pleased to 


give him an audience at the very first opportunity, and having already ex- 
pedited his answer to the Empress’s notification of Her Accession to the

sooner at Petersburg, a man of war is appointed to carry him thither, as 
being probably, at this season of the year, the quickest way of performing 
the journey. 

I have also laid before the King your separate letter of the 13" past in 
evpher, and am to acquaint you that His Majesty has graciously condescen- 
ded to grant your earnest request of being recalled from that Court; in 
consequence of which I shall send your letters of revocation by the Karl of 
suckinghamshire, so that you will have on opportunity of returning, if it 
suits your convenience by the same ship, which lands His Lordship there.

1) After the receipt of these our Instructions, together with our letter 
of Credence, to our Good Sister The Empress of Russia, and a copy the- 
reof, as also cyphers for your correspondence, all which will be delivered 
to you herewith: you shall repair, with all possible diligence and expedi- 
tion, to the Court of Petersburg, and having there demanded an Audience 
of the Empress, you shall present our said credential letter to that Prin- 
cess, and shall add to the assurances therein given, all such further decla- 
rations of our high Esteem and Affection, and of our earnest desire to

7) Whereas our Royal Predecessor, King Charles the Second, did, by 
his order in council, bearing date the 26 day of August 1668, direct, 
that His Ambassadors should not for the future, give the hand in their own 
houses to Envoys, according to what is practised by the Ambassadors of 
other Princes, you are therefore in pursuance of the said order in Council, 
to observe the ceremonial therein prescribed, and to take the hand of Envoys 
in your own house. 

8) You shall carefully maintain a good correspondence with the several 
Ministers of the Princes and States in amity with us, who shall be at the 
Kmpress’s Court; and you shall, at the same time endeavour to penetrate 
into the views of their respective Masters, and to get information of such 
matters, as they may be treating and negotiating with the Empress and 
Her Ministers. 

9) You will be attentive to send us constant advices in relation to the 
domestic affairs of the Court where you reside: of the state of the Empress

marks concerning the Empress Government and Affairs, as may contribute 
to our information concerning the true nature and state thereof. 

14) You shall follow and observe such farther instructions and diree- 
tions, as you shall, from time to time, receive from us, by one of our Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, with whom you are constantly to correspond, and, 
by him inform us of all occurrences of moment, which shall come to your 
knowledge, during the course of your residence at that Court.

Given at our 
Court at St. James’s the thirteenth day of August 1762. In the second 
year of our reign. 


e We have reserved to this separate and Secret Instruction the enabling 
vou to give a very convincing proof to the Empress of Russia, of our inten- 
tion to act in an unreserved confidence towards Her, upon all occasions. 
For this purpose, We have ordered to be put into your hands copies of se- 
veral papers, containing proposals and answers, which have passed between 
our Ministers, and those of the French King in a secret negotiation, rela- 
tive to a pacification of all that part of the war in Germany. in which we 
are particularly engaged, together with copies of two several dispatches 
sent by our direction from our principal Secretary of State, to our Mi- 
nister at the Court of Breslau. in order to his communicating the same to 
our good Brother the King of Prussia. The Empress will have a full know- 
ledge, from the perusal of those pieces (which it is oar intention that you 
should communicate to Her), of the present state of that transaction, and

munication, as a testimony of our regard and friendship towards Her Impe- 
rial Majesty, you will add, that it is our intention to proceed to impart to 
Her, with the same frankness and cordiality, whatever else may be of con- 
sequence to Her to be informed of, in the progress of our negotiations, to- 
wards the happy conclusion of a general peace, in the final settling whereof 
we shall hope to have her entire concurrence and cooperation.

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and to the following purpose. The Imperial Ministers of Russia think them- 
selves obliged to inform the Foreign Ministers, that the late Emperor, (le 
cy-devant Empereur), having had a violent cholick, occasioned by the piles 
with which He was frequently incommoded, died yesterday. 

The Emperor died at a small country-house belonging to the Crown, 
eighteen wersts beyond Czarskoe zelo, and His body was transported from 
thence, in the night between Sunday and Monday, to the Newsky Monastery 
where it now lies exposed to public view, and thousands of people crowd 
thither to see it; the burial will I hear be to morrow or next day. 

Prince Galitzin, the Vice-Chancellor, entered upon the public functions 
of his office, on Saturday last, by conferring with the Foreign Ministers 
along with the Grand Chancellor, and upon that occasion, we were severally 
apprized of the Empress resolutions of setting out some time of the next 
month for Moscow, and that Her Imperial Majesty had fixed Her Coronation 
to be in that capital in the course of the month of September. My answer 
was that I should inform my Court of this and wait their orders; I suppose 
most of my brethren are preparing to follow the Court. 

Mr Bestucheff is expected in town this night, and as it is supposed he 
will have a great share in Her Imperial Majesty’s confidence, we shall in 
a few days be able to judge what form the Administration will take, in the 
mean time Mr Panin continues to act the principal roll.

I» know ho- 
wever, since, by sure information, that my person is still more disagreeable 
to Her Imperial Majesty than I imagined, though I had flattered myself on 
that point; this being the case, the sooner I leave this Court the better it 
will be for His Majesty’s service, and in that light [ must beg that when 
my recall is sent, | may be ordered, or, at least permitted, if this Court 
should be already set out for Moscow, to take leave in writing, — this will 
save me the journey, and the disagreeable circumstance of making a bad 
figure at a Court, where it must soon be perceived that [ am not welcome; 
besides I am fully persuaded that the Empress, provided my commission 


ends, will be very indifferent about the matter.

reprimand for this rash and unwarranted step, and with orders forthwith to 
restore every thing to its former state, as by that time he will be apprized 
of the manner in which General Czernichoff shall have made his separation 
from His Prussian Majesty’s army. 


This declaration was made m form, yesterday evening, to Baron Goltz 


who, as you may easily imagine, was extremely uneasy at this incident, for 
though, from the manner in which all the Ministers of this Court express 
their own dissatisfaction, and the Empress displeasure about it, there is 
no room to doubt of their sincerity, vet he cannof help apprehending the 
consequences that may follow from it. 

Count Keyserling arrived here on Saturday last. and has been extre- 
mely well received by Her Imperial Majesty, and as he is a very honest 
man, he cannot have too much credit, I know not whether he is to attend 
the Empress to Moscow, but they still talk of his Embassy to Poland. His 
colleague that should have been Count Iwan Czernichoff, has likewise been 
here some time.

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Prince Dashkoff’s mission to Constantinople is not to take place, he is 
come back to this city, and with the Princess his spouse has the honour 
to be lodged in the Palace with the Empress. Prince Dolgorouky, son to 
him who was sent to Constantinople in a former commission, is named to 
go to the Porte in place of Prince Dashkoff, and I believe is to relieve Mr 
Obreskoff, now the Russian Minister there. 

The Countess Elisabeth has been allowed to retire to a country house 
of her father’s not far from Okono; General Milgonoff and Mr Wolkoff 
are both in town prisoners, the first in his own house, the other in his 
apartment in the new palace, and it is thought they will soon be set at 
large, in a word the new government seems to take a very mild turn. 

Prince George being at liberty to receive company, I did myself the ho- 
nour the other day to wait on His Highness, who told me he proposed setting 
out in a few days for Holstein of which Duchy he is to be continued Go- 
vernor, with very handsome appointments, and he is to have, besides, a 
large sum of money given him, by way of indemnification for the losses he 
sustained at the time he was arrested, by the soldiers taking away his 
money, and embezzling several things of great value. 

The late Emperor was buried at Newsky on Wednesday morning, without 
ceremony, only those of the first five classes were ordered to attend the funeral.

(Extract.) Having nothing from you unacknowledged, and nothing extra- 
ordinary having passed here since my last, I should not have troubled you 
by this post, if I did not think that you would expect to hear from me as 
often as possible, in the present juncture of affairs. : 

The express that was sent to General Rumanzoff is returned, and 
brings the account of that army’s having taken the oaths to the Empress: 
the next news they wait for is, to hear the manner of General Czernicheff’s 
separation from the Prussian army. 

Count Bestucheff arrived on Friday last, and went directly to Court, 
where he was received by the Empress with great marks of grace and 
favour. I made him a visit on Saturday, which passed with much civility. 
As I never had seen him before, I could not judge what change his exile 
had made on him, but he appeared to me to be very much broke. It is not 
doubted but that he will have a great share in the Administration, but I do 
not hear of any changes, that are to be made in the Ministry, at least for 
the present. Mr Panin is still considered as the first in Her Imperial Ma- 
jesty’s confidence.

(Secret and apart.) Count Bestucheff having heared that I designed to pay 
him a second visit, sent a common friend to tell me, that he was much obliged 
for the intended civility, and to assure me that he had always been, was 
still, and ever should be a thorough good Englishman, but that to have it 
more in his power to be so to some purpose, it was necessary that nothing 
farther should appear to be between him and me, than the ordinary forms of 
civility; Count Bestucheff desired him farther to acquaint me, that he would 
prepare matters so, that, in a few day, it would be a proper step in me, to 
propose renewing the treaty of commerce between Great Britain and Russia, 
or to make any other propositions, | might be charged with, for renewing 
and strengthening the alliance between the two Crowns, and that it were 
much to be wished, that His Majesty could find means to bring the Re- 
public of Holland along with him into such measures, as an alliance of that 
nature, would be the means of securing the liberty of Europe, and the Pro-

This was the message as near as I can 
remember, only the gentleman (Doctor Mounsey) added, that Count Bestu- 
cheff wished that I would forthwith apprize my Court of this matter, but 
with such secrecy, that his name might never appear. 

My answer to all this was, after returning him my thanks for this mark 
of his confidence, that at present I was no farther authorized, than to pro- 
pose the renewal of the treaty of commerce, which I would do accordingly 
on Saturday next to the Chancellor, if he (Bestucheff) did not send to forbid 
me, and that in the mean time I should not fail to inform His Majesty of 
his excellency’s message, and of his good dispositions towards Great Britain, 
and that he might depend upon the greatest secrecy. 

Our friend told me that Mr Bestucheff appears greatly animated against 
the French, and seems resolved to take the first opportunity of doing them 
a good turn. 

The substance of what is above has been confirmed to me since by 
Count Keyserling, who does every thing in his power to cultivate and 
strengthen Count Bestucheff’s kindness to England, at the same time that 
he endeavours to cure him of his predilection for the Court of Vienna. 
Count Keyserling endeavours to shew this Court, that they have a common 
interest with the protestants in opposing the encroachments of the Roman 


Catholics in the Empire, and every where else; and I hope his endeavours 
that way will not be fruitless.

One fact however I may venture to mention to you and that, from 
authority which I have reason to believe may absolutely be depended upon, 
it is that immediately after the late revolution here the Empress sent an 
express te Poniatowsky to forbid his coming into Russia, but assuring him 
at the same time of Her unceasing regard and friendship, that even in case 
the Crown of Poland should become vacant, she would use her best en- 
deavours to procure it for him, or if that was not possible, for one of the 
Czartoriski family. Mr Keith upon his return to England will acquaint you 
with further particulars. 

I hope you have by this time received my letter by the post, of the 1~ 
of October, part of which, desiring His Majesty’s commands in relation to 
some points of the Treaty of Commerce, I thought it advisable to put it in

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In order to make amends as much as possible for the many unfortunate 
delays which have happened I sent my secretary in the afternoon to Prince 
Galitzin the Vice-Chancellor (the Chancellor is gone into the country for 
some days but a gentleman has been with me with his compliments) and to 
the master of the ceremonies. Prince Galitzin’s Secretary waited upon me 
this morning with his compliments and I have since been with him and have 
given him the copy of my credentials, and of the compliment that I propose 
to make to Her Imperial Majesty upon my first Audience. He seemed to 
wish that I would have made it in French, as he said, then the Empress 
could have answered me in the same language; I said that my instructions 
were that it should be in English.

My visit was very short as I knew it was the hour of the Vice-Chan- 
cellor’s going to the Empress.

The master of the ceremonies is to let me know when I am to have my 
audience which is to be private. It will in all probability be very soon as the 
Empress goes the next week on a progress to several monasteries. Nobody 
pretends to speak with certainty of the time of Her residence here; but in 
general it is thought She will not return to Petersburg this winter.

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I will not trouble you with the many reports, that have been brought 
to me, several of which are contradictory; The Court is certainly in great 
confusion.

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the Laws of England, and to the interests of the Russian company, that it 
was impossible to proceed upon it; when we were interrupted. Their plan 
of a Treaty is so much, and so justly objected to in the report of the Board 
of Trade, to which my instructions referred me, that it appears to me better 
not to enter into any discussion of it at all; but either to offer our new one, 
or to set out upon the old Treaty, and get as many alterations in favour of 
the company, as possible. 

I think it my duty to acquaint His Majesty that however, in general, I 
might be flattered with the reception, that has, in other instances, been 
given me, there was a very unpleasant coldness in Prince Galitzin’s beha- 
viour this morning. It seems to me expedient at this time, not to appear 
too sollicitous about either of the treaties, as this Court will possibly be the 
less disposed to come into them. I shall particularly avoid being pressing 
in relation to the Treaty of Commerce, till I am honoured with His Ma- 
jesty’s commands in answer to my dispatch from Petersburg of the 1°' of 
October. The Empress seems to have a settled melancholy upon Her coun- 
tenance. She mentioned to me, last night, in conversation, that She had 
lately found Herself absent in company, and that the habit of it impercep- 
tibly grew upon Her, She knew not why.

After I had presented His 
Majesty’s credential letter I made my compliment in English of which I 
have inclosed a copy and hope it will meet with His Majesty’s approbation. 
The Empress answered me in Russ; I have asked for a translation of it and 
am told I shall have one. 

In the evening there was a drawing room and a concert of music. I 
had the honour of playing at picket with Her Majesty. She asked me a 
great many questions about England and upon the whole Her behaviour to 
me both there and at my audience was extremely gracious.

He men- 
tioned to me the Empress being fully convinced of the expediency of 
settling a new Treaty of Commerce between the two crowns and asked me 
if as we did not approve of the Russian project I had not a counter project 
to offer? I told him [ had such a one, and that I would deliver it in a 
few days. 

I must not by any means appear suspected of dilatoriness in negocia- 
ting the Treaty, and yet could wish to have His Majesty’s instructions, in 
consequence of my dispatch from Petersburg of the first of October, before 
I enter into a full discussion of it. I am not sure that the Vice-Chancellor 
is fully informed of the determination of his Court in relation to the Treaty; 
but his conversation would induce me to think that we may be able to 
obtain some relief for the, merchants at Riga, but at the same time am 
afraid that they will insist upon the exception in the Ninth Article of the

which He did not live long enough to squander; for since His Death, large 
sums have been found concealed in His different palaces. As the report of 
the Empress having consented to send a body of troops to assist the 
Empress Queen gained ground, I thought it right to take an opportunity

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for it; they assured me it had never been thought of; the more I see of 
these gentlemen the less they appear to me capable of directing the affairs 
of a great nation. The Chancellor has the air and address of a man of 
condition, but if ever he had any abilities, they are greatly impaired, and his 
mind and body are too greatly relaxed for him to be capable of that intense 
application to business, which his situation requires. I am persuaded he has 
no real friendship for England, and if his conduct should ever be favourable 
to us, it will not be determined by his inclination, but by the act of his judg- 
ment or the consequence of his Sovereign’s orders. The Vice-Chancellor has 
been so long in England, that it is unnecessary to say any thing of his character, 
abilities, or connections. Mr Bestucheff is old, and has the appearance of being 
still older; if he is now capable of business, it cannot last long: it is said, he 
is greatly consulted; and his behaviour to me at least implies that he would 
have it thought so. Mr Panin, who seems better qualified than most of the 
Russian Ministers to hold the first place, probably shares the Empress 
confidence with him; but the Empress Herself, from all the observations 
I can make, and all the lights I can obtain, is, in talents, information, and 
application, greatly superior to every body in this country. Hampered by 
the obligations She has lately received, conscious of the difficulty of Her 
situation, and fearful of the dangers, with which She must hitherto have

Rasoumowski, who, from the part he took in the revolution, is at present 
greatly noticed by Her Imperial Majesty, is governed by him; he could 
hardly give a worse proof of his understanding. The declaration which I 
had the honour to send Your Lordship in my last dispatch, is certainly the 
consequence of the united efforts of Rasoumowski, the Vice-Chancellor and 
Mercy. The two first probably persuaded Her Imperial Majesty into it, by 
telling Her that in Her present situation, She ought not to enter into par- 
ticular engagements with any power, but try to keep well with all.

(Extract.) A message was brought me this morning from Mr Bestucheff, 
to let me know, that the French were actually solliciting the Empress to 
enter into a Treaty of Commerce with them, and that in order to induce 
her to consent to it, they offered to take all their tobacco, and beef, from 
hence, instead of supplying themselves from England and Ireland; that he 
had hitherto, and would still continue to oppose it; that, if England was 
desirous of renewing the Treaty of Alliance upon the old terms, he belie- 
ved, he could carry it through, that he would call upon me very soon, but 
could not as yet, lest we might be suspected of being too intimately con- 
nected. If the French have thrown out these propositions, it must have 
been with a view only of amusing this country for the present, without any 
intention of carrying them into execution; as, though there is a considerable 
quantity of tobacco produced in Ukraine, it is greatly inferior to ours, and 
before it reached France, would unavoidably become at least a fifth dearer. 
The experiment with respect to beef has been already tried by a merchant 
here, who sent a large quantity to that country, which was spoiled, before 


it arrived notwithstanding particular care had been taken in the curing

This has occasioned 
many speculations; and as the Queen of Sweden is known to be a woman 
of an active, intriguing disposition, it has been supposed, that he is nego- 
ciating some private Treaty; upon the state of this fact, one very natural 
conclusion arises, that, if the Empress had any thing of consequence in 
agitation, She would never have shown such distinction to the person, who 
transacted it, as must unavoidably draw the eyes of every body upon him.

the Empress would agree to settle that affair, and offer to dispatch a mes- 
senger to me directly with His project of such a renewal.

(Extract.) I received yesterday Your Lordship’s dispatch of the 12" of 
November and immediately communicated the two articles contained in it 
to the Chancellor. In the evening Her Imperial Majesty took an opportu- 
nity of assuring me, that She was particularly sensible of these marks of 
His Majesty’s confidence, and that She would on Her part make every pos- 
sible return. The Vice-Chancellor has delivered a message from Her to me 
to the same purpose with this addition, that She rejoiced most sincerely at 
England’s being upon the point of concluding Her peace, and hoped it 
would soon be followed by a general one. I had a very long conversation 
this morning with the Vice-Chancellor about the Treaty of Commerce, and 
He assures me that in a few days I shall have an opportunity of entering 
into it article by article. I fancy, by what passed, I shall be able to get the 
merchants of Riga included. I also think, that I convinced Him of the 
advantages which would result to this country from our merchants being 
permitted to carry on a Trade to Persia through their territories; but Mr 
Elton’s misconduct has made an impression, which it will be very difficult 
to get the better of.

I took this opportunity of tel- 
ling them, that I had from the first arrival seen evidently their favourable 
disposition to that Court, and had in consequence, mentioned it in my 
dispatches; they frankly owned it, but added at the same time that they 
wished to live in friendship with the King of Prussia. To morrow the con- 


‘versation will be more diffuse upon that head; I shall take the first oppor- 


tunity of writing a particular account of what passes. The new Prussian 
Minister, though he has been here three weeks, has never mentioned one 
word to the Grand Chancellor or Prince Galitzin, which had the least ten- 
dency to business.

and Mary of Medicis, has given great offence here. He has since very in- 
judiciously taken pains to disculpate himself, which has only confirmed 
them in the opinion that he was the author of it: Her Imperial Majesty is 
in every respect greatly disgusted with that Prince, and highly disapproves 
of that most ungenerous return, which He has made to the friendship of 
England.

As in the present situation of affairs it might be of use to me to have 
early information of the disposition, and of the views of the King of Prussia, 
I would with great humility submit to His Majesty, how far He might 
think it expedient for Mr Mitchell to be directed to give me from time to 
time such intelligence, as may in some measure guide my conduct here, 
P more especially as, after the late explanations, the situation of the Courts 
of Great Britain, and Berlin, with regard to each other, must be rather 
\ critical.

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Solms in my Coach from the Chancellors to Court, He attacked me wi- 
thout the least introduction, upon the conduct of England to His Master, 
saying that We were not contented with forsaking Him, but were also 
trying to prejudice his interests here. I was so much disgusted with his 
manner, as to think it necessary to desire him to change the conversation. 
I have since. complained of his behaviour to the Vice-Chancellor, who was 
greatly offended at it, and assured me, that, though the Prussian Minister 
had taxed him, and the Chancellor, with it, they had never owned that the 
memorials had been communicated. 

I have excused myself since from dining at his house, but could not 
avoid including him in a general invitation with all the other Foreign Mi- 
nisters for Friday next, and find he intends coming: I rather believe, that 
his behaviour was owing to ignorance, and want of politeness, than to any 
intention to offend, but thought it proper to mention it. 

I am assured from very good authority, that the Empress and those She 
most confides in are determined to cultivate the friendship of England in 
preference to that of every other country; that our Treaty of Commerce 
will be entered upon as soon as the Carnaval is over, and that the French 
Propositions will not be in the least attended to. 

The Grand Chancellor desires me to lay him at His Majesty’s feet, and

He gave me some papers on Sunday 
evening, which he told me were accounts of losses sustained by the Rus- 
sians from English Privateers and added, that he himself had been a con- 
siderable sufferer in relation to several things of value, which were coming 
to him from France, that, however, he did not mention it as a demand, 
but desired to submit it to His Majesty’s goodyess. He also hinted, that he 
was considerably in debt, and that his health was such as disabled him from 
going through the fatigues of business. I told him, I would acquaint His 
Majesty with what he mentioned. Upon looking over the papers, I find his 
demand is not much more than fifteen hundred, though he states it to me 
as two thousand pounds. If it should be agreeable to His Majesty to order 
the payment, I am satisfied, from the manner in which he spoke, that it 
will be considered as a very great obligation. 

Count Orloff, the officer who fetched the Empress from Peterhoff, the 
morning of the revolution, seems her first favourite. It is thought, that he 
does not interfere in public business, but her Imperial Majesty seems to 
take a particular pleasure in every mark of attention that is paid him. I 
will not pretend to decide, if it be gratitude, or inclination, which deter- 
mines this preference, but it is evident that She wishes to see him dis-

As it appeared by some of Your Excellency’s former letters, that the 
insisting absolutely upon the additional articles of advantage to our trade 
in Russia, which you were directed to endeavour to obtain, in negotiating 
a renewal of our expired Treaty of Commerce, would, in all probability, 
greatly protract, and might even endanger the whole transaction, I had the 
King’s commands some time since to refer to the consideration of the Board 
of Trade, whether it would be advisable to adhere to the demand of such 
new concessions on the part of the Empress, at the risk of losing the Treaty 
itself, that Your Lordship might not be without instructions for your con- 
duct upon that capital question, in case you should be put to so disagree- 
able a dilemma.

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I have now received a full report from the Board abovementioned upon 
that question, a copy of which I send herewith; and as Your Excellency will 
observe by the contents of it, tbat Their Lordships are clearly of opinion 
that, if a pure, and simple renewal of the expired Treaty be all that can 
possibly be obtained, it ought not to be finally rejected for the sake of the 
additional privileges above referred to; I am. to acquaint You, that His Ma- 
jesty is pleased to approve that advice, and would have You conform your- 
self thereto, if the case should, contrary to his hope and desire, come to exist. 

But Your Lordship will, at the same time, understand, that this in- 
struction is meant only for the last extremity, and that You are to exert 
your utmost endeavours, and employ all the means in your power, for car- 
rying the additional articles as proposed in the former report from the 
Board of Trade, which you received from Mr Keith. 

And it is His Majesty’s pleasure that you should now pursue this com- 
mercial negotiation with all possible zeal, and diligence, and especially 
since the great encouragement to hope for success in it, received, as Your 
last dispatches mention, from Mr Bestucheff, and of which the King does 
not doubt that you will have taken advantage; since Your Excellency must 
be sensible, that You cannot render a more acceptable service to His Ma- 


jesty than by promoting to the utmost of your power the interests of his 
trading subjects.

But the idea of secularisation, is what the King 
has given no encouragement to in other instances, where He was more 
nearly concerned, and is a step of such consequence and example in the 
Empire, as His Majesty can by no means undertake to promote. And Your 
Excellency will likewise observe to Them, that the case with respect to His 
Polish Majesty’s situation in particular, and to the State of the Empire in 
general is entirely altered since your receiving, and transmitting the above 
proposal, as that Prince has now accepted the terms of peace offered by the 
King of Prussia, and the affairs of the Germanic body are finally adjusted, 
and settled by the pacification happily concluded between all the powers, 
who had a share in the late troubles; so that there can be neither room, 


nor pretence for proposing so great an alteration in the present established 
system.

I have laid before His Majesty the account, which you now send of 
the private conversation which You had ‘with the Empress upon that subject, 
and the answer I am ordered to return is, that His Majesty is obliged to 
that Princess for the confidence which She is willing to repose in Him, and 
will be very desirous of concurring in Her views, when the vacancy of the 
Throne of Poland shall exist. That His Majesty is persuaded, that She will 
have turned Her thoughts to a proper successor, as She can so much better 
judge in whose hands that Government would be most conveniently lodged 
for the interest of Russia, the consideration of which would be the chief 
inducement to the King to interfere at all in that affair: and that therefore 
it is natural for His Majesty to expect to learn from the Empress herself 
what will be most agreeable to Her.

After the play there was an 
entertainment of dancing performed by the Maids of Honour, and several of 
the first nobility. I believe so many fine women were never seen upon any 
stage, and must add, that few countries could produce them. The Countess 
Strogonoff, daughter to the Great Chancellor, the Countess Narishkin and 
a young Lady, sister to Colonel Sievers, who was in England, and daugh- 
ter of the Great Marshal of the Court distinguished themselves particularly. 
The orchestra was composed of gentlemen. The elegance and magnificence 
of the whole was such, that what may appear a laboured description, is but 
barely doing justice to it.

had reason to fear the long delay of taking an affair of so much consequence 
into consideration, was attributed to some negligence of mine, I added, that 
if Her Imperial Majesty would order a plan to be prepared for that pur- 
pose, with such alterations from the Old Treaty as the differences of the 
times might make necessary, I would immediately dispatch a courier with 
it. They answered that Her Imperial Majesty upon Her first entering upon 
the Throne, had been greatly perplexed with the hurry of business, and 
cautious of entering hastily into any engagement, that now She had more 
leisure, they would speak to Her again upon the subject, and flatter them- 
selves that She would no longer make the same objections to it; but that 
at all events, they could assure me of her thorough disposition, and deter- 
mination to cultivate the friendship of His Britannic Majesty. They have 
promised to speak to the Empress, if possible, to morrow; so that I hope 
to be able to acquaint His Majesty with Her sentiments upon the proposi- 
tion in general, before I close this dispatch; and if they should be confor- 
mable to His wishes, will try to get a plan for the Treaty from this Court; 
and transmit it with the utmost expedition by this courier. They talked to 
me with great openess, and took great pains to convince me that they 
agreed with their Sovereign in Her preferential regard for the English Nation.

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As it appears to me that the Court of Vienna has in some degree dis- 
gusted both the Empress, and her Ministry, and that they are jealous, and 
afraid of the French, particularly in relation to the affairs of Poland, there 
is no great reason to fear at present their entering into any connection with 
either, but We may rather hope that these circumstances will dispose 
them to enter immediately into the Treaty of Alliance. 

As I was taking leave the Chancellor desired me to communicate any 
orders I received from His Majesty in consequence of my dispatch of the 
28" of December, in relation to the succession of Poland, as soon as pos- 
sible. The Empress also spoke of it to me last Sunday. The Chancellor, and 
Vice-Chancellor mentioned, that Her Imperial Majesty applied Herself so 
much to business, as might be prejudicial to Her health; that She would 
see and form her own opinion upon every thing.

by exporting beef and tobacco from hence, that he would never attempt it 
again, as he was persuaded neither would answer; that, as to tobacco it 
was not only the want of proper cultivation, but that the soil, and climate 
would never produce any but of an inferior sort. 

This was overheard, and consequently reported to those who gave him 
such good instructions that three days after he told me before the French 
Minister that he was of opinion that the Ukraine would not be inferior to 
the Virginia tobacco. 

Those who are thoroughly acquainted with the Ukraine assure me that 
there is so much saltpetre in the soil as must ever greatly affect the qua- 
lity of that plant. 

[ am also told that Her Imperial Majesty turns Her thoughts very much 
to the increase of the Russian Navigation; but the dislike of the people of 
this country to the sea, the scarcity of sailors, and even if they could pro- 
cure a number the impossibility of employing them half the year (which 
must unavoidably raise their wages to a most exorbitant height) will ever 
prevent any endeavours of that sort from being essentially effectual.

(Most secret. Extract.) Your Lordship will before this have been 
acquainted, by the several dispatches you have received, of the uncertainty 
and irresolution of this Government in relation to the Treaty of Commerce, 
and the many unpleasant disappointments which I have experienced in 
attempting to negotiate it. 

When I look back into my own correspondence and consider the well 
founded expectations His Majesty may have formed from thence, that the 
Treaty would soon be concluded, if not with all the alterations the Russia 
company desire, yet (except the Trade to Persia) with all the advantages of 
that of 1734, and perhaps some favourable additions; it gives me the

I 
derive some satisfaction however from a thorough consciousness, that I 
have never advanced a fact in which, at the moment, I was not founded, 
and that my correspondence has only varied with Her. Imperial Majesty’s 
intentions and the language of Her Ministers. 

The consideration of the Treaty is now put off until the court returns 
to Petersburg, when, it is said, the Empress is determined to settle it 
Herself. As we are to stay here until June it will be in vain to expect to 
enter into the negotiation till July at the soonest. ; 

It gives me some concern to mention that the interior of this Govern- 
ment is in great coufusion and the Senate publishes resolutions one day, 
which are reversed the next. There is not the same appearance of general 
satisfaction and cheerfulness, which prevailed two months ago; and many 
even venture to hint their disapprobation of the Measures of the court. 

Her Imperial Majesty shows Orloff every day fresh marks of distinc- 
tion; Her partiality is indeed so far decided, as to offend those who think 
themselves, from their rank, situation, and ability better entitled to Her 
favour. 

In the present state of things I do not think it necessary, or expedient 
to put His Majesty to any farther expence.

charged with the conduct of the negotiation in respect to the Treaty of 
Commerce: though that idea is now laid aside, it may very possibly be 
renewed. He cansecure the two points of enacting for the English merchants 
the liberty of selling to each other, and not totally excluding them from 
the trade with Persia. 

Inclosed are papers relative to the captures made by the English priva- 
teers, which I did not send before, as I imagined Prince Gallitzin had deli- 
vered the originals to the Government, when he was in England. If His 
Majesty should think proper to allow of the demand of the Chancellor, it 
would be received as a favour, not as a matter of right: Your Lordship 
will observe, that his own loss is stated separately. 

The foreign Ministers seem all equally ignorant where to find the real 
Minister. M. Panin has the first sight, after the Empress, of all foreign 
correspondence, which from him is carried to M. Bestucheff: They thwart 
each other, and every body else; they have each of them weight enough to 
keep Her Imperial Majesty undecided, but neither of them sufficient ‘to 
bring Her to a determination. It is said, She, has a better opinion of Mr 
Bestucheff’s abilities, and information, but that She esteems Mr Panin, as 


the honester, and more unbiassed man. The latter has been flattered into 
French interest.

She answered, that, with regard to the fixing upon any particular 
person, before a vacancy, I must know that such were the laws of Poland, 
that, the least surmise of such an engagement would make his election im- 
practicable, to which I said, that it was very easy to keep any arrangement 
private, that Her Imperial Majesty might settle with the King, my Master, 
upon that subject. She then assured me, that all She desired, all that She 
thought necessary at present, was that His Majesty would concur with Her 
in giving an absolute exclusion to any French Nomination. I afterwards 
mentioned the renewal of the two Treaties. Upon that of Commerce, She 
assured me She was fully sensible of the great advantage this country 
derived from the trade with England, but that She desired to be more 
Mistress of the subject, than She could make herself at this time, before 
She concluded a Treaty of so much importance. As to that of Alliance, She 
said that the entering into it might give the alarm to other powers, and 
make them jealous of what might be the object of so near a connection, 
but that in fact from knowing Her own dispositions to England, as well as 
from being convinced of those of his Britannic Majesty to the interests 
of Russia, She considered the Treaty as already concluded. Her Imperial 
Majesty’s behavior to me was that as indeed it is upon every occasion, 
most gracious.

He told me a copy of it had been sent by 
my courier to M" Woronsoff to be communicated, and therefore I imagine 
it to be unnecessary for me to send one. Great Military preparations are 
making here, probably with a view to be in readiness for every event. The 
officers all wish for a war with Poland but I fancy that country does not 
find itself in a situation to come to an open rupture with Russia. The affair 
of Courland has certainly made a great deal of ill blood between this Court 
and the Crown Party in Poland but the nation at large is not in all pro- 
bability disposed to make it a common cause.

With regard to the succession of Poland, there seems to be nothing in 
your relation of what fell from the Empress, that can make any addition 
necessary to the instructions, which you have already received upon that 
head, and indeed, according to the present appearance of his Polish 
Majesty’s state of health, that business does not appear to be extremely 
pressing. 

I cannot conclude this letter, without recommending to Your Excellency 
to use your utmost endeavours, in this critical conjuncture of the affairs of 
your Court, as well with respect to its internal situation, as to foreign 
connexions, to discover what negotiations may be carrying on with the 
ministers of any other powers, and particularly those of the Queen of 
Hungary, of France, and of Prussia; and to transmit to me, for His 
Majesty’s information, full accounts of every thing which may be worthy of 
His notice, both with regard to affairs of that kind, and to the interior 


state of the Russian Government, which is represented by some, as being 
still unsettled, and insecure.

I think it my duty to mention, that it appears 
to me, that the Empress, as well from inclination, as from thinking it her 
real interest, wishes to form the most intimate connection with England, 
and the House of Austria; that She has an original rooted aversion to the 
French Nation, and a personal pique, and dislike to the King of Prussia, 
but yet is cautious of giving umbrage to either of those powers, as She is 
fearful, that their intrigues might essentially distress Her in Her present 
situation, perhaps also She feels herself the more embarrassed, from being 
sensible, that at this time the Court of Vienna is governed by French 
Councils, and from considering England as in some sort connected with the 
King of Prussia. 

I have no authority to assert this as fact; but it is an opinion, that 
results from the best intelligence I receive, from what I have gathered at 
different times from the conversation of the Ministers, and from that which 
has occasionally fallen from the Empress herself. 

Adaduroff, who has for some time been president of the college of ma- 
nufactures, is now appointed to superintend affairs of commerce.

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He also told me that the courier was charged with cyphers for their 
Minister. As Mr Mitchell mentions in a letter, which I received yesterday, 
that he knew His Prussian Majesty had hinted to the Russian Minister his 
disposition to enter into an Alliance with Her Imperial Majesty. I asked 
the Grand Chancellor, if any such overtures had been made; he answered 
me, that nothing of that nature had past through his channel. I shall make 
it my business to find out, whether such a proposal has really been made, 
and what was the answer. 

It is said, that Her Imperial Majesty has been lately very much dis- 
pleased with Mr Pannin, who has warmly objected in the senate to some 
of her favorite plans. It is evident, that She is greatly embarrassed, whom 
to consult, and confide in; and indeed it will be difficult for Her to find a 
man in this country possessed of that comprehensive knowledge, which is 
absolutely necessary for the first Minister of a great Nation. There is no- 
thing here equal to what Mr Bestucheff has been, but his health and abili- 
ties visibly decay.

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cellency’s applications for forwarding the conclusion of the Treaties of 
Alliance, and Commerce between Great Britain and Russia might be sus- 
pended during the short remainder of Her Imperial Majesty’s residence at 
Moscow, I have been silent upon that head for some posts; but as this dis- 
patch will in all probability find both the Court, and Your Excellency at 
Petersburg, I can no longer defer repeating and inforcing all the former 
instructions, which have been sent you thereupon, and letting you know, 
in order to the information of the Empress, and her Ministers with how 
much concern His Majesty has seen, that in so long a time, and notwith- 
standing the most earnest representations on our part, nothing has been 
done in an affair so important towards the preservation of the peace of 
Europe, and to the naturally united interests of the two Nations. It is much 
to be wished that those interests had been as clearly understood by the 
Court of Russia, as by that of Great Britain; for in that case an union, so 
necessary to both, had been long since contracted. The delay of doing it

England looks to no Alliance with so great desire as to that with Russia: 
She knows the consequence of it to both, as it respects each of them im- 
mediately, and the influence it must have upon such engagements, as they 
may judge necessary for them to contract with other powers. As this is 
evidently the case, the King can by no means understand, or relish the 
Policy of Russia in deferring to close immediately after the conclusion of 
the general peace, with the defensive Alliance proposed by His Majesty, 
and hesitating to renew a Treaty of Commerce, in which their own interests 
are still more essentially concerned, than those of Great Britain. On his 
own part, His Majesty has certainly nothing to reproach Himself with, ha- 
ving given every possible proof of his distinguished regard to the Empress, 
and of the sincerity of his intentions to cultivate her friendship by showing 
the greatest attention to the desires of that Princess, as well in respect to 
a Successor to the Throne of Poland, as upon every other occasion that has 
offered. It is now therefore time to put the inclinations, and designs of 
your Court to the test; for We begin to be reflected on, both abroad and 
at home, as if our natural Alliances were neglected. A strict Union with 
Russia is deservedly considered as the first and best foundation. When this 
is once laid, We may proceed upon a wise and regular plan, conformably 
to our joint interests, and for the maintenance of the Peace of Europe.

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Whilst we act in perfect concert, and hold the same language, We shall 
speak with dignity, and weight, to the several Courts, with whom We may 
be concerned, and there can be no doubt of our being heard with attention. 
This will then be our situation; but as things now stand, the Kingdom of 
Great Britain, and the Empire of Russia, remain mere Capita Mortua in 
European Politics; and it is highly unfortunate for both nations that 
they do so. We are, however, now arrived at that period, when We were 
assured that every thing should be settled, the Empress being without 
doubt, before this time returned to Petersburg. It will be now therefore 
incumbent upon Your Excellency to exert yourself to the utmost in securing 
the effect of those promises; and especially since Count Woronzoff declares 
in the strongest terms, that the dispositions of his Court are hearty, and 
sincere. The business is of too great consequence to bear any longer delay, 
and I must therefore, in his Majesty’s name, insist with Your Lordship, 
that not one moment, that can be employed in so material a negotiation, 
may be lost; and that You send me constant accounts, from post to post, 
for the King’s information, of every step which You shall take in it, and of 
all that shall pass between the Imperial Court, and Yourself, upon the sub- 
ject of both those capital transactions. |

The Earl of Buckingham to the Right Honorable Earl of Halifax. 
Moscow, May 23 N. S., 1763. 


(Extract.) Her Imperial Majesty sets out this morning upon Her pilgri- 
mage to Rostoff. It is one hundred and eight versts distant from Moscow 
and She proposes walking ten versts each day. All the foreign Ministers 
who are still here took leave of Her yesterday in the evening. 

The French Minister, during the last seven days which He remained 
here, was so particularly distinguished by the Empress, as to give occasion 
for great speculation; it was certainly very remarkable, and would have 
given me some concern, if after that private conversation which I had with 
Her Majesty, mentioned in my separate and secret dispatch of the fifteenth 
of April, it were possible to suppose She would enter into any engage- 
ments with any other Powers in preference to England. Count Orloff is 
understood to be now entirely in the French interest. Your Lordship not 
having lately mentioned any thing in relation to Our present situation of 
affairs with the House of Austria. I am ignorant with what degree of cor- 
diality the correspondence between the two Courts has been renewed; but 


it is apparent that the Imperial Ambassador here, has been entirely direc- 
ted by the French Minister.

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His Majesty must certainly have been already informed, that the Court 
of Denmark is greatly alarmed at that intimate connection, which seems 
still to continue between the House of Austria and Bourbon; yet I cannot 
help mentioning it, as it is circumstantially communicated to me, by those 
who must know it to be true. 

The Prussian Minister took me aside yesterday; and, after telling me 
that he considered England and Prussia to be connected in such a manner 
as to make their interests the same, He expressed great uneasiness at the 
frequent opportunities the French Minister, had lately had of conversing 
with the Empress. He asked if I was not alarmed at it, and fearful that a 
negociation of a Triple Alliance might be in agitation between France, 
Austria and Russia; adding, how very desirable, he thought, it was that 
such a connection should be entered into between this Country, England 
and Prussia. I told him that I could not think, at this time, that his fears 
were well grounded. When We parted, he said he would communicate any 
lights, he might receive, to me, and hoped I would act with the same de- 
gree of confidence to him. 

In the evening, at Court, the Grand Chancellor mentioned to me, that 
he was afraid that the French Minister having been so much lately with 
Her Imperial Majesty might give umbrage to the Court of Great Britain; 
but he could assure me there was not the least reason for it; thatthe

I answered, 
that I had too high an opinion of Her Imperial Majesty’s discernment, that 
I thought Her too well acquainted with the interest of Her Empire, to 
enter into any intimate connection with the Court of France, more espe- 
cially after those assurances so often renewed, through his channel, of Her 
preferential regard for England. He told me, that he believed the Empress 
would speak to me upon the subject, in which case he desired me to 
acquaint Her with what he had said to me. She did not however give me 
the opportunity. I must believe these assurances to be sincere, yet cannot 
see without great concern, that almost all those who compose the Empress’s 
private parties, are in the French interest. | am credibly informed, that 
Mr Bestucheff has lately drawn up a paper, in the form of a petition to 
Her Imperial Majesty, intreating Her to marry one of Her subjects, as has 
formerly been the practice of the Sovereigns ef Russia. This he has signed 
himself, and has offered it to all the leading men. Some here followed his 
example. The Grand Chancellor has declined it, and Mr Pannin and several 
others have absolutely refused to set their hands to it. In consequence of 
this opposition, the proposition is dropped for the present, but, it is imagined, 
it will be renewed at Petersburg, and may have very serious consequences,

alliance, as they shall judge expedient, than to make them parties in their 
original negotiation, which could not avoid, under such an embarassment 
being drawn into a great and inconvenient length. 

Your Excellency will be pleased to represent His Majesty’s sentiments 
accordingly to Mr Bestucheff, and to cultivate his friendship as much as 
possible, in order to obtain his assistance in the execution of those orders, 
which You will have received in my letter of the 1°‘ inst. by Count Wo- 
ronzoff’s courier.

(Extract.) The Chancellor, who dined yesterday with me, acquainted 
me, by the Empress’s order, that She had given directions to have the old 
Treaty of Alliance drawn out for Her consideration, and that She would 
appoint the Chancellor and Vice-Chancellor to go through it with me, article 
by article, clearly to see what alterations may be necessary on either side. 
I have no instructions to offer any, and if they should make propositions of 
that nature, the most expeditious method would be, for the treaty, in the 
shape they wish to have it, to be sent to England and submitted to His 
Majesty, and with His approbation concluded there. I cannot however fore- 
see any of those alterations, except it should be an augmentation of the 
reciprocal succours, or making their war with Turkey, and consequently the 
defence of our colonies in America or elsewhere, (which was excepted in 
the former Treaty) a casus foederis. 

It is desired that the transaction may be secret. The Chancellor assured 
me, that, however desirous he may be to go this summer into Italy, he 
would very cheerfully put off his journey to forward the conclusion of it. 

As soon as the Treaty of Alliance is gone through, the Treaty of Com- 
merce is to be entered upon.

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The Foreign Ministers supped with me last night; we were all questio- 
ning one another, each man doubtful of his own information, yet every one 
agreeing that we ought to be prepared for any event. It is said that a great 
number of persons have been taken up. Those battalions of the Guards at 
Moscow have been acquainted, that it is the Empress’s intention that for 
the present they should remain there; this has exasperated them to the 
greatest degree, but they dare not show the whole of their resentment, as 
there is a body of near 10,000 men encamped in the neighbourhood of the 
capital: the Princess Dashkoff, who so much distinguished herself in the 
revolution, is ordered to accompany her husband to Riga, where his regi- 
ment is quartered. That lady’s arrogant behaviour had in a great mea- 
sure lost her the Empress’s esteem, even before my arrival at Moscow. Her 
spirit was too great either to try to appease her Mistress, or to submit to 
her disgrace, and she has been suspected since of exciting and encouraging 
those who were disaffected to the present government. Mr Panin will be 
very much affected by her departure from Court, as she was his near rela- 
tion, and a great favourite; but the English have no great reason to lament 
it, as she was strongly in the interest of France: I cannot help feeling for 
Her Imperial Majesty. Her present distress must be very great, and at the 
best, Her future prospect a most melancholy one: She may err in the means

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seemed desirous of not including any other Powers in the Treaty of Alli- 
ance; but that, after it was concluded His Majesty and the Empress might 
consider of what farther steps were necessary for the common security, 
and the preservation of the tranquillity of Europe. The Chancellor then 
said he hoped we should sign in a few days. I answered that my instruc- 
tions did not go so far, but that I was persuaded that, if Her Imperial Ma- 
jesty did not propose alterations that my Court could not agree to, as soon 
as the account was transmitted to England, I should receive His Majesty’s 
orders to that purpose. 

As I have no courier here, I shall dispatch one of my servants with 
the Empress’s resolution, and flatter myself he will be with Your Lordship 
before this letter. 

On Saturday the Prussian Minister wished me joy, as he said he had 
been informed that I was to sign very soon; I answered him, that it was 
very true that hopes had been given me that this Court would very soon 
enter into consideration of the renewal of the Treaty of Commerce; he 
explained to me he meant the conclusion of the Treaty of Alliance; to which 
I replied, that I knew nothing of it; he then said that if the report was 
true, it would give him pleasure, though he should have been sorry if the

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affairs of Europe; here the conversation ended. I live upon very good terms 
as well with him, as with the Imperial Ambassador, but have not exchan- 
ged a word with the latter in relation to the affairs of Our Two Courts, 
since the peace was concluded. 

The Chancellor mentioned to me yesterday, that he hoped that every 
thing would soon be prepared for going through with the Treaty of Com- 
merce, but that possibly the Empress’s absence at Peterhoff might occasion 
some little delay. 

Your Lordship will be so good as to inform me if it be His Majesty’s 
pleasure, supposing this Court should agree to conclude that treaty within 
the limits prescribed me, that I should immediately sign or wait till it can 
receive his approbation, for every reason I should prefer the latter method, 
except that it will occasion two months delay. 

I have great reason to fear that this Court will never agree to the alte- 
ration of the 4" article. The merchants here are of that opinion, and many 
seem not in the least solicitous about it. The leading Russians are divided 
in relation to the leaving open the Trade to Persia. Mr Panin is warm for 
it, as well as Count Munich (the Field Marshall’s son). The Vice-Chancellor 
as warm against. The Chancellor tells me that himself and the Vice-Chan- 
cellor are to settle the Treaty with me; and that the Empress has some 
thoughts of joining Count Munich with them. He is a most amiable polite

I was with Mr Bestucheff on Sunday. His memory, and understanding 
seem greatly to fail him. He has been ill, and has consequently seen very 
little of the Empress since Her return; he mentioned nothing to me of Her 
intention to renew the Treaty of Alliance, from whence I must conclude 
that he is unacquainted with it, as otherwise I am convinced he would have 
taken to himself the merit of it.

(Most secret. Extract.) The plan for a Treaty of Alliance was at length 
delivered to me this afternoon drawn up with such alterations as Her Im- 
perial Majesty proposes, together with two secret and one separate article. 
The Vice-Chancellor, Alsufieff and Count Stroganoff, the Chancellor’s son 
in law, were present when it was read to me. I imagined they would have 
given me the new propositions separate till yesterday, when the Vice- 
Chancellor sent for my titles. 

It is a very sensible mortification to me to observe that every alteration 
is made in favour of this Country, without the least reciprocity for England. 

In the seventh article they have made some additions to the allowance 
of provisions which they justified by telling me that the College of War 
had declared the soldier could not possibly subsist upon less. 

They have blended the 15 and 16 articles of the old Treaty into one 
and omitted the exception with regard to Turkey: to which I strongly ob- 
jected and assured them I was persuaded my Court would not come into it. 

There is also an alteration at the end of the 18 article which answers 


to the 19 of the old Treaty which I took notice of as appearing to me a 
little equivocal.

There are some other alterations from the wording of the old Treaty 
which Your Lordship will take notice of. 

When they read the first separate article I felt and expressed the 
greatest surprise declaring that it appeared to me in effect making this a 
Treaty of Subsidy, and that I hardly knew how to send such a proposition 
to His Majesty. They insinuated that His Britannic Majesty was equally in- 
terested with the Empress in the affair of Poland: to which I by no means 
agreed but insisted that it was nothing but His regard to Her Imperial 
Majesty that could induce Him to interfere in the broils of that Country. 

As to the 2° secret. article I know not how far it may or may not be 
agreeable to His Majesty. 

The separate article is the most exstraordinary of ali as it puts off the 
entering into the consideration of the Treaty of Commerce till the conclu- 
sion of the Treaty of Alliance notwithstanding their repeated assurances 
that they would give it an immediate consideration. 

Upon the whole after having remonstrated with all the earnestness I 
could with propriety express against the apparent partiality with which all 
their new propositions had been made, I told them that having received 
His Majesty’s instructions to inform Him what alterations Her Imperial

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Majesty would propose to make upon the renewal of Treaty of Alliance, I 
would forward their papers in the shape they were pleased to offer them. 

What they said amounted to little more than that they were directed 
by the Empress to make these propositions and that any His Britannic 
Majesty was pleased to offer would undoubtedly be properly attended to. 

With regard to the separate article they told me that would not delay 
the Treaty of Commerce which would notwithstanding be entered into 
as soon as the College of Commerce and the commissioners were ready, 
and that in the interim the English merchants enjoyed all the privileges 
which were allowed them by that of 1734. I have so often complained of 
their delays that I could say nothing new upon the subject. 

It is the greatest distress to me to send a dispatch which I fear will be 
so little satisfactory to His Majesty.

her Imperial Majesty. They professed that their object was only the remo- 
val of Count Orloff from that distinguished favour which he enjoys. He is 
considered so much as an upstart in this Country, where there is little else, 
that all, but his own family, are his enemies; and none more inveterate 
than those who were engaged with him in the late revolution, and thought 
their pretensions superior to his; his being sent to fetch the Empress from 
Peterhoff, the circumstance from whence he is supposed to have derived 
his present greatness, was merely accidental. In the tumult at Moscow, the 
Guards called for the Grand Duke expressing that they thought his life was 
in danger, though they had very little reason for such a surmise, as Her 
Imperial Majesty must be sensible, that his life during his minority, is Her 
greatest security. He has certainly gained strength this summer, but, as his 
constitution is originally bad, there is very little chance, especially in this 
climate , of his lasting long; whenever he approaches to the state of manood, 
it is more than probable, that his mother will have reason to be jealous of 
him, and that attempts may be made to place him upon the Throne. 

The reports, in relation to the late Emperor Ivan, are very contradic- 
tory. It is asserted by many, that he is absolutely an idiot; others on the 


contrary, declare, that he appears deficient no otherwise, than from want 
of education, and that, conscious of his own situation, he politically conceals

I cannot find that the Empress suspects the Hetman’s, having any 
concern in the late tumult, though some of the persons, who were leaders 
in it, used to be almost constantly with him; I know, however, that he is 
extremely dissatisfied at the distinctions paid to the favorite: such indeed 
is his influence, that not only his brothers, but the ladies, they distinguish, 
compose the Empress’s private party. Countess Bruce seems to hold the 
first rank. The Empress’s life is a mixture of trifling amusements, and intense 
application to business, which, however, from the difficulties, which are 
often industriously put in her way, as well as the variety of schemes at 
once, has, as yet, produced nothing. Numerous and extensive are Her plans, 
but greatly inadequate to the means She is able to employ. 

The repeated attempts at an insurrection have frightened the Empress. 
She knows that the preference he showed to foreigners and foreign customs 
lost the late Emperor His Crown. She is also sensible that one great 
objection to Her is the being a foreigner, and therefore thinks Herself 
obliged to yield as much as possible to the prejudices of the Russians, 
many of whom would contribute any thing in their power to expel every 
stranger from this Country. Nothing can be said with certainty till I have

I had a long conversation with Count Bestucheff on Sunday, and insi- 
nuated to him my suspicions, that some negotiation was carrying on with 
the Court of Vienna: he assured me, that, as yet, nothing of that sort had 
been in the least agitated, and that, whenever it was, must come from 
thence, and not from the Ministers of Her Imperial Majesty: with regard 
to Prussia, he mentioned, that he did not know that any thing was upon the 
carpet, but he could not be sure that there was not, as possibly it might be 
carried on privately with the Empress, through a channel which he was 
unacquainted with; by this he meant to make me to suspect M. Pannin, 
who is often visited by the Prussian Minister, as they were acquainted in 
Sweden; I have however intelligence from the office for foreign affairs that 
the Treaty of 1746, with the Empress Queen, which expires in 1771, and 
that of the last year, between the Emperor and the King of Prussia have 
been looked into within these few days; the former is in print, I am trying 
to get a copy of the latter.

(Extract.) Having laid before His Majesty, all the papers received, and 
referred to in Your dispatches of the 22" August N. 8. I have the King’s 
commands to signify to Your Excellency, that His Majesty did not expect, 
that, at a time when the Court of Russia seems desirous of entering into 
an Alliance purely Defensive, they should choose to vary in some essential 
points from the letter and spirit of the former Treaty, and to offer such 
new proposals in their secret and separate articles, as not only seem quite 
foreign to the interests of Great Britain, but may, too probably afford 
fresh matter for raising disturbances, particularly in the North of Europe, 
which this Treaty is principally calculated to prevent. 

Your Excellency justly observes that all the alterations from the 
Treaty of 1742, are projected for the advantage of Russia. You will there- 
fore endeavour to reduce the present Treaty as near as possible to the 
words of the former, except in such instances as shall now be pointed out 
to you; and in which His Majesty to show His inclination to make every 
reasonable concession to the ideas of Her Imperial Majesty is willing to 
acquiesce.

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With regard to the conclusion of the first article, some alteration might 
perhaps be necessary, so much time having elapsed since the year 1741, 
the period there referred to; and therefore in that instance there may be 
some reasons for deviating from the terms of the former Treaty. 

In the seventh article it does not at all appear, why the quantity of 
rye-flour should be increased a full fifth part, and that of the salt doubled, 
neither is the decision of their College of War to be regarded by Your 
Excellency in this case as a conclusive reason. But if upon their producing 
such arguments as carry conviction with them, they should still insist upon 
this augmentation, His Majesty does not think it an object of such conse- 
quence, but that Your Excellency may recede from it. 

In the fifteenth article the leaving out the exception of the Ottoman 
porte, can at no rate be agreed to, as the commercial interests of His 
Majesty’s subjects are too closely connected with that power; and the King’s 
paternal care of His people, will never suffer Him to risk such a sacrifice. 
The conclusion of this article cannot be admitted as it now stands; but 
should be brought back to the words and meaning, as they stood in the 16" 
article of the former Treaty, where what relates to Spain, Portugal and 
Italy, is explained and ascertained in the clearest manner possible, whereas 
by the clause which they have added to their 15™ article, they are abso- 
lutely exempt from furnishing any succour to Great Britain, in case of

cannot be intelligibly connected with the rest of the sentence. 

His Majesty sees no reason for any alteration in the eighteenth article, 
and wishes to have it conceived in the words of the Treaty of 1742. 

As to reducing the term of the present projected Treaty, to eight from 
fifteen years, the time limited for the expiration of the former Treaty, His 
Majesty only wishes to consider the mutual interests of both Nations in 
whatever concerns the duration of such Alliance, but as the King is always 
desirous of giving proofs of His sincere inclination to strengthen and secure 
the ties of friendship with Her Russian Majesty, He would propose the 
renewal of the former term, or longer as the contracting Powers shall agree. 

As to the two secret articles, they are utterly inadmissible, and can 
upon no account, make a Part of this Treaty, which is intended purely and 
simply to continue and cement the ancient union between the two Crowns 
of Great Britain and Russia. Your Excellency will therefore (at the same 
time, that You. express to Her Imperial Majesty the King’s real inclination 
to cooperate with Her in all measures, which are not inconsistent with the 
interests of His Crown) represent how improper it would be to enter into 
the disputes about the succession to the Crown of Poland, and thereby 
incur the danger of involving these Kingdoms in a new war, for purposes 
in which they are no ways concerned.

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I come now to the last point, which is the separate article, that postpo- 
nes the entering into negotiation upon the Treaty of Commerce, till after 
the ratification of the Treaty of Alliance: this is so inconsistent with the 
friendly sentiments, which the Court of Russia frequently expresses in their 
plan of the. Treaty, that His Majesty does not easily comprehend to what 
cause He should attribute such an affected delay in the conclusion of a 
measure, which is equally advantageous to both Nations; I have it therefore 
in express command from the King, to acquaint Your Excellency that He 
expects the Treaty of Commerce, and that of the Defensive Alliance, should 
go on pari passu, and be signed together. 

Your Excellency will observe some small addition to the words of the 
former Treaty in a term or two of ceremony, where the Court of Russia 
seems to affect a little air of superiority, which may as well be omitted: 
You will find them in the first and second articles, and as they were not 
inserted in the former Treaty, there can be no pretence for their admission 
now; Your Excellency will always take care to have recourse to the former 
Treaty, the terms of which are so satisfactory, that 1 cannot see any reason 
for deviating from them, especially in cases where nothing new is supposed 
to be offered. 

Your Excellency is now fully instructed as to the whole of your reply to 
the Russian plan. It is His Majesty’s pleasure, that you support with

Her late conduct 
has certainly done Her interest, and that of Her friends most essential 
prejudice, the precipitation with which She marched Her troops into Po- 
land, and that, with which She withdrew them, were equally injudicious; 
and Her not ordering them to continue their route to Kiew, and Smolensk, 
as She had alledged that they were marching to those places, was at once 
throwing off the mask, and avowing the real object of that measure. 

When I am speaking of Poland, I am tempted to mention something 
which fell from the Grand Duke; he was at dinner with some company, 
and in the course of conversation, asked a Foreign Minister, who was at 
table, the age of the King of Poland; he answered him sixty seven; then, 
replied the Grand Duke, he may live ten years longer, and if he should I 
will make You King of Poland. Your Lordship will easily imagine that this 
saillie made no small impression upon the company: Mr Panin was parti- 
cularly struck with it, and did not look up for some time. Those who fre- 
quently see the Young Prince assure me his parts are beyond his age.

Your Lordship will easily imagine that the, at 
this time unexpected, event of the death of the King of Poland has occasio- 
ned some agitation at this Court: frequent councils have been held, and it 
is said that very different opinions have been given by those who have been 
consulted upon so critical a question; yet probably, Her Imperial Majesty’s 
own wisdom will decide: and if a war should be the consequence, She can- 
not employ Her troops any where so agreeably to themselves, as in Poland: 
Her greatest difficulty will be to find those large sums of money, which, 
upon these occasions, are indispensably necessary. 1 am induced to suspect, 
that, either from the opposition of Her Council, Her own caution, or Her 
feeling less zeal than formerly for the cause of a particular family, She 
has expressed some doubts with regard to the part She should take, as I 
have remarked on these last two days great appearance of the most anxious 
curiosity in a person, whom I know to be a warm friend of the Czartoriski 


Family, and who is probably the channel of the correspondence with Her 
Imperial Majesty.

When I have occasionally expres- 
sed to Mr Panin, and the Vice-Chancellor (before the courier returned 
from England) the many and obvious objections which occurred to their 
propositions, they always told me, they were convinced, that my Court 
would be less averse to them than I expected. 

[ was yesterday with Mr Bestucheff, but could get little from him, 
except his usual general professions of regard to the English nation: he has 
lately been rather cool, and reserved in his behaviour to me: his strength 
visibly declines and he does not remember what he says or is said to him 
for two days together. 

A supreme Council is to be appointed consisting of six persons: Mr 
Bestusheff, Mr Panin, Mr Neplueff, Wolkonski, the Vice-Chancellor, and 
Alsufieff: the Senate. and all the Colleges. are to be subordinate to them.

As soon as the King was dead, the elector 
wrote to the Empress, entreating Her protection and assistance in Poland, 
to which She answered, that She should ever be a friend to Saxony, but 
that they must not expect Her to support their views in Poland: She was 
a good deal pressed by Mr Bestucheff, but ineffectually, to send a more 
favourable answer; that gentleman, fond of his old system of Austria and 
Saxony attempted also, with as little success to make Her deviate from Her 
intended conduct upon the ensuing election. 

I am assured, She never speaks confidentially to Mr Bestucheff upon 
her transactions with Prussia, nor to Mr Panin upon those of Vienna as 
She is acquainted with the animosty they bear to those Courts. 

As His Prussian Majesty offered to concur with the Empress’s views 
in Poland, and the courier, who had passed lately between Berlin and Pe-

Treaty, the Court of Vienna would with eagerness, embrace the offer of 
being comprehended in it.

and She finds Herself fully established upon the Throne, She will seize the 
first pretence of fortifying Azoff, and of attempting to recover the right of 
navigating the Black Sea in Russian vessels: I must add, that the situation 
of the Borders of the two Empires, and the nature of the inhabitants is 
such, that it is easy for either of them, at any time, to tax the other with 
being the aggressor. This is written merely from conjecture, but [ cannot 
think that conjecture is totally ill founded.

After a short pause he acquainted me, that 
Count Poniatowsky was Her Imperial Majesty’s candidate, and added, that 
as I was the first who had been acquainted with it, that he begged that the 
strictest secrecy might be observed; we then entered into a discussion of 
the proposed alterations in the Treaty of Alliance; he seemed to give up the 
point in relation to Turkey; but as he persisted upon the other articles I 
got up: and after assuring him of my real concern to find there was so

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little prospect of bringing so desirable a measure to a conclusion, I was 
preparing to take my leave; he stopped me, and said he did not see that the 
differences between us were insurmountable, and then mentioned the very 
great expenses that the affairs of Poland and Sweden would unavoidably bring 
upon this Country, and asked me if I thought my Court might be induced 
to assist Her Imperial Majesty with some sums of money; I answered im- 
mediately I was so far from having any reason to believe that His Majesty 
would come into any proposition of that sort, that His Excellency must be 
sensible how greatly the Treasury of England had been exhausted by the 
late war, and that it was not to be expected that she would engage in fur- 
ther expenses, especially in a cause where her own interests were not con- 
cerned. In his answer, he observed that surely it was an object to prevent 
Sweden from becoming an absolute Monarchy; and that, if Russia was not 
easy with regard to the state of that Country and Poland, Her Alliance 
would be of very little consequence to any European Power. We afterwards 
spoke of the Treaty of Commerce, in which he seemed to promise great 
facilities, and told me, he hoped that in a month, at latest, it might be 
entered upon. We also discussed several points of it, upon which he seemed 
to reason candidly. When I left him, he said, that he was desirous of com- 
municating our conversation to the Empress before I wrote to my Court, 
but that as She was ill, he feared that he should not have an opportunity

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time enough to see me before the Tuesday’s post; but that he would pass 
the evening of that day with me and forward my dispatches as this morning 
by an estaffette, till they overtook the post. 

Mr Panin came to me last night according to his promise, and after 
mentioning that the Empress seemed disposed to give way with regard to 
Turkey, and possibly also would consent that the article in relation to 
Spain should stand as in the former Treaty: he said, that She had directed 
him to desire me to propose formally, to my Court, to assist Her with a 
sum of money, and hinted at five hundred thousand roubles. I repeated to

me by Your Lordship’s instructions. 

Y asked Mr Panin, if Her Imperial Majesty had concluded any Treaty 
with other Powers; he solemnly assured me of the contrary, and when | 
spoke to him of the declaration made by Count Guerchy, he said there 
had never been the most distant idea of dismembering the republic of Po- 
land, and that I should soon see a rescriptum which would strongly disavow 
any such intention. He talked to me as being the person principally entrust- 
ed by Her Imperial Majesty, and desired me not to mention some parts 
of our conversation to the Vice-Chancellor; his behaviour to me is most 
cordial and confidential, and he expresses in the strongest terms his re- 
gard for the English Nation; he is now considered as first Minister. I would 
have forwarded this dispatch by express, but thought it would have that 
appearance, which I have so cautiously avoided, of my imagining that my

Your Excellency’s dispatch of the 23° November having been received 
and laid before the King, I have the pleasure to acquaint You, that His 
Majesty highly approves of the manner in which You answered the propo- 
sals, made by Mr Panin, upon the subject of the projected Treaty. 

Your Excellency will continue the same language, with respect to their 
idea of receiving any pecuniary aid from Great Britain, which neither the 
present situation of affairs in Europe, nor the state of a country, just at 
the end of a bloody, and most expensive war, nor the necessities of Alliance, 
give any room to expect or desire. 

His Majesty having so aften expressed His readiness to cement a cor- 
dial and friendly union with the Court of Russia, it depends upon them to 
facilitate all such measures as may tend to bring it to a happy conclusion; 
but it is neither consistent with His Majesty’s dignity, nor does the situa- 
tion of His Kingdom require that the King should purchase, or solicit, an 
Alliance, in which the interests of Russia are at least as much connected 
as those of Great Britain. 

As to the affairs of Poland, the King can do no more than repeat His good

My situation is very embarrassing, I see evidently that His Majesty is 
desirous of concluding an Alliance with this Court, and that He does not 
wish that they should connect themselves too strongly with the King of 
Prussia, yet I cannot say any thing tending to promote the one or to pre- 
vent the other, without deviating from my instructions. and appearing, at 
least, to give into the partial stipulations, exacted by their projected 
Treaty. 

The conduct of the King of Prussia in Poland, may be accounted for 
by his desire to prevent the Family of Saxony from being continued upon 
that Throne, as well as from His thinking His interests essentially con- 
cerned in detaching the Country from their connections with Vienna; yet 
certainly, He will make use of this opportunity when He finds himself so 
necessary for the securing of the views of Her Imperial Majesty, to settle 
a Treaty with Her, and not content Himself with vague and general pro- 
fessions of friendship only.

I have not, for several months, had such sanguine hopes of entering 
soon into the Treaty of Commerce as at present, yet after the many repeat- 
ed delays, one more will not surprise me. With regard to the Treaty of 
Alliance, I hardly know what to say, or even what to wish. From all the 
general accounts I receive, as well as from the conduct of their Ministers 
here, it appears evident, that the connection between Paris and Vienna 
gains strength every day; it is but too obvious an inference from thence, 
that there is no present probability of a cordial renewal of the former 
engagements of England with the House of Austria. It also seems to me, 
by my letters from Berlin, and the behaviour of the Prussian Minister to 
me, that His Prussian Majesty’s friendship to the Court of Great Britain 
is not without reserve. 

This Country, however desirous, in general, of living in friendship with 
him, was far from intending to contract any strong engagements, but I am 
concerned to think how far the arduous undertaking She has now embra- 
ced, may compell the Empress to fall into the views of a Prince, who has 
talents fully to avail himself of every opportunity.

not help thinking my Court, as well as Russia, interested in opposing the 
power of France in Poland and Sweden, and that it was not consistent 
with his duty to His Sovereign to recommend to Her the conclusion of a 
Treaty with a country, that probably might be soon in a situation of re- 
quiring the stipulated succours, when that country refused to assist Her 
Imperial Majesty upon the only probable occasion where she could be of 
use to Her: he dwelt much upon the naval preparations of France and 
Spain, and hinted that he wondered we did not take some measures to 
prepare ourselves for the not unlikely contingency of the renewal of the 
war; I answered, that undoubtedly France from Her intimate connection 
with Spain, and Austria, was grown more formidable than ever; that find- 
ing herself on the continent, surrounded by friends on every side, she was 
better able to give her attention to her marine; but that it would not be 
the work of a few years for France and Spain together, to prepare such a

He told me, he was credibly informed, that the King of Sardinia was 
(though possibly against his inclinations) putting Himself into the hands 
of the French and Austrians, a circumstance which must give additional 
security to France; I answered him, that no information of that sort, had 
directly reached me; that indeed it was very true that the union of the 
Courts of France and Vienna, would make it very unadviseable for His 
Sardinian Majesty to stir without their approbation, but that after all, 
these considerations only made out, that it was highly necessary for the 
Maritime and Northern Powers to prepare themselves against any event, 
which this formidable league might meditate. 

Upon the whole, he gave me to understand, that the Treaty would not 
be concluded upon the terms we propose, without we consented to assist 
them in the manner desired, he assured me, that his Court had already 
remitted two millions of roubles into Poland, notwithstanding which expense 
their friends were in want of further supplies, as the French were con- 
stantly pouring in large sums of money. He repeated his assurance, that 
there never had been the most distant idea of dismembering the republic,

(Most secret. Extract.) It is with great concern that I inform Your 
Lordship, that, at the moment when I assured You, that every thing here 
was in a state of perfect tranquillity, the greatest confusion was on the 
point of taking place. 

In the night between the sixteenth and seventeenth, Lieutenant Miro- 
witz, who was upon Guard in the citadel of Shlusselburg, where Prince 
Iwan was confined, having first seduced the soldiers under his command, 
went to the commandant, and insisted upon his immediately releasing the 
Prince, which the commandant declining, he caused him to be bound; he 
next obliged the keeper of the magazine to deliver powder to his soldiers: 
the noise which these proceedings occasioned, alarmed a Captain and Lieu- 
tenant, one of which was in the Prince’s bedchamber, the other in the 
ante-room; the Lieutenant having afresh encouraged his men, advanced to

case of refusal, that his Emperor (as he called Him) should be produced; 
after some resistance the Captain and the Lieutenant finding themselves in 
danger of being overpowered, told Mirowitz, that, if he persisted, it would 
endanger the Prince’s life, as their instructions were, in case they found 
their efforts to guard him ineffectual, immediately to put him t6 death; 
Mirowitz, deaf to all remonstrances, forced the door, which put them under 
the unhappy necessity of executing their orders; the first stab awaked the 
unfortunate youth, who was asleep in bed; He made so stout a resistance, 
as to break one of their swords, and received eight wounds before he ex- 
pired: the officers then produced the body to the Lieutenant and his sol- 
diers and told them they might now do with their Emperor what they 
thought proper. Mirowitz carried the Corpse to the front of the Guard, and 
covered it with the colours, and then with-all his soldiers prostrated him- 
self before it, and kissed the hands; then taking off his own gorget, sash, 
and sword, laid them by the body, and addressing himself to the Colonel 
of the Regiment of Korsakoff, who was then arrived, and pointing to the 
body, told him, there is your Emperor, you may do by me as you please. 
Adverse fortune has blasted my design, I mourn not my own fate, but the 
misery of my poor fellow soldiers, the innocent victims of my undertaking; 
he then embraced the Under Officers and surrendered himself and his sol- 
diers. The body, it is said, has been carried to a Russian church.

But then there is one 
part still remaining, which I have reserved for Your Excellency’s informa- 
tion only; and that is, that some of the warmest of the French party are 
apprehensive that the Empress of Russia may think of assembling a body 
of troops on the frontiers of Sweden, during the meeting of the states, 
which would produce the greatest effect, and totally embarrass all their 
schemes. Your Excellency will judge, from the manner in which the Court 
of Russia shall receive the communication of these advices, how far it may 
be proper to throw out this last idea to them; and therefore the King

I was yesterday for nearly an hour with Mr Pa- 
nin, who very candidly attributed his delay of business with me to that 
unavoidable anxiety, and confusion, which the late disturbance had occa- 
sioned; and entered into some of the particulars, none of which essentially 
vary from the accounts, which I have already transmitted to Your Lordship, 
intreating me not to take notice, that he had spoken to me upon the subject, 
as he had not, as yet, received the Empress’s instructions, to enter into 
any explanation with the foreign Ministers relative to it; he told me also, 
in confidence, that he had, at different times, seen the Prince particularly, 
that once he had been shut up with him for three hours, and assured me, 
that he found his understanding absolutely confused, and his ideas blended 


together, without the least rational distinction. This agrees with the general

That Prince, perhaps indeed not the most competent judge, remarked, that 
his conversation was not only rational, but animated; I must however ra- 
ther give credit to Mr Panin’s assertion, as I am too well acquainted with 
his veracity to think he would wilfully mislead me upon any occasion, 
much less with regard to a fact which can now no longer be of consequence. 

He laboured to persuade me, that no persons of any distinction were 
concerned with Mirowitz’s ill concerced scheme, and indeed hitherto I have 
not been informed that any trace to one has been discovered. 

I must ratuer think Her Imperial Majesty’s situation strengthened than 
shaken, by what happened lately, and that there is no immediate reason to 
fear any revolution, though, from that characteristical national credulity of 
every imposture, and of every idle report, which the history of this country 
so strongly exemplifies, and the constant dissatisfaction with the present, 
and hourly wish to change, which it is impossible to frequent the Russian 
Ministers, and not discover, events of that nature will ever be less surpris- 
ing here, than in other Kingdoms, where the indviiduals are less oppressed, 
more informed, and more employed.

(Most secret. Extract.) Your Lordship will probably have heard, before 
this reaches you, that the artifices of the French and Austrian Ministers 
have so far succeeded at Constantinople, as to change the disposition of 
the Porte; and that particularly an insinuation, that Mr Poniatowsky was 
to marry the Czarina, and consequently, that the dominions of Poland and 
Russia, would in a great measure, be united, has so far exasperated them, 
that they have signified, that they should consider his being elected King 
of Poland, as a declaration of war from Russia. The Ministers here have 
taken every method in their power to obviate, and remove, the bad impres- 
sion which this idea might occasion: letters have been written to Mr Po- 
niatowsky and family, to prove that present emergency makes it absolutely 
incumbent upon him immediately to contract a marriage with a Lady, who, 
unconnected with any foreign Power, may give no foundation to the surmi- 
ses, which his enemies may wish to propogate; a courier has also been dis- 
patched to the King of Prussia, requesting him to employ thé whole of his 
influence to enforce this measure; and bills of exchange, to a considerable, 
amount, have been sent to Constantinople, a kind of application which sel-

(Most secret. Extract.) The late disturbance seems almost forgotten, 
and has now an appearance of the most durable tranquility; yet, Count 
Orloff’s increasing favour occasions a discontent, which, it pains me to 
think, may have in the end very fatal consequences: at present, he inter- 
feres not in Foreign Affairs, but, with regard to the whole of the do- 
mestic, his decisions are absolute: he has lately taken upon him a haugh- 
tiness of behaviour, which those who remember his beginning cannot brook 
without an indignation not less violent for being smothered at times; he 
seems to forget that respect and deference which is due to his Sovereign, 
and addresses Her with the air of a man who feels and means to exert 
the full of his influence. As far as he pays any attention to politics, he is 
supposed to be inclined to the House of Austria, which, at this present 
juncture imports little, but may be of serious consequence in another year:

which happened in the disposition of individuals, made it impossible to de- 
cide at a distance, and that therefore it must be left in a great measure, 
to our Ministers residing at Stockholm. 

He farther insinuated, that, if England meant hereafter to establish a 
system in the North, She must take upon Her that subsidy which France 
now pays to Sweden; also that She must secure the Court of Denmark, 
as those two Countries, from their vicinity, are kept in mutual awe, which 
must ever prevent them from actively engaging in opposition to parties; 
that as it had been the policy of France to keep Denmark quiet, in order 
to avail Herself of the force of Sweden, so, hereafter, it might be advisable 
for England to make Sweden passive, that Denmark might be enabled to 
give her effectual assistance. 

I told him, that our finances were too much exhausted, for us to enter 
hastily, and indeed without a pressing necessity, into a system of subsidies. 

He expressed some doubt whether the extraordinary diet would take 
place or not. 

I also took notice, as an opinion that prevailed in Sweden, that this 
Court intended to march a body of troops towards the frontiers of Sweden, 
at the time the extraordinary diet was held; he (Mr Panin) answered me, 
that he knew nothing of such an idea, but, that he was persuaded, that the 
Empress would be ready to take that or any other necessary step, in con-

It will be I am persuaded, fully as evident to Your Lordship, as it was 
to me, that Mr Panin’s thoughts are not yet fully digested with regard to 
the plan for the future conduct of England and Russia in Sweden. T know 
he has not, as yet, found time to read a paper drawn up by his desire for 
that purpose, and which is alluded to in my last dispatch. Great as the 
delay of all business is at this Court, it will appear less extraordinary, 
when it is considered, that Mr Panin has the whole direction of Foreign 
Affairs, for (as to the Vice-Chancellor, he rather embroils than assists 
him, even with regard to those trifles, in which he is permitted to inter- 
fere) he also has the care of the Grand Duke, superintends his Education; 
attends him almost every where, dines with him, and lodges in the same 
room; ‘add to this, though a sensible and a worthy man, long used to bu- 
siness, he is indolent in the taking it under consideration, and tedious in 
the agitation of it; his constitution is weak, and he has a taste for pleasure, 
and dissipation: when your Lordship considers these circumstances, toge- 
ther with the attention given to the election in Poland, the late intestine 
disorder, the necessary precaution which he is obliged to take to baffle the 
efforts of his private enemies; and lastly, the importance of a life, upon

(English and Russian) are perfectly agreed: His Majesty’s Minister (Sir 
John Goodricke) has constantly received instructions to act in the most 
confidential manner with that of Russia (Count Osterman) to concert with 
him in every point of importance, and to move with him step by step from 
whence it must naturally follow, that if (as Mr Panin assured you) the sum 
of thirty thousand roubles has been already dispatched to Count Osterman. 
and that this Minister has orders not to be backward, on his part, in the 
necessary expenses, Her Imperial Majesty has adopted the measures pro- 
posed by this Court. 

As to the affair of subsidies, in which Russia seems to be apprehensive 
of being involved upon our account, they may be assured that His Majesty 
has no intentions of leading them into difficulties of that sort, neither does 
such a supposition seem to tally with the other part of Mr Panin’s dis- 
course, when he laid great stress upon the idea, England was determined 
to meddle as little as possible with the affairs of the Continent. Sweden is 
by no means a Maritime Power of weight enough to engage Great Britain 
into a subsidy merely upon that consideration, and therefore the notion of 
gaining her by subsidies (if any such existed) would principally arise from 
her continental connexions.

This arises as well from the difficulties 
he has in obtaining any money from the Empress, to whom he is obliged to 
resort for the smallest sum, as from a wise officer to flatter the parsimo- 
nious disposition of Her Imperial Majesty I have taken frequent notice to 
Your Lordship of the same Minister’s insinuations, which have been made 
me, of Her being in want of money, and therefore was not a little sur- 
prised, some days ago, when She was pleased to take notice to me of the 
present affluent state of Her finances, and of the great increase Her arran- 
gements had made in the public revenue. 

With respect to the interior state of this Country, to describe it in a 
few words, it appears to me as one great mass of combustibles with incen- 
diaries placed in every corner.

this opening, though my hopes of deriving any essential utility from it 
were not very sanguine. I therefore, by appointment, waited upon him on

to him the Chancellor, Vice-Chancellor, and Teploff as friends to France;

(Extract.) The Earl of Buckingham has informed me, in his dispatch 
of the 16" past, that the Court of Petersburg has expressed a desire, that 
you may be authorised to sign such a declaration in favour of the Polish 
Dissidents as may (hereafter) be necessary to publish in concert with the 
Russian Minister. You will therefore acquaint Mr Panin, that the King 
has already and will continue to give the most effectual commands to His 
Resident at Warsaw, to support the privileges of these distressed people, 
and will concur with Her Imperial Majesty in such other measures as shall 
be agreed upon between the Two Crowns for that purpose. You will like- 
wise add, that you shall be always ready to receive, and transmit to your 
Court, any declarations the Empress shall think necessary to offer, in order 
to receive His Majesty’s commands thereupon. 

In talking with the Russian Ministers upon these Polish affairs, you 
will take an opportunity of informing them, that His Majesty, ever atten-

The Grand Chancellor Woronzoff arrived 
here on Friday, after an absence of a year and seven months: he had per- 
mission to remain abroad till August next, but it is said, was obliged to 
return on account of the bad state of his finances; being a good deal indis- 
posed, he stopped a few days at Castelitz, a country house of Field Marshall 
Rozamowski, on the road between Narva and this city, about forty versts 
distant; the Vice-Chancellor was sent to meet him there with a message 
from the Empress: the purport of which was, that, as his Excellency was 
in a bad state of health, and was certainly in want of repose, Her Majesty 
was graciously pleased to excuse him entirely from the fatigues of business, 
and that She intended the administration of public affairs should remain in 
the same hands which had managed it during his absence: as Mr Panin 
(who is now on the best terms imaginable with Count Orloff) is highly in 
favour with Her Imperial Majesty, having the same political notions, and

authority, that Her Majesty intends to pay his debts, that he may be able 
to retire with dignity, and that he may not repine at his dismission. 

The Princess Dashkoff, who has lived here extremely retired ever since 
the death of her husband, has at last taken the resolution of quitting this 
Capital, and going to reside at Moscow. She set out yesterday: but before 
her departure, had the honour of kissing the Empress’s hands, and taking 
leave in form; she had been forbid the Court long since, but as She was 
now to leave it, perhaps for ever, Her Majesty at the persuasion of Mr 
Panin, consented to see her before she went. Her reception was such as 
she ought to have expected; it was cold and ungracious; every body 
seems pleased that she is no longer here; though scarcely twenty two years 
old, she has been already in half a dozen plots; the first succeeded, but 
not being considered, nor rewarded, as she imagined, according to her 
service, she engaged in new conspiracies which proved abortive; she was 
no otherwise punished than by a total loss of her Mistress’s favour, who 
still had retained some degree of kindness for her; she is a woman of

and of a spirit capable of undertaking impossibilities to gratify any predo- 
minant passion; a character highly dangerous in a country like this, espe- 
cially, when joined to an engaging behaviour, and a beautiful person; for, 
notwithstanding the general ferocity of the inhabitants, the women here 
seem to have as much sway, as amongst the most civilised nations; indeed, 
according to every appearance, the Empress seems at present, to be firmly 
fixed on the Throne, and I am persuaded that Her Government will 
remain, at least for some years, without alteration, but it is not impos- 
sible to foresee what will happen when the Grand Duke approaches to 
maturity. 

A few days since arrived here the produce of the mines, for the year 
1764, amounting to six hundred thousand roubles; these belong entirely 
to the privy purse of the Sovereign, and I am assured, if properly managed, 
would be worth three times as much, but they lie at such a distance, some 
in Eastern Siberia beyond the Leina; others, on the confines of China; that 
it is very difficult to detect frauds committed. 

My Lord Buckingham I believe mentioned to Your Lordship, in one 
of his letters, the flourishing state of the Empress’s finances; it is certain 
that Her private treasure amounts to seven millions of roubles, and such 
is Her oeconomy, that it augments considerably every day; but, notwith-

The other is a 
Councillor of State, who had the care of the private correspondence with

The result of the whole is, that a negotiation 
is to be entered on immediately at Warsaw, between the Kings of Prussia 
and Poland under mediation of the Empress, who has given orders to Her 
Minister there, to be arbiter between them. It appears now that the 
complaint of five persons being killed by the King of Prussia’s Officers at 
Marienwerder was owing to misinformation; no such accident having really 
happened, though I saw it under His Polish Majesty’s own hand in a letter 
to Count Rzewiski.

Being entirely convinced of the ill disposition and intentions 
of some of the commissioners appointed to settle the Treaty of Commerce 
with me, I have been labouring, for some days past to get it out of their 
hands, that it might be finally determined between Mr Panin and me; and 
I am not without sanguine hopes of succeeding. Were it reduced to this 
method of proceedure, instead of being embarrassed by a number of com- 
missioners equally averse to Our interests, and to one another, T should 
flatter myself it would be more easy to conclude it to Our advantage. It 
has been already said to me, that I ought not to look on projects, as sent 
to England as the ultimatum of Russia, and not only Mr Panin, but the 
Empress Herself seemed to have adopted that idea, but 1 hope what I have 
said upon that occasion joined to my conduct since has sufficiently cured.... 
of the vanity of such a notion, and if the point is to be decided between 
Mr Panin and me, I think we shall very soon finish it to mutual satisfaction.

except in the last paragraph above cited, there is not the least mention 
made of me at all. 

[ hope Your Grace will do me the justice to lay this matter before His 
Majesty, as I have related it: I camot bear to lie a moment under the ill 
opinion of my Sovereign, and shall be immensely unhappy till this whole 
affair is explained to vour satisfaction: Mr Panin assures me that he will 
write by this post to Mr Gross, and I must intreat Your Grace to let me 
know what he says in his justification. His telling you that what I men- 
tioned was only de mon propre chef, and not as a Minister seems a very dis- 
graceful excuse even if I had done so; for my part I hope no consideration 
will ever induce me to be so mean as to make an equivocal distinction 
between my public and private opinion: I know that Ministers sometimes 
give themselves a liberty of mentioning such a distinction, but I beg leave 
to assure Your Grace that I shall never be of their number, I hope I too 
well know my duty to the King, to think it can ever be contrary to my 


‘duty to myself, and on no occasion will I ever depart from it.

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Since Mr Gross has thought proper to renew the subject of the Alli- 
ance, I will take the liberty of mentioning some particulars relative to it, 
which I imagine ought not to be concealed from Your Grace: You will find 
Mr Panin’s sentiments upon it at large, as he delivered them to me, in my 
letter of the 19™ of April, and you will see the expedient that he proposed, 
to prevent giving umbrage to the Turks, but, even so far, I should never 
venture to advise the measure, except in the most absolute necessity: it is, 
however, my opinion, that, this Court will never recede: Count Solms told 
me, long sinte, that if Russia had any intention of concluding an Alliance 
with Great Britain, and admitting an exception for Turkey, he had orders 
from his master to represent against it, in the strongest manner (vide my 
dispatch of the 1°° of March last). The truth is the King of Prussia does 
not wish that this Court should have any other Allies but Himself. He 
threw every obstacle he could in the way of the Treaty with Denmark. and 
when it was concluded, his Minister was so vexed at it, that he has scarce 
been commonly civil to Baron Osterman ever since: he has often said to 
Mr Panin, England has no Ally at present, Russia and Prussia are the only 
ones She can have sooner or later; She must court them, wait till then, 
and we can make our own terms with Her: such is the language Count 
Solms has held ever since my arrival here, which shows how very little

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regard his Master has for Our interests; indeed, from undeniable proof, I 
know that he has not the least for them at all. If he professes any to Our 
Minister at Berlin, or by his own in England, it may be easily put to the 
test; let him try and carry our Alliance for us at this Court without the 
Turkish Clause, his answer to such a proposal would be the best explana- 
tion of his sincerity. 

Mr Panin told me that if we accepted the Alliance, as projected by 
him, we might on all occasions reckon upon the most effectual assistance 
from Russia, and added, that, in case of a war, besides the 12,000 troops 
stipulated by the Treaty as proposed, we might have 20,000 more on Bri- 
tish pay, to send either to Hanover or Portugal. I forgot to mention, that 
Mr Panin said, that, in case of any Treaty with us, he wished it might be 
as simple as possible, that no Powers whatever, should know of it till it 
was done; but that then they might be invited to accede to it, in such a 
manner as we judged most expedient. I concluded this conference by again 
repeating that the Turkish Clause was absolutely inadmissible; upon which 
he told me, that I should hear no more of it from him, nor of the Alliance 
either; one cannot be without the other, said he, you are a very good 
judge of your own affairs, no doubt, and I hope you will give us leave to be 
so of ours too; if ever this matter is renewed, the proposition must come

(The Duke of) Grafton to Sir George Macartney. 
Whitehall, September 29, 1765. 


(Extracts.) It is impossible for me to conceal from you how much His 
Majesty as well as every one of His Ministers are dissatisfied that you 
should have taken upon you to sign a Treaty of Commerce before you had 
sent it over here, in order that His Majesty’s pleasure might have been 
known on the terms agreed upon. In turning back, by their desire, to the 
instructions sent to you from hence, it appeared to them all, that this 
step has been taken in direct contradiction to the orders delivered to you 
by Lord Sandwich in two different dispatches of the 15™ of March last. 
In one of these you are directed, when you have brought the Treaty to 
the form and substance which shall be finally agreed to by the Court of 
Russia, to transmit it, without loss of time, in order to receive His Majesty’s 
pleasure with respect to its absolute conclusion. In the other, Lord

I must farther add, that it does 
not appear that there are any directions in any subsequent letter, that 
authorise you to disregard these instructions so clearly expressed; nor 
indeed do you ever make use of the term Stgning the Treaty till your 
dispatch of the 6™ August N. S., when you say that you will sign it in a 
few days. Your own knowledge of the day it was in effect signed, will 
sufficiently prove to you, that when that dispatch of the 6 of August last 
came to my hands, it was no longer in time for me to give you any caution 
on a point which must long before have been determined. They desire I 
would remark to you, that whenever steps of this nature have been taken 
by any Minister, it has been only on the most pressing occassion, when the 
return of a messenger with His Sovereign’s approbation to His plan would 
come too late for the opportunity, or in cases so glaringly evident for the 
advantage of the Prince and Country he is serving, that a Minister has 
not scrupled taking upon Him to answer the consequences of so bold an 
action to both. Nor can it be said that two months more, (the time neces- 
sary for the return of a messenger) would have been denied, for the 
continuation of our trade, on the same footing it has been enjoyed, unin-

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Mr Panin’s declaratory letter offers the expedient, and the papers inclosed, 
as well as the opinion of His Majesty, and of His Ministers, on one part of 
the Treaty, which I shall have to speak of, plainly show how much You 
have taken, unfortunately, upon vourself to answer for. 

His Majesty has ever deemed a Treaty of Commerce with Russia, in 
the present state of the British dominions, a very desirabie measure; and 
as it is to be the first Treaty of the sort, since the peace, thinks it essen- 
tially necessary that it should be formed without any inequality in favour of 
Russia. I am commanded to say, that the reservation in the 4" article, 
beginning with the words, «mais alors on se réserve», and ending with the 
words «étendre la navigation russienne», so far from keeping to this inten- 
tion gives a liberty to Russia, to change the face of commerce on her side, 
leaving the Treaty obligatory on Great Britain only. It moreover seems 
founded on false reasoning, to reserve a right to them to new form their 
commerce in reciprocity of one Act made in England a century ago, the 
Act of Navigation. You should not have considered only the probability of 
Russia’s availing itself of any future schemes for extending its commerce, 
but you should have been guarded against~admitting any new idea, before 
You had known His Majesty’s pleasure upon it, and you might also have 
recollected, that though Russia, in your opinion, might not be able to

disadvantage of this Country. Our acquaintance, and I may say the 
friendship, which I should be desirous of showing you, on every occasion, 
and which the King’s servants will do me the justice to acknowledge that 
I have ever endeavoured to prove, make me feel, in a more peculiar manner, 
the very unpleasing part that my department, in this instance, requires 
from me. I should not, however, Sir, act fair by them, or by you, if I 
said We could approve of your conduct in signing the Treaty. If it had 
answered every wish of Administration, as well as of the Trade, theymight 
still have said that you took very imprudently upon yourself (without 
necessity) to break through your instructions. Judge then what I am to 
think, when I have heard the opinion of the King and of His servants, 
joining with that of the Russian Company in form, a copy of which I 
inclose, declaring that the whole Treaty is, by that one reservation, 
rendered ineffectual. The difficulties that you have laid Government, and 
the Ministers of it under, are the greatest. A Treaty signed by the King’s 
Minister at a Foreign Court, contrary to instructions given by a former 
Administration, without authority from the present one, looked upon by 
the King as pernicious to an essential trade, and that opinion confirmed 
by the merchants, can never be adopted here, so as to advise His Majesty

The consequence of not doing this last act must infallibly fall 
upon you at least, if it does not prejudice the whole commerce to Russia; 
and yet, even these risks are thought preferable by His Majesty, to giving 
His sanction to a Treaty esteemed at its debut, at best ineffectual. 

To have stated otherwise the opinions of those who have seen this 
Treaty, would only have misrepresented -their sentiments, and might have 
misled you in your future proceedings on this business. I cannot help 
feeling with you the concern that the former part of this letter, must have 
given to you, which I have in no shape exaggerated, since it was my 
duty to report it with the greatest exactness. His Majesty, at the same 
time that he commands me to mark to you this disappointment, authorises 
me, by a generosity, which you cannot sufficiently admire, to point out to 
you, not only the way by which you may retrieve all, but also carries it 
so far as to furnish you with the means to attain to so desirable an end... 
if through the same channel (Mr Saldern), you can obtain the inclosed 
_ declaration to be duly signed in proper form, by the same plenipotentiaries 
who have signed the Treaty itself. I have it in command to say, that 
nothing short of this declaration will satisfy His Majesty’s expectations. To 
obtain which, every motive, public and private, will equally incite you, 
when you understand, that it is the express commands of the King, that 


you do not exchange the ratifications, which this messenger brings to you,

He appeared 
astonished at the proposition, sat for some time silent and then gave a vent 
to his passion in terms that showed how very much his vanity and self con- 
sequence were wounded. He said that it was true the Vice-Chancellor was 
a Minister but he was only such by halves, for that many things of the 
greatest consequence were often transacted without him, that Count Miin- 
nich and Mr Teploff were named plenipotentiaries, because the one was 
president of the College of Commerce and the other, Secretary of the Ca- 
binet, whose duty is to lay before the Empress all affairs relative to that 
department but that they were not Ministers, that Ministers only signed 
declarations, that he would have me to know and he wished to inform your 
Grace that he himself was the Minister and he alone. That a distrust in a 
letter written by him (as therein expressed) by the command of the Empress, 
was a kind of affront he could not be insensible of, and that if We thought 
him or his Court capable of breaking their word or departing from their 
engagements in any form whatever, it was not likely that any declaration 
would bind them, be it ever so solemnly made or unequivocally worded.

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He concluded with saying that he would advise the Empress to do no more, 
that all Russia exclaimed against him for having already done too much and 
that if we did not like the Treaty as it was with his explanatory letter, we 
might take such measures as we thought proper, but that I might depend 
upon it, as soon as the signatures were annulled the British factory here 
would be put exactly upon the same footing with the merchants of other 
nations. 

[ left him at that time but returned three days successively, [ made use 
of every persuasive to soften him, I engaged many of his friends to try 
whether it was not possible to induce him to comply with our proposal, 
but every application was fruitless, every endeavour was in vain. 

Seeing the affair entirely desperate on that side, nothing remained for 
me but to do my duty as a Minister, according to the forms usual in such 
circumstances. I therefore delivered to him the Memorial N: 1, with the 
declaration annexed to it, in answer to which I received the inclosed 
Pro-Memoria Ne 2, upon perusing it I told Mr Panin, that I could by no 
means consent to send it to England, and that it could serve no purpose 
but to alienate the two Courts from each other, which was by no means my 
intention and I flattered myself it was not his. I ventured even to speak to 
the Empress herself at the masquerade upon my affair, and I almost went

beyond a woman’s obstinancy. I did not however give over the point, I still 
pursued it, and at last they delivered to me (in exchange for the Pro- 
Memoria Ne 2, the original of which I returned) the inclosed Pro-Memoria 
\ 3 with the precise words of that part of Mr Panin’s letter relative to 
the fourth article, converted into a formal declaration signed by him and 
the Vice-Chancellor as Per Ne 4. Things being in this situation, worn out 
with. fruitless solicitation and desparing of farther success I consented to 
accept what they consented to give me, but warned by what is past, | 
would by no means venture to exchange the ratifications. 

If it should be judged expedient to lay the treaty before Parliament 
(which however, I believe, is not usual at least the former one was not), 
the declaration is ostensible which the Pro-Memoria Ne 2 was not and may 
be considered as making a legitimate part of the Treaty, though the cere- 
mony was not consummated in all the forms. The declaration such as it is, is 
conceived exactly in the same terms as the explanation in Mr Panin’s letter, 
and it was out of the power of humanity, I believe, to obtain the addition 
of another syllable. It often happens, My Lord, that not only declarations 
are made by the Minister alone, but even secret articles are frequently 
signed by him without communication to the plenipotentiaries, who have

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set their hands to the other part. Before I conclude, it is my duty to inform 
Your Grace, that I think it impossible to obtain any farther concessions 
from this Court. Animated by my zeal for my Sovereign’s service, anxious 
to retrieve my errors and engaged by every public and private considera- 
tion, I have laboured this point with unceasing diligence and unexampled 
assiduity. If my endeavours are not crowned with success, I have at least 
the consolation to reflect that nothing has been wanting on my part and 
that I can reproach myself only with having been unfortunate. 

This Court rises hourly higher and higher in her pride, and dazzled 
by her present prosperity looks with less deference upon other powers and 
with more admiration on herself. Strengthened as they are by the alliance 
of Denmark and Prussia, proud of having imposed a Monarch upon Poland 
and elated by their recent success in Sweden, I am persuaded that we shall 
every day find them less moderate in their pretensions and more difficult 
in negotiation. It is therefore, My Lord, my humble opinion (I offer it with 
the utmost submission) that the ratifications should be exchanged as soon 
as possible, lest by new demands we expose ourselves to such answers as 
they may choose to give us, and draw from them explications which will 
be neither suitable to his Majesty’s dignity, nor advantageous to the interest 
of his trading subjects in this Empire.

Your Grace will certainly take notice of the expression 
in the Pro-memoria «je n’ai rien 4 demander 4 la Grande Bretagne», which 
is entirely a new strain I could not avoid observing during the course of 
our (Sir G. Macartney and M. Panin) conversation, that the aversion for 
France and Austria seemed to be greatly diminished, and I think it not at 
all improbable that Russia (if she finds it impossible to conclude with us) 
may renew her connexions with the latter if not with both those Powers.

Previous 
to his enlargement they will desire him to sign a formal renunciation of 
the right of his children to the Empire, which I presume he will make very 
little difficulty of doing, as history and experience teach us that such 
renunciations have never been looked upon as binding among Princes but 
whilst it is out of their power to break through them. His two unfortunate 
daughters are not to flatter themselves with hopes of ever being released 
from imprisonment. I am assured however that their captivity is made as 
gentle and agreeable to them as it is possible to render captivity in such a 
country.

I have it therefore in command to say, that in the first 
conference you have with Mr Panin, you should in the most candid manner 
acquaint him that it is from principle the desire of His Majesty to cement 
the closest Alliance with the Empress of Russia, and that if England had 
not made such advances in it, as the Court of Petersburg might have 
expected, it is only owing to that Court’s declining to give a declaration in 
due form, on a point, which could not be avowed here without it: that 
what we stand out for, is only to make a Treaty admissible, which, in 
reality, never could be so, without it. You are then to proceed to acquaint 
him, that His Majesty is disposed to give essential proofs of this way of 
thinking, and readiness to confer on the most proper ground to form a fixed 
and solid system of Alliance in the North; that the King is no ways averse 
to enter into a Negotiation of Alliance with the Court of Denmark, which

You will likewise make use of the knowledge you have of the consti- 
tution of this Country, to prove to him how essential it is, that all doubts 
should be, in the most regular manner cleared up here, though they might 
be accepted in a looser style in other Countries. From this you may show 
to Mr Panin, that this is required with no personal distrust, and by the 
proofs of the King’s inclination to carry on a plan, jointly with Russia for 
the general good of Europe, you may flatter his vanity still more. 

If you find him at all listning to a discourse of this nature, you will 
take care to point out to him the impossibility of leading this nation 
heartily into these measures, if unfortunately they should find that, in a 
Treaty of Commerce at the first outset, a declaration necessary to clear up 
an ambiguous expression, had been refused. 

On the other points, relating to engagements, either with Russia, or 
with Denmark, I have the Kind’s commands to say that, at the same time, 
that you make the fairest general professions, and that you declare you 
do it, by orders from hence, you must be cautious not to go to any lengths 
that can bind His Majesty on those heads.

(Private. Extract.) The sentiments which public Ministers declare as 
their private ones, have very little effect, in any Court, and still less in 
Russia than elsewhere; it is an engine, which Mr Panin has often told me 
he was perfectly on his guard against, and that he made it a rule to lay no 
kind of stress upon any thing that was said to him extra protocollum, that 
to prevent mistakes or doubtful dealing, he always demanded (when any 
important point was discussed) whether the Ministers spoke from autho- 
rity, and whether he was sure his private opinion would be publicly 
avowed, and supported by his principal; on all such occasions, I have 
extricated myself with as much dexterity, and yet with as much frankness 
as the nature of the service, and the duty of my employment, would admit 
of: I recollect, however, that once, when in order to persuade Mr Panin to 
sign the declaration, I made the protestation your Grace desired me, in 
your dispatch of the 29 of December of Great Britain’s desire to cultivate

to my discourse, after paying a seeming attention to my reasons, after even 
desiring me to demonstrate what I said was capable of such eviction, he

when once the trade has been laid open to other nations, it can ever after 
be restrained through partiality to you. «It is high time», continued he, «to 
put an end to this affair, and proceed to cancelling the signature which I 
shall do in your presence immediately. He was going to send to the office 
for the Treaty, when I intreated him in the most earnest and pathetic 
manner to delay the execution of so precipitate and violent a resolution, 
at least for a few days; he suffered himself to be persuaded, and promised 
me, that though he was as determined as fate, he would take no step that 
might be construed to proceed from ill humour, or temerity; that what he 
did should be done in the most solemn manner, and in such, that even 
those who were injured by the proceedings could not but applaud its 
justice. Such, My Lord, is the present state of the affairs here, and I see 
no probability of its altering for the better. The total loss of the Treaty, 
and the revocation of the privileges, which,our merchants now only enjoy, 
by particular indulgence, I look upon as absolutely certain.

(Extract.) It is with the most heartfelt concern that I am obliged to 
inform your Grace of the ill success of my negotiation. 

Whatever could contribute to dispose this Court to consent to my 
request, whatever could influence this Ministry to acquiesce in my demands, 
whatever could flatter the Empress herself to accede to my proposals, 
every thing has been attempted; no art has been left untried, no argument 
uninforced and ‘no effort unexerted; all that my ingenuity could inspire, 
the nature of the subject furnish, or the circumstances of the times suggest 
to me, I have employed with the most unshaken attention, the most uncea- 
sing diligence and unremitted assiduity. But this Court has listened to me 
with the most provoking phlegm and the most stoical indifference; the 
result of the whole is a flat denial, an absolute refusal. That your Grace 
may be a better judge of my conduct in this affair and inform me whether 
I have acted with propriety as to the manner and agreeably to my instruc- 
tions as to the matter, I shall beg leave to lay before you a detail of the 
negotiation.... She (the Empress.of Russia) heard me with the most gracious 


attention and answered in the most obliging terms. She desired me to

assure the King from Her that nothing was more dear to Her than His 
friendship, that She was ready to give him every proof of it which did not 
compromise the dignity of Her Crown or abridge the rights of-Her Sove- 
reignty, that I should repeat this in the most energetic terms and declare 
that She never should feel any pain equal to that which She must be 
affected by from the impossibility of complying with any thing that the 
King of Great Britain could ask Her. She referred me for a farther 
explanation of her sentiments to Her Ministry which they have accordingly 
delivered in the memorial Nt 2, as presented to me on Wednesday last the 
8 inst: As I am but too well acquainted with the obstinacy of Mr Panin 
and was apprehensive of the consequence after having perused his memorial, 
I went to him the day following in order to prevent his taking any imme- 
diate steps to the prejudice of our merchants. I was the more induced to 
this by a piece of intelligence which was communicated to me by an 
Englishman that very morning, who told me that being about to purchase 
a house he had mentioned it to Mr Bacounin, the first clerk in Mr Panin’s 
Chancery, who is his particular friend. That gentleman advised him by no 
means to conclude his agreement if he could possibly recede from it. For 
henceforward every English house would be subject to quarters and that 
he had seen the draught of an Ukase revoking the declaration of the 


Empress Elizabeth in favour of our factory which he imagined would be

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immediately published. As I did not find Mr Panin at home I sent my 
Secretary next day desiring to know when I could have the honour of 
speaking to him, upon which he appointed this evening after the comedy, 
at nine oclock, I asked him whether what I heard was true; he very calmly 
assured me that it was, that he had often told-me such must be the conclu- 
sion of our affair and asked me whether I was surprised that he should 
keep his word with me; he said that what he intended was by no means 
rash or precipitate, but the result of long deliberation and-conviction, that 
it was impossible ever to negotiate on equal terms with the British nation, 
that his reason for taking this step so early was to give time to the English 
merchants to inform their friends in England of it before the shipping 
season began, that they might take their measures accordingly and not be 
injured by their reliance on a Treaty which they possibly looked on as 
concluded and that he hoped I would on this occasion do justice to the 
delicacy of his sentiments, to the uprightness of his intentions and to the 
rectitude of his actions. [ entreated him to take no steps in this affair 
till I could have an answer from my Court relative to her final determi- 
nation upon the projected Alliance with Russia and with Denmark. He 
answered that he did not see what purpose such a delay could answer, 
that he imagined we as well as he must now look upon the Treaty of

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Commerce as absolutely annulled, and that it would be a hardship upon 
the merchants not to give them a proper and timely notice of what they 
were to expect for the future. Upon my pressing him he told me that to 
show his willingness to oblige me he would promise me personally to defer 
the proceding I apprehended till the arrival of another messenger, provided 
I would inform our merchants here of the real state of the case. I told him 
I could not venture to take such a step without proper orders from home 
and therefore begged he would excuse me, but he insisting upon it and 
declaring he would not recede but on that condition; I told him I would 
inform the Russia Company of it in London, which would answer the same 
purpose, as my letters would arrive there long before any ships could have 
sailed for this country. I dreaded the effects which a communication of that 
kind to our merchants might have. As it would be almost equal to an eclat 
of the most public nature, I therefore laboured to persuade him to be con- 
tented with what I offered and at last prevailed — but before he let me go 
he pressed me by the hand and said that I might in this affair rely upon 
his promise as a private person. He by no means looked upon himself as 
ministerially bound by it, for he regarded the Empress Elizabeth’s decla- 
ration as already recalled by this promemoria, though the affair was not 
yet public. Such, my Lord, is the state of my negotiation at present which I

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submit to Your Grace’s wisdom and determination; but I should be wanting 
in my duty as a Minister if I not add my own sentiments as founded upon 
my experience of the country, my knowledge of the Court and my exami- 
nation of the question. 

And here I must observe that the two powers are under mutual mis- 
takes with regard to each other. At Petersburg they imagine that the 
Court of London can make the British nation adopt her ideas as easily as 
the Empress of Russia can enforce to Her subjects the obedience of an 
edict or the Execution of a Command. And though I have taken uncommon 
pains to represent the difference of the ‘Two Constitutions, they either are 
incapable or unwilling to understand it. Our error with regard to them is 
in looking upon this nation as a civilized one and treating them as such. 
It by no means merits that title, and notwithstanding the opinion that per- 
sons unacquainted with it may have conceived, I will venture to say that 
the Kingdom of Thibet, or the Dominions of Prester John, might as justly 
be honored with the same appellation. There is not one of the Ministry 
here that even understands Latin, and few that can be said to possess the 
common rudiments of literature. Pride is the offspring of ignorance and of 
consequence Your Grace will not be surprised if the proceedings of this 
Court sometimes appear tinctured with haughtiness and vanity. I might as

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well talk of Clark and Tillotson, to the Divan of Constantinople, as quote 
Grotius and Puffendorff to the Ministers of Petersburg. This really is no 
exaggeration. It was not till this reign, as I am told, that the common forms 
of business as practised in other Courts have been introduced into this. I 
am assured both by Mr Panin and the Vice-Chancellor that during the 
Empress Elizabeth’s time, Bestucheff signed all his Treaties, Conventions, 
and Declarations without any full powers from his Sovereign. Whether this 
be true or not Your Grace may learn by ordering a search to be made in 
the Paper Office. You may imagine the Law of Nations cannot have made 
any great progress in a country where there is no such thing as a 
university. : 

Barbarous as they are and ignorant of those arts which improve the 
understanding, enlighten the mind or promote discovery, I have little ap- 
prehension either from their experiments in commerce or their efforts in 
navigation.

That this has always been the case with them, a very slight know- 
ledge of their history is sufficient to evince. The Edicts of Peter the First 
in the year 1718 are founded on Our Act of Navigation, yet I believe 
none of the Maritime Powers ever felt any ill effects from them, nay so

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soon and so strangely did their ardour for sea-affairs abate, that in Peter 
the seconds time, The Prince Dolgorouky had an Ukase issued by which, 
even ship-building was discountenanced. Upon his disgrace at the Empress 
Anne’s accession to the Throne, they again changed their opinions and re- 
newed their former system, but so little progress have they made in it, 
that all their late attempts in commercial enterprizes have been attended 
with loss, disappointment and shame. Their obstinacy in refusing to grant 
the declaration arises at bottom merely from haugtiness, and it is harder 
to beat a Russian out of his pride than even out of his interest. For my 
own part according to the best of my judgment and information I think it 
absolutely impossible to persuade them'to comply with our demands. The- 
refore my humble opinion is that at all events we should ratify the Treaty 
as by that means we shall secure what is already stipulated and obtained, 
but which we shall certainly lose perhaps for ever if once it be annulled.

(Extract.) I have so often described to Your Grace the disposition and 
allurements of this Court, that it is almost unnecessary for me to insist 
further upon the subject, especially as they still continue the same without 
any prospect ‘of alteration. The method of business, which the Minister 
here appears to have adopted, is to dress up without ceremony, their own 
crude notions, as an ultimatum to be swallowed by all those who have any 
affairs to transact with them, and to intimate at the same time, that if we 
do not like such dishes the fault is rather in our palates than in their 
manner of cookery. They have such extravagant ideas of their own power, 
and seem to have so little apprehension from other nations, that they really 
believe such a method of negotiating (for they seriously call this negotiating) 
the most suitable to their circumstances, situation of affairs, and conve- 
nience; and indeed when we consider how much they have been courted by

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the most formidable powers in Europe, when we reflect on the splendid 
success which both their arms and their politics have been constantly 
crowned with for some years past, can we be surprised to see them swelled 
with that insolence which is generally the attendant of wnmerited good 
fortune. They have in the most positive terms, refused to grant the decla- 
ration I demanded. Should Your Grace disapprove of what I demanded in 
my last dispatch, and still insist upon the declaration, there remains one 
method, which possibly if put in practice might still preserve the commerce 
on its present footing, and would certainly have more weight than all the 
eloquence and address of the ablest Negotiator in Europe. Suppose that 
when Your Grace gives me orders to annul the signature, you should 
authorise me to declare that, as for the future, we must carry on our trade 
without a Treaty, His Majesty’s intention is, henceforward, to send every 
year four or five ships of war into the Baltic for the protection of Our 
commerce, besides that the apprehension of such a measure might induce 
Russia to comply with our demand; in case of their refusal, it would be 
still a pretext to have always a fleet in the Baltic. Your Grace will easily 
call to mind the effect that Sir John Norris’s appearance at the head of 


a Squadron in the year 1716 and 1717, had upon all the powers of the 
North.

You will 
then take pains to show Mr Panin that the alteration that is intended, and 
now Offered, is founded on those principles of equality which are, and 
ought to be, the basis of every Treaty; that it no ways obstructs any 
future regulations which the Empress may propose for the interior of 
Russia but only means to put the two nations on the fairest and most equal 
footing in that respect. ; 

The alteration to be proposed to him by you is this: That the clause in 
the Fourth Article beginning « Mais alors on se réserve» and ending with 
the words «et étendre la navigation Russienne» should be entirely struck 
out; and, in their place the following words inserted viz: mais alors on se 
réserve dela part des deux hautes parties contractantes la liberté de faire dans 
Vintérieur tel arrangement particulier qwil sera trouvé bon pour encourager 
et étendre leur navigation respective. 

This proposition is so fair and so much calculated to keep up a reciprocity 
in the powers reserved, that it would call too much in doubt the sincerity 
of the Court of Russia to imagine that the Empress would make any 
difficulty in adopting it. You will also observe that this proposal by chan- 
ging the words formerly inserted in the Treaty, calls no longer for a decla- 
ration on the meaning of those words, which, in this case, will not be 
included in it.

good gualities), is a principal manager of her daughter’s intrigues. The ill 
effects arising to Mr Panin, from this unfortunate connection are, that, by 
his negligence and dissipation, all business is either at a stand or moves 
with more than Russian slowness: that he begins to lose the respect ofthe 
public, which can scarce pardon an undisguised boyish passion, in aman of 
his years, station and experience; that his enemies have not failed to lay 
hold of this opportunity, to represent the indecency, and ill example of such 
weakness in the Minister of Her Majesty and in the Governor of the Heir 
of her empire. I must observe too the Orloff family seem more firmly rooted

The 
eldest was formerly Minister in England, where he is so well known that I 
need say nothing of him; the second is at the head of the War Office, 
the other is in the Admiralty.

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«En réciprocité de l Acte de Navigatian de la Grande Bretagne» and that she 
would go no farther. That she saw no reason to tie up her hands from ever 
being able to improve her commerce and navigation, and though possibly 
all her endeavours to that end might prove fruitless, yet she would not so 
far derogate from her own Sovereignty, honour and prudence as to enchain 
herself to a foreign power without necessity, that such neccessity was by 
no means apparent to her, because she was persuaded that Great Britain 
must carry on the same trade with her for at least these twenty years to 
come, with or without a Treaty and as for our supplying ourselves from 
America, it was time enough to think of that when the case happened. 
That although we carried on such an extensive commerce with Russia, yet 
it certainly was not for her fine eyes (pour ses beaux yeux) but for our own 
advantage and from our own necessities. 

Mr Panin concluded by observing that the only reason for admitting 
of a Treaty of Commerce at all with us was in hopes of engaging us by that 
mark of predilection and favour, to come into the Northern System by a 
Treaty of Alliance with Russia upon the terms offered in the project sent 
to England by My Lord Buckingham in the year 1763. I will not tire 
Your Grace with a repetition of what I answered on this occassion, because 
it seemed to make very little impression. The Empress having sent for 
Mr Panin to attend her, I was obliged to take my leave.

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Last night died here after a lingering illness in the 76" year of his 
age, Alexander Petrowitz Bestoucheff-Riumin, Count of the Russian and 
Roman Empire, Field Marshall, Actual Privy Counsellor and first Senator, 
Knight of the Orders of St Andrew, of the White Eagle, of St. Alexander 
Newski and St. Anne. He was appointed in the year 1713 Gentleman of 
the Bed Chamber to the Elector of Hanover, afterwards George the First, 
and was by that Monarch appointed His Minister to Peter the First to 
notify His accession to the Throne in 1714. In 1742, he was appointed 
Vice Chancellor of the Russian Empire, and 1744 Grand Chancellor. He 
was banished to his Estate in 1758, recalled in 1762, by the present 
Empress, who in consideration of his long services conferred on him a 
pension of 20,000 roubles p. an which he enjoyed till his death.

For in my conversation of 
yesterday with Mr Panin he expressed himself upon the subject in the 
strongest, if not the most violent terms. He said that he had laid before her 
Imperial Majesty my proposal to strike out the whole clause of the Fourth 
Article, that instead of consenting to it, she had desired him to draw up a 
memorial refusing my demand in the most positive manner, and at the 
same time to pass an Ukase, revoking the Empress Elizabeth’s declaration 
to be published immediately after the arrival of the first British ship at 
Cronstadt. 

In vain I urged every argument that could possibly be used on the 
occasion to dissuade him from such a proceeding. He declared in the most 
solemn manner and called God to witness that such were the orders of 
his Sovereign and that both his duty and his private judgment concurred 
_ to induce him to execute them. That were I to sign a Treaty of Alliance 
with Russia at that very instant and even upon her own terms, he would 
not abate a tittle of what he had said to me. 

I never in my life saw him so much moved as upon this occasion, nor 
ever heard him speak with so much vehemence. I would willingly indeed 
conceal from myself some expressions which he made use of and which 
being dictated by undisguised and unguarded passion, but too well disco- 
vered to me his mistaken opinion of Great Britain.

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I entreated him by every argument of public consideration and private 
friendship to take no rash or violent measure till I could send a courier to 
England and have an answer by his return.

I still 
urged him with uncommon eagerness but had the mortification to find him 
for a long time positive and inflexible. At last with the utmost difficulty I 
prevailed and took the resolution of dispatching Cleverly, immediately, wi- 
thout waiting for an answer to my memorial, being but too weli acquainted.

In the present situation of affairs I am very sorry to find that there 
remain for us but two choices. The one is to lose irrecoverably the Treaty 
of Commerce and all its advantages, or immediately to aecept it on the 
terms that it perhaps may be still possible to obtain it.

He looked over it, and in answer said that he believed it was admissible, 
but that he could not say any thing positively to me, till he had laid it 
before the Empress. I have not seen Mr. Panin since, but am appointed to 
meet him to morrow evening. I think, however, that I may flatter myself 
with a happy issue to this affair, and that I shall be able to terminate it 
at last to Your Grace’s satisfaction.

(Ne 5. Extract.) You will no doubt be surprised that I should find so 
much difficulty to execute his Majesty’s commands as signified to me in 
his Grace the Duke of Grafton’s letter by Russel the messenger. I am 
uncertain indeed whether you will approve of the manner in which I have 
endeavoured to bring this long and painful negotiation to a conclusion. One 
thing however I will venture to assure you, that had I not seized this 
opportunity (the only one that offered), had I not signed the new Treaty on 
Tuesday last, the whole would have been lost to us for ever. 

You are too well acquainted, Sir, with the haughtiness of this Court, 
the character of the Ministry and their manner of negotiation to expect 
that after what has past they would yield any point to us either with rea- 
diness or with a good grace. Mr Panin, after having kept the alteration 
which I offered of the clause in dispute of the Fourth Article very near 
six weeks in his hands, returned it to me back again with a proposal to 
change it in the following manner :

[ entreated in the most earnest manner that the clause might stand as I 
offered it, but to my great mortification found that I had not influence 
enough to prevail even in this trifling point, trifling I call it, for though 
the mode of expression is somewhat changed the sense is entirely the same. 
But the pride of this Court sustained itself to the end. The commissioners 
remained obstinate and inflexible, and I was at last obliged to submit to 
their alteration. I then demanded the full powers of the Russian plenipon- 
tentiaries, but was answered that they continued to act under those which 
they had delivered to me last August, for the object of negotiation was 
still the same and still transacted by the same persons. I was also asked 
how I could expect a new full power on their part, when I had none myself 
but must sign under the authority of that which I had exchanged with 
them last year and which they now had in their possession. I told them if

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that was the difficulty I would dispatch a courier to England for new full 
powers, and upon my producing them flattered myself that the Empress 
would conform in that respect to the example of my Sovereign. To this Mr 
Panin replied that I might do as I thought proper, but that he could not 
answer for it that [ should find the Court of Russia in the same very favo- 
rable disposition two months hence, nor would he then look upon himself 
as ministerially bound by the compliances he had already made in the course 
of the negotiation. Things being in this situation, considering all circum- 
stances, that the meaning of the clause as altered by them differed in no- 
thing essential from what was proposed on our side, that the old full powers 
inight be still regarded as operating since the persons acting under them 
declined it «ad protocollum», and would certainly not venture to sign unless 
they thought themselves authorised by virtue of them to do so. Considering 
too how dangerous are even the calm seasons of this Government, the 
storms to which it is liables and the often irreparable ill consequences of 
delay, | once more put my own safety on the cast for the public service 
and signed the Treaty such as I have the honour to send it to you. It is 
word for word the same as my former one except in the abovementioned 
clause of the Fourth Article which now stands as it is marked in red ink 
on the other page.

I have now the pleasure to tell you, that having been re- 
ferred by His Majesty to the consideration of those servants he honours 
with his chief confidence, His Majesty with their advice: has been pleased 
to approve of the same, and I have received his commands to have the 
ratifications prepared, which will be dispatched by the first opportunity. 

I must confess to you, Sir, at the same time, that though His Majesty, 
from his earnest and cordial desire to do whatever he thinks may promote 
the harmony between the two courts, has consented to this Treaty, yet he 
could not but be displeased at the unnecessary alteration in the very unex- 
ceptionable words last transmitted and however peremptory the language 
and conduct of the Russian Ministers may have been, it has been thought

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advantage to them. Nor is it quite creditable for this Court, that its Mi- 
nister should find himself obliged, even unauthorized by his instructions, to 
yield to so unreasonable a proposition on their part. 

His Majesty nevertheless, constantly atttentive to those greater objects 
which are the guides and motives of His conduct, instead of shewing the 
smallest resentment on this occasion, is resolved to convince the Empress 
the more of his cordial disposition towards her, not only by a ready accep- 
tance of the Treaty, in the form it is returned, but also by the appoint- 
ment of a Minister of the first rank, who will shortly have his orders to 
repair to Petersburg. 

The person named is Mr Stanley, formerly His Majesty’s Minister at 
the Court of France, who is invested with the character of Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary.

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opportunities of seeing Mr Panin. No argument, uo insinuation, no instru- 
ment has been left unemployed by me, to induce him to adopt my ideas 
upon the present crisis of affairs, to think reasonably upon the points in 
dispute, and to enter into an impartial and equitable plan of alliance 
between the two nations; but indeed, Sir, the negotiation has hitherto been 
on my side, for I will not call it negotiation on his part when to any 
proposition that I make, I receive for answer that I already know the 
ultimatum of Russia, and that she will never depart from it. Vain of past 
success, giddy with present prospects, blind and incredulous to the possibi- 
lity of a reverse, this Court becomes every day more intoxicated with pride, 
more contemptuous towards other Powers, more elated with her own. That 
this picture is by no means overcharged, let us only cast a slight glance 
upon her conduct for these two years past, siuce I have had the honour to 
be His Majesty’s Minister here: to pass over the difficulties, mortifications 
and delays, which I met with during the course of the negotiation of the 
Treaty of Commerce, her inflexibility upon the explanation of the Fourth 
Article, her absolute denial of almost every thing we have demanded of 
her, and her indifference and inattention, even when our proposals were 
coincident to what evidently appeared to be her own meaning and. idea; 
| say, to pass over all this, let us observe her manner of negotiating with 
the other powers in her neighbourhood. And to begin with the King of

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Prussia: She forced him to ratify the article with respect to Turkey, 
though all the world knows, that nothing could be more repugnant to his 
inclination, or more contrary to his interest. As to Denmark, her conduct 
towards that Court, ever since the conclusion of the Treaty of Alliance 
with her in March 1765, seems to be of the most extraordinary nature. 
No sooner was the diet opened at Stockholm, than, contrary to her solemn 
promise to Mr D’Osten, which bound her to exert herself in the most 
effectual manner to accomplish the contracted marriage between the Prince 
toyal of Sweden and the Princess of Denmark, proposed to me, that the 
former should break his engagement with the latter, and marry His Majesty’s 
Sister, Her Royal Highness the Princess Louisa; it is true, that afterwards 
Russia did perform her promise to Denmark in this point, but it was not 
till she clearly saw there was no probability of succeeding in the other: 
next, under the pretence that the Dane supported the French party at 
Stockholm (which was false) and insisting upon reparation, she cheated 
him out of 50,000 dollars last November; and a few days since has 
contributed to wheedle him into an offer of as much more. According to 
the Treaty. the exchange of the Dutchy of Holstein for Oldenburgh and 
Delmenhorst ought to be made before the first of January 1767: neverthe- 
less that busmess has never been regularly entered upon; and I am 
convinced, that nothing will be concluded upon it within the time limited.

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For, besides the insulting proposal which I mentioned in a former letter, 
of all Russian ships being exempted from the payment of the Sound Duty, 
a proposal in the very teeth of their own guaranty; I say, besides this, 
Mr Panin has flung a new obstruction in the way, by forbidding Mr Saldern 
to go to Copenhagen, till new instructions are sent him. 

The new Russian Minister to Denmark, Mr Philosofoff, who has been 
ready to set out for his destination these six weeks past, is still here; nor 
do I find any day yet fixed for his departure. I confess, the conduct of this 
Court towards the Danes is to me incomprehensible; possibly Russia by 
holding the bait of Holstein always in view, but never in reach, flatters 
herself to render them as dependent upon her, as the Swedes and the Poles 
are become. 

She has now almost finished her operations in the diet of Stockholm, 
and in about six weeks hence, she opens her compaign in the diet of 
Warsaw. Except what regards the dissidents, [am but imperfectly acquainted 
with her intentions in Poland, but Mr Panin told me, a few days ago, that 
he would sacrifice fifty thousand men, and overthrow every thing, rather 
than fail in his operations there. 

This view, of the conduct of Russia towards other nations, will make 
us the less surprised at the manner of negotiating with us, nor will it seem

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at all new, when I inform you, that Mr Panin, notwithstanding his frequent 
declarations of an earnest desire to enter into the strictest union of councils 
and system with Great Britain, always joins to those a proviso, which 
renders them trifling and delusive; for the constant conclusion of his 
discourse is, that a Turkish war must make a casus foederis. Upon this 
point, I have always found him inflexible; and were I to speak to him upon 
this subject with the tongue of an angel, I am persuaded my pleading would 
be in vain; nor indeed can I flatter myself with much better success on 
other points; for in a conference of yesterday, while I was expatiating upon 
the late instances of the King’s generosity in Sweden, he looked for some 
time very steadfastly at me, and then said: « When I tell you, that Denmark 
«has given a hundred thousand roubles, when I tell you, that I have 
«spent half a million in this cursed diet, can you seriously.speak to me of 
«the efforts of Great Britain?» I was going to reply, but he stopped me, by 
begging that I would drop the subject, which was a very disagreeable one 
to him, and then added, that could he have had any idea of the frugality 
of England, he would never have proposed to her, to advance a farthing. 
Notwithstanding Mr Panin’s chief conduct, and the manner of his negotia- 
ting with me, I have the highest reason to applaud his private behaviour 
to me, having on all occasions been distinguished by him with the strongest 
marks of the highest esteem, and most particular regard.

(Extract.) With respect to Sweden, give me leave once more to observe, 
that this Court does not think herself at all obliged to Us for what we have 
done in that Kingdom; nor will she ever be satisfied with our conduct, 
unless we adopt almost implicitly her plan of the Northern Alliance in its 
most extensive sense. Conscious of her own advantageous situation, puffed 
up wifh recent and unexpected success, and intoxicated with the fullness of 
her power, Russia thinks herself entirely out of danger from the neighbour- 
ing nations, while they have every thing to fear from her. She is besides 
too quicksighted not to perceive, that she can govern by such an idea 
during a profound peace more effectually than even by a successful war. 
To secure that peace, she has proposed this grand confederacy, of which 
she herself is to be the corner stone. She is already so, relatively to Swe- 
den, Denmark, Poland, and Prussia. Great Britain is the only Power, that 
can in any manner assist or disappoint such views, but we have been so 
long at a distance from her (it being now near half a century since a 
British fleet has appeared in this neighbourhood), that the Court of Peters-

burg has by no means those high notions of our omnipotence, which I wish 
to inspire. Certain it is from the reasons I have so often laid before you, 
from the procrastination of her genius, and the relaxation of business in all 
her departments, it would require all the activity and vigilance of the ablest 
Minister, to bring a Treaty of Alliance to bear, even were we to submit to 
the terms, which they have so often proposed to us. I have taken so much 
pains with the Ministers here, to show them their real interest, to elucidate 
their errors, and to convince their understandings; and have met with so 
little success, that I cannot flatter myself with any hopes of their giving 
up the Turkish clause. Believe me Sir, that nothing can be so groundless, 
as a supposition, that we can prevail upon her to do it, either by our 


lending a new supply to Sweden, or contracting a new engagement with 
Denmark.

The religious persecution exercised against the dissidents has been so 
severe and so contrary to the ancient constitution of the Kingdom of Poland, 
that it is not doubted, but all sovereigns of their communion will readily 
concur in such measures as may be thought necessary for the redress of 
their grievances; and the Empress of Russia and her Ministry are persuaded 
that His Majesty, who enjoys the glorious Title of Defender of the Faith, 
will not refuse too exert his influence on this important occasion, The many 
proofs of the King’s good dispositions so often and so recently given to the 
Court of Russia of his earnest desire to cultivate her friendship, induce 
Mr Panin to be persuaded that one more will be now added to them, and 
that orders will be given to Mr Wroughton, the British Resident at Warsaw, 
to deliver to the diet a declaration as nearly analogous to the enclosed as 
may be judged expedient, at the same time that the Russian Minister 
publishes his. 

I am desired also by Mr Panin to assure you, Sir, that the communi- 
cation of this measure has already been made to the Prussian and Danish

The affairs of Poland entirely engross the attention of this Court at 
present. Mr Panin, conformably to his character, instead of receding from 
his first proposals, seems to rise higher in his demands. He has declared to 
me, that if the Diet did not consent with a good grace, to what he had 
asked in favour of the dissidents, he would march forty thousand Russians 
into Poland on one side, and the King of Prussia would march an equal

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number on the other. He added, that once things came to that extremity, 
he should look upon himself as freed from any former stipulations, and 
entirely at liberty to make farther demands; he said if violent measures 
were necessary, they must be attended with considerable expence, and that 
in such case he flattered himself Great Britain would lend a pecuniary 
assistance, and by a generous effort on this occasion, efface the unfavourable 
idea which our parsimony in Sweden had given him reason to entertain of 
us. This proposal appeared to me so very strange and extravagant, that I 
could not possibly look upon it to be serious, and though he persisted in 
declaring himself very much in earnest, I still persisted in treating it as a 
jest, and would by no means understand it otherwise. 

If informations and observations can intitle me to form a judgement of 
affairs here, I should conclude, that, however favourable the sentiments of 
this Court might have been towards us three months ago, they certainly are 
less so, and will become less so every day. That such is the fact will very 
clearly appear to any one that has the knowledge of the Empress, or Her 
Ministers, but I will by no means presume to assign the reasons which 
have, or may, influence their opinions, or their conduct. The manner in 
which Mr Panin spoke to me of Mr Gunning’s offer of the good offices of 
Great Britain in the present negotiation between Russia and Denmark, 


induces me to think that he (Mr Panin) either looks upon them as unne-

(Ne 3. Most secret. Extract.) It is very certain however, that whatever 
the Republic of Poland may be induced to do in their (the Dissidents) favour, 
will be with the greatest reluctance and unwilligness; for, not to mention 
the principles of superstition and policy, that naturally operate against 
them, a point of honour and pride may perhaps now stand in their way. 
The manner of this Court’s treating with Poland of late, has been so im- 
perious and dictatorial, that nothing but absolute impotence could prevent 
a free nation from resenting. This conduct is, in my opinion extremely 
impolitic in Russia, as despair may at last, oblige the Poles to throw 
themselves into the hands of any other Power, that can protect them, for 
they are unable to protect themselves, and at this moment it would seem 
as if there only remained to them the choice of a tyrant. 

You will possibly more readily acquiesce in my opinion, when I inform 
you that the Court of Vienna has lately made some very serious overtures 
to the King of Poland by the channel of his brother the General, Prince 
Poniatowsky now at Warsaw, advising him to stake off his uneasy depen- 
dance upon Russia, to embrace the friendship*of Austria, offering him an

The conference 
broke up without any thing being determined upon. Should the Poles once 
throw themselves into the arms of the Emperor, they must inevitably be 
undone. The King of Prussia certainly wishes to see them take that step; 
and you may be assured, that in such case he will not fail to aggrandize 
himself at their expence. First united with Russia, and now certain of being 
strongly seconded by her in any Polish quarrel, He will easily have it in his 
power to increase his dominious by the acquisition of Regal Prussia on one 
side, or of part of Poland on the other: and that such are his present pro-

or advantage of Great Britain is gained by it, nor were the particular inte- 
rests of this country the object or motive of obtaining it. The great and 
only worthy object of that Treaty was to wound the interests of France in 
that Country; that end has been answered, even beyond our hopes, and 
our Treaty will prove, if followed, not a wound only but a mortal blow to 
the French interests in Sweden, by which the field is now open for Russia 
to take what walk she pleases; itis the.great scene of her ambition; she is 
principal in the cause; and though His Majesty wishes, and is now endea- 
vouring to promote a closer union with that Court, He must still consider 
His, but as a secondary interest there, and look upon any alliance he can 
conclude with Sweden but as a link of the Great Chain which must, if 
formed, infallibly remain in the hands of Russia, and serve her purposes 
chiefly, though for the common interest His Majesty is even earnest to 
form and to complete it. 

If the King’s conduct relatively to the North is viewed in a just light, 
it must appear that the same spirit pervades every part. In Denmark, 
where from a thousand circumstances His Majesty may be allowed to hope 
for some weight and influence, he has in no one instance even attempted 
partial or separate advantages. The whole object of the British endeavours

Russia. The sentimens of that Monarch on the subject of the General Alli- 
ance, to which it was always hoped and imagined he might at some time 
accede, were little known, owing chiefly to the coldness expressed by him 
on the first overtures made, for appointing Ministers reciprocally between 
London and Berlin. But now, that the uniform and steady refusal of the 
Czarina to depart from her point made it necessary to turn to any quarter 
from whence aid might be expected towards shaking that resolution, no- 
thing could so naturally offer as a new effort to sound the dispositions of 
His Prussian Majesty, as well towards the alliance projected as on the head 
of that particular embarassment which seemed principally to impede it. It 
has been done through our Minister at that Court, and I am sorry to inform 
you, that the total disinclination expressed by His Prussian Majesty to- 
wards the general object, at present, made it unnecessary, indeed impos- 
sible to enter into the other lesser consideration. 

It is amazing to me how either of the two Courts I have mentioned 
should so widely mistake their own interests, as not to seize with eagerness

It is true she has 
broken the general custom house, she has repealed the new regulation of 
the finances, she has dissolved the confederation, but she has not been able 
to obtain the smallest alteration in favour of the dissidents. The fanaticism 
of the Poles seems, on this occasion, to make them forget every sense of 
danger, and rather hazard the loss of all than admit the dissidents to a 
chance of the smallest share. But indeed, Sir, the fault is in a great mea- 
sure to be attributed to the imperiousness and inflexibility of this Court, 
which too confident of her own power, absolutely refused to listen to any 
middle term whatsoever on the part of Poland, she rejected every offer 
which the King, who is certainly no bigot, proposed and declared that no- 
thing less would satisfy Her than a total and immediate restitution to the 
dissidents of all their ancient privileges, without exception. 

Many people well acquainted with the genius and government of the 
Polish nation assured me, that nothing could be more injudicious than this 
conduct and plainly foretold what has since happened, that the dissidents, 
by asking too much, would certainly obtain nothing at all: and that a vio- 
lent attack upon the established religion, if unattended with success, would 
rather rivet and strengthen, than shake or weaken it; such indeed seems 
to be the case at present, and I can never sufficiently lament the obstinacy 
of this Court, which has now Jost a most happy opportunity of alleviating

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the distress which the dissidents complain of; for the King of. Poland, five 
months ago, declared to Mr Panin by his Minister, that, if Russia would 
act moderately, He would undertake in this diet, to obtain for the dissi- 
dents the free exercise of their religion; and in the next, he would endea- 
your, nay promise, to render them not only capable of juridicatory staros- 
ties, but of being elected to the nunciature. Unfortunately this proposal 
did not content the Court of Petersburg; she thought it possible to obtain 
every thing she demanded, and did not comprehend the difficulty, the im- 
possibility, of persuading a great assembly (the most august part of which 
consists of ecclesiastics), to grant all at once without hesitation a free par- 
ticipation of their privileges to a set of men whom they have been taught 
to look upon as equally their spiritual and temporal enemies. As this is the 
first check that Russia has met with for a considerable time, she bears it 
with great impatience, and the general opinion is, that she will make the 
dissidents confederate under the protection of a considerable army, and 
force the Roman Catholics, by that means, to grant in the field what they 
denied in the cabinet. But I can scarce imagine that Mr Panin will proceed 
in this manner. A religious war, however justly undertaken, is always of the 
most odious nature, and of all wars of the most doubtful success. Where 
bigotry baffles reason, and where fanaticism supplies courage, it is impos- 
sible to form any conjecture of the events, the uncertanity of which, added

(Ne 7. Extract.) All things at present at Court here remain in the most 
perfect tranquillity. The care of foreign affairs is entirely trusted to Mr Pa- 
nin; and such is the confidence reposed in his judgment and integrity, that 
[ am persuaded Her Majesty would approve of all his counsels and nego- 
tiations in that branch. The favorite seems to be upon the best terms with 
him, and is, besides, become so indolent, that I apprehend no revolution 
in the administration from his quarter. His brother Count Alexis Orloff is 
indeed of a more winning disposition; but as he is at the same time of su- 
perior understanding, I believe nothing but an absolute certainty of success 
would induce him to undertake any thing against Mr Panin. At present the 
Czarina’s attention is principally engaged by a favorite project , the success 
of which will do Her more real honour, and be of greater advantage to

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Her, than the winning of a battle or the acquisition of a Kingdom. She, 
whose penetrating genius is equally happy in discovering defects and in 
finding resources to remedy them, has long beheld with regret the con- 
fusion, tediousness, ambiguity, and injustice of the laws of Her Empire: to 
correct them has been long the object of Her ambition; and for this pur- 
pose She examined and compared with the utmost attention and precision 
the different legislations of other Countries. From Her own observations 
upon the whole, and from the opinions of her most learned and able coun- 
sellors, She has formed a code of laws equally adapted to the good of her 
subjects, and: the genius of her people. This code is to be laid before 
the States of the Empire assembled at Moscow in the course of next sum- 
mer, who are to deliver their sentiments upon it, to mark what appears 
defective’ to them, and to propose their alterations. When these points are 
agreed upon and finally settled, the whole is to be published as the solemn 
law of the Empire for the future. A most noble undertaking, and worthy 
the ambition of a great Prince, who prefers the title of legislator to the 
fame of conquest, and founds his glory upon providing for the happiness, 
and not the destruction of mankind.

(Ne 4. Extract.) The Empress (of Russia) seems of late to give much 
less attention to foreign politics than formerly, and at present chiefly to 
turn Her thoughts to the interior government of her dominions. She sets 
out in a few days for Moscow: from Moscow She goes to Jaroslaff: from 
Jaroslaff to Cazan, from Cazan to Saratoff, from Saratoff to Astrachan, 
and from Astrachan Heaven knows where the genius of travelling may 
conduct Her. 

Now, Sir, if you will please to look over the map of this country, and 
consider the distance of these places from one another, and the time ne- 
cessary for making such a journey, as well as the dissipation and confusion 

, ° naturally attending on them, you must allow, I believe, it will by no 
ineans be a season favorable for negotiation. When these peregrinations are 
over, another grand object will claim Her attention; I mean the convening 
of the States of the Empire, in order to compose and establish a new code 
of laws. Now as these States are to consist of a number of deputies, per-

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and his friendship for myself, would induce him to explain to-me his senti-_ 
ments with freedom and candour. To this he replied, that I might entirely 
depend upon his sincerity, and that he would not deceive either me, or my 
court, on any account whatsoever; that the event would prove, whether he 
did not speak to me his real thoughts, and whether his word was not to be 
relied on for the future. He then declared himself ready to conclude a firm 
alliance with us at this moment, and without the interposition of any other 
power; but that he never would depart from the Turkish point, and that 
we deceived ourselves egregiously, if we flattered ourselves with a hope of 
his ever becoming less inflexible; that our alliance could be of no use to 
Russia, except in case of a war with the Ottoman Porte; for what other 
power dared to attack her? whereas Great Britain would reap every ad- 
vantage she could desire from a Russian alliance, whether considered in an 
offensive light, or a defensive one. Upon my seeming to deny this, he said 
that he was sorry to find, that I adhered so obstinately to my old opinion, 
because it was impossible that his own could ever change; and asked me 
whether in common sense [ could suppose, that another Minister would 
tind him more tractable than I had done? He continued, that he had no 
doubt of the court of Great Britain’s sincere desire to unite with Russia; 4 
because, what other resource had we? what other Power would grant us

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her alliance, unless we purchased it? As to Denmark he said, that we had 
very little chance there at present: and as to Sweden, our parsimony in 
that country would undo all that had hitherto been done there. The King 
of Prussia, he thinks, has no opinion of our steadiness, and therefore. 
unless He saw much better reason to rely upon us than has hitherto ap- 
peared, would scarcely venture to renew any greater connexion with us. 
He (Mr Panin) proceeded to observe ‘that every court was supposed to 
understand its own interests best, and that if Great Britain did not incline 
to the alliance of Russia, on the terms: which he proposed, he did not 
doubt but we had good reason for refusing it, and that he by no means 
wanted to persuade us: for that he would scorn any engagement, which 
was not heartily entered into by a complying party, from a conviction of 
mutual interest. That at all events, whether the present Negotiation was 
likely to terminate favourably, or not, the Empress would equally mark Her 
consideration of His Majesty, and in a few days would appoint an Ambas- 
sador to the Court of London, whose care should be, if he could not render 


our present connections more intimate, at least not to suffer them to be 
weakened or diminished.

(Ne 9. Most secret. Extract.) | am assured that it was not the intention 
of this Court to name an Ambassador to England ’till Mr Stanley had 
actually set out, but Count Czernicheff exerted himself with so much in- 
dustrious importunity and address, that he prevailed on the Empress to 
declare him before She went to Moscow. Though I have given some account 
of this gentleman, perhaps it maygnot be improper to retrace his character, 
and, instead of such a slight sketch, draw his portrait at full length. 

He is the youngest son of the famous Count Czernicheff, who was one 
of Peter the First’s Generals, and who, though of mean extractioi, 
rendered himself illustrious by the favour of his Sovereign and the splendor 
of his own actions. He left three sons, the eldest of whom was many years 
Minister in England from this Court. The second commanded the Russian 
troops in Bohemia, when they received Peter the Third’s order to separate 
from the Austrians, and is now at the head of the War Office. The third, 
who is our new Ambassador, is now about forty years old; but retains all the i 
vivacity and petulance of youth: fed by the consciousness of superior talents, 4

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parts, though not solid, are lively, and in Russia may well pass to be of 
the first rate; his reading, such as it is, is extensive, but certainly in the 
French way, consigting of memoirs, letters, anecdotes, almanacks, and dic- 
tionaries. As to the learned languages, he is totally ignorant; as to the 
modern ones, he possesses many of them; particularly the French and 
German, both of which he speaks with uncommon fluency and precision. 
His conversation abounds with wit and entertainment; though often tire- 
some and disgusting bv the exuberance of his expressions; for with him 
eloquence and talkativeness are the same thing. He seems, in common with 
all the Russians I have ever seen, to waft the distinguishing faculty. He is 
a pretender to all sorts of knowledge, an enthusiast of his own opinion; little 
scrupulous in point of profession, and seldom very attentive to the obliga- 
tion of veracity; ambitious even beyond presumption, regarding no eleva- 
tion too high for his merit and expectations; suspicious of his friends, im- 
placably vindictive to his enemies; an imperious Master; false to his patrons, 
regardless of his dependents, cruel.to his slaves, haughty in his disposition, 
and violent, nay furious, in his temper, filled with extravagant ideas of 
the greatness and power of his own Nation, and comparatively not enter- 
taining the most advantageous thoughts of others; and, as far as [ can

These, Sir, are the real features of his character; and yet I know not 
how by his masterly address, and astonishing insinuation, he has contributed 
not only to soften them, And hide their deformity from Mr Panin, but even 
to make them appear amiable in his eyes. The Empress, who, when Grand 
Duchess, had good reason to know him, detests him; nor is Count Orloff 
by any means his friend; perhaps they are not sorry to see him at 
the distance to which his employment necessarily throws him. Count 
Czernicheff has always had a most extraordinary vocation to Embassies. 
His present one is the third to which he has been appointed. He was na- 
med Plenipotentiary to Augsbourg in 1761, and on the failure of that 
Congress, was intended to be sent to China, but that mission proved 
abortive on account of the dispute on the frontiers. He has very 
extravagant notions of the dignity of an Ambassador, and particularly of a 
Russian Ambassador to England, who, I am assured, is not to yield prece- 
dence to any other. His appearance will be uncommonly splendid and mag- 
nificent:. for he is a man of great expense and profusion, as you will easily 
suppose when | inform you, that the state liveries of his servants cost 


upwards of a hundred pounds apiece. His Lady’s diamonds are worth, as 
he told me, near forty thousand pounds sterling. She is a woman of uncom-

The Empress, who is too wise a Princess not to see through the veil 
that covers these insinuations, and who has a real regard for Her Minister, 
and yet is ignorant how to resist the importunities of her (blanc) 
endeavors to inspire them with sentimgnts of reconciliation, but after 
what has past, it must necessarily be in vain. Mr Panin does every thing 
in his power to fortify himself and oppose a number of friends strong 
enough to counterbalance the credit of the Count Orloff, who at present, 
during the absence of Her Majesty from Moscow, possesses entirely the 
ear of the Empress. One very happy circumstance seems to promise him 
success; the Count Alexis is very dangerously ill of an imposthume in 
his stomach, and it is generally believed that he cannot survive this ma- 
lady, or if he does, that he will be obliged to go to Piermont, or Spa, for 
the recovery of his health. As he is the only one of the family capable to 
lead a party, if he dies, Mr Panin will get a very considerable advantage 
over his enemies.

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haps not without foundation) entirely dependants of the Russian Empire, 
assemble in their capital, they are apt to conclude, that they are now the 
wisest, the happiest, and the most powerful nation in the universe; and it 
would be the most useless attempt, to endeavour to persuade them, that 
this assembly is far from being a check to the despotic power of their 
Sovereign. A man however, who will consider with attention their manner 
of proceeding, what they are permitted to deliberate upon, and how far 
they are allowed to extend their reformations, and will compare it with 
what is practised in those countries blest with a mixt Government, will 
soon perceive that this is nothing more than a certain number of men sent 
by every province of the Empire, and by those Nations under the protec- 
tion of Russia, to be in some respect The Empress’s councillors in the dra- 
wing up the laws of this country, and that these men are endowed with 
privileges, which no citizen in any well governed state ought ever to enjoy. 
It is true, that in Her Imperial Majesty’s instructions to them upon the 
subject, that they are called for, there are these remarks: Punish, take 
care that in Russia every man dreads the laws, but the laws only, and no- 
thing else; but at the same time, it is no less true, that if they enter upon 
a subject disagreeable to the Empress, or contrary to Her views, Mr Via- 
semskoi, who in this assembly acts (I could say) as General Procurator, 
desires them not to touch such a string, because, having so many others to

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examine, going out of the bounds prescribed would be extending their work 
so far, that it would be out of their power not to neglect the essential ones 
that are directed to be the objects of their consideration. Every body sup- 
posed that they should have the power of electing their Marshal or speaker, 
but they had only the liberty to offer the Empress two persons out of nine 
proposed to them by Mr Viasemskoy, and what is still more surprising, 
the two Counts Ivan Orloff and Zachar Czernischoff, being the two Gentle- 
men whom they pitched upon, and being neither of them agreeable to the 
Empress, Mr Viasemskoi, of his own accord, added a third, the General 
Bibikoff, and this very Gentleman was named Marshal. 

The deputies have chosen fifteen of their members, out of which the 
Empress is to select those five persons who are to compose the Committee 
of directors. This Committee, following the direction of Her Imperial Ma- 
jesty, and attending also as much as possible to those given to each deputy 
by the Nation, is to erect the whole building. They are not only to new 
model the civil law and the police, but also the fundamental law of the Empire, 
and I am even assured that they are to touch the delicate point of the suc- 
cession. When the immense work, and which it is said will last four years, 
is finished, the new code of laws will be read before a full assembly of the 
deputies, and when admitted there, carried to the Senate and to the Pre- 
sident of the College who assembled together, and composing what the

By these and other similar measures of this na- 
ture glittering enough to dazzle the eyes of the Russians, the power of 
Her Imperial Majesty increases every day, and is already arrived to such 
a degree, that this prudent Princess thinks herself strong enough to humble 
the Guards, who placed her upon the Throne. Last Monday being the 
holiday of the first Regiment of Guards, their officers were, according to 
custom, to have the honour to dine with Her: but She feigned an illness, 
did not appear that day at Court, and sent them all to dine at the Count 
Alexis Orloff’s, their Major. None of them dared to whisper the least mur- 
mur; and the Empress went the next day to the Kremlin, a Palace in the city, 
where the assembly of the Deputies is sitting, and where there is a little 
gallery made for Her, from whence She can hear every thing that is said, 
without being seen. The Russians instead of perceiving how much this takes 
from the freedom their Deputies ought to enjoy, admire this very much, 
and think it an undoubted proof of their Sovereign’s love and regard to 
them. But, to render the farce as complete as possible, the Deputies went 
yesterday in a body to thank Her Imperial Majesty for the instructions 
she has been pleased to give them, and to offer her the new titles of the 
Great, the Wise, and the Mother of her country. Inclosed I have the honour

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contry are educated by Frenchmen, who from their tenderest infancy in- 
spire them with the highest idea of France, and with a kind of contempt 
for every other Nation.

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Mr Panin perseveres in entertaining such false and ill-grounded ideas of the 
diminution of English importance and credit in the general system of 
Europe. In order to remove such prepossessions, I shall endeavour to sug- 
gest to you several topics which you may occasionally make use of in your 
future conference with that Minister, as the course of the conversation 
may enable you to introduce them with propriety. 

One may indeed be surprised to find that any Minister, in any part of 
the world, even the most remote, needs, at this period, to be told of the 
importance, nay of the grandeur and glory of this Nation. The unparallelled 
successes of the last war, the natural result of such exertions of force and 
vigour as were equally unparallelled, have set England in so high a point 
of light, that the envy of our neighbours is more to be dreaded than a con- 
trary sentiment; and the great object of our Ministers is rather to abate 
the jealousy of the European powers, than to increase their reverence to- 
wards us. Not only victories, but important acquisitions gained in every 
part of the world render the success of our arms not a vain blaze of glory, 
but the source of such a solid increase of power and riches, as will be of 
the most durable advantage to the Nation. 

The events too, which have passed in England, since the peace, though 
less striking to the eye, correspond fully with the successes which attended 
our military operations. His Majesty’s care has been crowned with success,

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in almost every undertaking. More public debt has here been paid, than in 
any other Nation during that period. The finances have been increased 
without laying any additional burthen on the people. Our commerce, on 
which the finances so much depend, is extending itself almost in every 
branch. Agriculture, and the improvement of land, a foundation of wealth, 
perhaps still more solid is visibly spreading to the most remote corners of 
the island. The great increase of buildings every where, and of magnificence 
of all kinds, is an undoubted symptom of a flourishing and opulent people. 

Our colonies, so populous, rich and extensive, of late showed such a 
spirit of obedience to the mother country, and of cordiality, and zeal for 
her interests, as assures their cordial support on every future occasion, 
and will give us a power in that part of the World which it will be diffi- 
cult for any of our neighbours to annoy, or even to resist. In the East 
Indies our acquisitions, during the war, and still more, since the peace, 
strike, even ourselves, with admiration, and far exceed our most sanguine 
expectations. A revenue of four millions sterling, arising from the rents of 
land, and guarded by a military force, which nothing in that country can 
oppose, presents to the world an object both of force and wealth unknown 
to former times. The finances of the whole Russian Empire will not, on 
comparison, be found much superior.

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But while His Majesty cultivates with such success the. arts of peace, 
and wishes for nothing but its continuance, he has not neglected his mili- 
tary power; and it will be allowed that this nation in no preceding pe- 
riod, was-ever in such a posture either to defend itself, or to offend its ene- 
mies. There are above twenty regiments of infantry on foot beyond what 
were maintained in any former period of peace. The sailors in constant pay 
are proportionally increased. Our very formidable navy is kept in full re- 
pair and the growth of our commerce assures us the means of manning it, 
even on the most sudden call, with numbers, which no other Kingdom can 
pretend to. 

But I must not omit the most agreeable reflections for the present, 
and most comfortable prospects for the future, which our situation affords 
us. It is the unanimous affection which all ranks and denominations of men 
bear to the present government; their full acquiescence in His Majesty’s 
title and their attachment to His Royal person. Even the pretender him- 
self seems to have forfeited that appelation, by tacitly dropping his preten- 
sions. Distinctions of Religion, make no difference among men. The cabals 
of the great are confined among themselves and chiefly exerted in struggles 
for their private emolument, but spread no heats nor animosities through- 
out the people. And on the whole, it will be found, that notwithstanding

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the petulance of scribblers, or the personal discontent of individuals, there 
has been no time in England, during a full century and a half, so free 
from any dangerous divisious as the present. 

How it has happened, that ideas so opposite have been conveyed to 
Mr Panin, is not very difficult to conjecture as we hear from one other 
court, and from that alone, the same language used by a Prince who has 
probably no small influence at that where you reside. He is deceived him- 
self by very false representations, and certain resentments remaining in his 
breast, encourage that deceit, although no one object remains the same as 
during those transactions he thought he had reason to complain of. His 
own interest is most hurt by these fancies; and I think it possible the 
Court of Russia, as well as that I mention, may come to repent of the 
backwardness now shewn, and may find, too late great systems of alliance 
are not naturally the growth of one critical hour. Mr Panin’s notion of 
maintaining an independence from all alliance, is surely still more false and 
chimerical. It is true, alliances formed contrary to the stable interests of 
Princes or Nations are never durable, but where their interests concur, it 
is commonly of great importance to fix and ascertain them by treaty. The 
terms of the convention immediately point out the mutual succours; a 
perseverance in the same league gives mutual confidence: and when the

emergence happens, which renders aid necessary, they are not templed 
either to reject the application from opposite prejudices or engagements, 
or from lesser domestic considerations, and the occasional difficulties of 
the hour. 

I grant, that if any powers in Europe could remain absolutely inde- 
pendent of all others, it would be Russia and England: the remote situation 
of the one, and the insular position of the other, along with the great po- 
wer of each in its own element, seem to give them sufficient security, wi- 
thout any external assistance. But it is still evident that while they can 
never have any reason to interfere with each other, these two Crowns are 
invited by many circumstances to renew and corroborate their ancient 
alliance. The commerce between them is very useful to England, very 
profitable to Russia; the naval power-of the former is great, and may, 
on occasion, give assistance to the latter; the land forces of Russia, may, 
on occasion, be equally serviceable to England: this country abounds with 
money, that with men: thus each State seems calculated by nature to 
supply the defects of the other, and were their union once established and 
generally known, it would add consideration to both, and enable them 
not to gain advantage of their neighbours, which the Empress has declared 
is not her view, but to pursue, without impediment, those arts of peace

for refusing an alliance with us, unless we agreed to make a war with Turkey 
a casus foederis. « The Empress (said he) in uniting Herself with the King- 
Your Master, wants to render it unnecessary for Russia to renew her for- 
mer connection with the house of Austria. She looks upon an English al- 
liance as sufficient to Her security, and She thinks that it ought to be not 
only absolutely independent of every other connection, but the base also of 
every other connection, and was an alliance concluded with His Majesty 
without the admission of the Turkish ciause, it must be evident to all those 
who are acquainted with the present situation of Europe, that it would be 
quite the reverse, and that Russia migt be obliged (contrary to her present 
inclination) to have Austria for her ally.» This is the motive, added he, that 
guides my Sovereign’s conduct. She sees the utility of an alliance with Great 
Britain in a stronger light perhaps than the King, but at the same time 
She is too wise not to perceive that the admission of what She demands is 
the only way of rendering the alliance useful to both parties. In one word, 
She will either renew Her connections with Great Britain, in such a man- 
ner, that they two joined together will not be under any farther necessity 
of seeking for more allies, or drop entirely all thoughts of an alliance with

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Panin) perhaps no less strong and just. The equity with which She has al- 
ways endeavoured to act with every power in Europe, obliges Her to pay 
great attention to the conditions with which She has alreadv united herself 
with Denmark and Prussia. Would not these two Powers have reason to 
complain, was She to conclude an alliance with Great Britain upon conditions 
so very different from those, which She had obtained from them? To this 
T answered, that the conditions of a treaty ought to be regulated according 
to the more or less flourishing situation of a State, that certainly the po- 
wer of Prussia or Denmark was not to be compared either to that of Rus- 
sia, or of Great Britain, who was at present elevated to the highest pitch 
of glory and grandeur. I then, Sir, made use of your instruction; and re- 
presented our country in the light she deserves. Mr Panin, observing the 
warmth with which I spoke, smiled, and taking me by the hand, I could, 
said he, if I would, show you the same fair prospect on our side. I took the 
liberty to interrupt him, by desiring him not to suppose, that, by telling 
him what England was, I intended to under-rate the power of Russia; that 
every body knew, how great that country had become, since he had had the 
helm in his hands. 

Mr Panin then resumed the subject, with which we had begun our con- 
versation, renewed his assurances of the strong desire he had to finish an

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affair of such importance to both countries; but that he never could pru- 
dently do it, so long as the conditions would not be sufficient to Russia, and 
would ,oblige her to seek other friends. He finished, by giving me to un- 
derstand, that he never would date the beginning of a negotiation with us, 
but from the moment that Great Britain would offer some means of get- 
ting over the difficulties which hinder us from being united in the manner 
that we ought to wish it, that is to say, to enable us to hold in our hands 
the fate of war in Europe, in case any other power had a mind to disturb 
the present tranquillity. 

After this account of Mr Panin’s language, it is very unnecessary for 
me to say anything more upon-the sentiments of this Court, than that I 
am persuaded that this gentleman spoke sincerely, and represented the po- 
licy of the Empress in it’s true light. It is very certain, that we owe to a 
neighbouring Prince the false opinion this Court has conceived of the di- 
minution of the power and reputation of Great Britain. His Emissaries, who 
are here in great numbers, continually describe us, as so overcharged with 
a national debt, that we never shall be able to extricate ourselves from 
another war, either with glory, or in an adyantageous manner; that our di- 
visions at home, and the immense sums, that we owe will always put it out 
of our power ever to pay our creditors; that we are arrived to the highest

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degree of power; that we are capable of; and that as there are so many other 
examples in ancient and modern history, we can expect no other change, 
than from a better to a worse State. ° 

The King of Prussia is too clear-sighted, not to have long ago penetrated 
into the above-mentioned sentiments of the Empress, and I believe that he 
will do every thing in his power to prevent our success in this country. He 
not only embarrasses our affairs here, but he also endeavours by his intri- 
gues to disturb the tranquillity of Poland, and of Denmark. I could, if it 
was necessary, allege several instances to prove it; but I dare say, that 
you know it much better than I do. It is possible, that the Empress’ may, 
at one time or another, perceive, that She has been duped on many occa- 
sions, although at present I see very little probability of it; besides that 
the personal conduct of count Solms is very well dapted to the genius of this 
Court. Mr Assebourg, Mr Panin’s intimate friend, may more probably be 
looked upon as a minister of the Court of Berlin, than that of Denmark. | 
have done every thing in my power to be well with him at least in appea- 
rance. It was he that recommended me in the beginning to Mr Panin: but 
he did it not out of regard to Great Britain, or for me; but because he 
thought,that being young, he could do with me what he pleased. I hope he

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could do me an infinite deal of prejudice. He has the most positive orders 
from his Court to protect the King of Poland; and yet I am certainly not 
too bold, when I assure you, that he has done much harm to the King. 

{ am afraid, Sir, that they wil again be able to turn the scale in Poland, 
in favour of the King of Prussia’s views, if Mr Panin does not keep firm 
in his opinion that it is proper to finish those affairs as soon as possible. 

It was but very lately that I assured myself of another part of Mr — 
Assebourg’s policy. It was he that engaged Mr de Panin to tell me, that as 
soon as the Ambassador’s nomination should be known, the Count Ivan 
Czernichew would receive orders to depart immediately. He at the same 
time insinuated to me, that I ought to desire You to accredit me in the most 
regular manner, and to send instructions sufficient for me to actin the mean 
time. He even offered to engage Count Panin to write in my favour. I than- 
ked him, but refused his offer; for from that instant I begon to suspect that 
his intention was to imbroil our affairs. He is very well acquainted with 
the character of the Count Czernichew, and knows how proper a man he is 
to hurt a negotiation. He is besides the most vain man that I know; and 
if in England he is not admired as much as he thinks he ought to be, his 
language to Mr de Panin will not be in our favour. Mr Assebourg thought 
then that this Gentleman being in England, and I remaining here for some

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time, whom he supposed would ast according to his direction, it would easily 
be in his power to diminish or augment according to his views, the friendship 
that there is between England and Russia. By this you may judge of the 
King of Prussia’s intentions; for as I ltave already said, this Gentleman’s 
actions may be looked upon as directed by him. 

You see, Sir, how dangerously I am situated. Permit me to intreat you, 
that during the time you will think proper to employ me at this Court, 
you would be so kind as to instruct me as often as it will be in your po- 
wer. I am surrounded by enemies, the more to be feared as they all cover 
themselves under the cloak of friendship, without a single friend except the 
Princess Dashkow, who is in the greatest favour with Count Panin. It cannot 
be said that the Empress has any personal regard for her: but She dreads 
her much, and is extremely polite to her. I have already felt the good ef- 
fect of her recommendation; and at a Court like this, the friendship of the 
Minister is the only thing that ought to be wished for.

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cult to a man, who has not been accustomed, since his infancy, to be a base 
flatterer, than to be entrusted with a negotiation at this Court. Ever since 
we are at Moscow, the Vice-Chancellor has had no day fixed to see the fo- 
reign Ministers; and his credit, though always very low, is now fallen ab- 
solutely to nought; he retains nothing more than the name of his employ- 
ment. One is then obliged to have recourse to Mr Panin in every thing; 
and nobody but those who have been employed here, can guess how very 
hard it is to find a proper time to speak to him without interruption; he is, 
besides, grown so very tender, not to say peevish, that every word, that is 
said to him, must be studied with the greatest care. Mr Assebourg has fi- 
nished to spoil him entirely, and every man who will be employed at this 
Court, will lament this Gentleman’s stay in Russia. 

I had the honour to mention to you, in my last despatch, the conduct 
of the King of Prussia at this Court, with regard to our affairs: may I be 
permitted, Sir, to explain farther my opinion of his policy? It is nota pre- 
judiced one, but the consequence of a long and careful examination. I must 
confess, that I am persuaded, that He does not enter sincerely into the views 
of this Court, and that He is far from being an adherent to the Northern 
System; that nothing but mere necessity (a necessity proceeding from an 
union of the House of Austria, his natural enemy, with the house of Bour- 
bon), can oblige him to shelter himself under the protection of Russia; that

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if he could with any manner of safety act openly, I believe he would not 
hesitate an instant to form a strong opposition to the intentions of the Em- 
press, and that it is with much uneasiness, that he sees the rapidity, with 
which She increases every day her power and importance. If one does but 
follow with attention his conduct at Constantinople, in Poland, in Denmark 
and at this Court, it will, not be difficult to perceive that he is more afraid 
of Russia, than he is a friend, to it’s interests; and that, though he dares 
not declare himself openly, and only acts underhand, he does every thing 
in his power to prevent the advancement of Mr Panin’s system. It is beyond 
doubt, that it would be a great mortification for him to see a solid alliance 
between the King and the Empress, and what else could be the motive of 
it, if not an apprehension that She would acquire too much power by such 
an alliance? There is no occasion to enquire farther for the reason why he 
has endeavoured to give to Mr Panin a false idea of our situation, why he 
has answered with so much coolness to the advances we lately made to him; 
why his Minister here has opposed himself so warmly to the conclusion of 
an alliance with us without the admission of the Turkish clause. Such I con- 
ceive to be the sentiments of His Prussian Majesty. I am perhaps mistaken: 
but I cannot but think at present that my notions are not ill founded.

The Manifesto with which the affairs of 
Poland are to be settled, has been sent, and approved of at this Court. The 
Empress grants every article, which does not take from her the power to 
govern that country. Believe me, Sir, when I assure you that the liberum 
veto is to be carried, and that by a law, a very evident proof of it. I must 
render the justice to Mr Panin, to say, that he was very much against 
it, and you may depend, that in the conversation, which he and Colo- 
nel Iglestrome had with the Empress, he contested this point for near an 
hour, but that he was obliged to yield to Her positive orders. How far Her 
ambition extends it is now difficult to determine; but this I am sure of, 
that She has duped her Minister, and that he did not suppose, that She 
would enlarge her views so far as to desire a despotic influence in Poland, 
at the price of that country’s peace and welfare. 

The King of Poland is very uneasy, and has reason to be so; for I must

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protection of His Majesty, and a few gentlemen unacquainted with the ge- 
neral principles, which constitute the basis of good government; this would 
be perhaps too favourable a copy of the original, now in possession of what 
Russia prides herself so much upon. With respect to the operations, after 
what I have said of the men, their operations may be easily guest. But 
however as the persons named in the commission are not the real actors 
but only the organs of the authority, I must take the liberty to trouble 
your Lordship with what I suppose to be the motives that influence the 
Empress of Russia’s conduct in an attempt, which must even to her appear 
impracticable in the present state of this country. The right which She 
has to the Crown being very precarious, not only on account of the ill 
grounded manner, in which She mounted the Throne of Russia, but also 
because it was not the first plan of Count Czernicheff, Mr Panin and a few 
others who were at the head of the revolution, to place Her on the Throne; 
they intended only that She should be regent during Her Son’s Minority, 
and Her elevation was entirely owing to a mistake committed by one of 
those Gentlemen, who afterwards conspired against the life of Count Orloff 
and for which they are at present confined to their estates. When he came 
to the first regiment of guards, he, without orders, proclaimed Her Empress 
of Russia, Her right, I say, being very precarious, She has ever since Her 
accession, endeavoured to gain the love of Her subjects. In such an Empire

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as Russia, where the monarch has so much power, what can be more for- 
tunate, than that he should think it his interest to govern his dominions 
; with equity and moderation. This country has felt the good effects of it, 
E perhaps more in the beginning of this reign than at present. That the 
K Empress is become bolder, more secure and confident of Her own power is 
certain, it is scarce possible to be more active than She is, better acquainted 
with the genius of Her subjects, or more attentive to improve this great 
advantage. She is suspicious to a high degree, and false to those who do 
not blindly enter into Her views. Her only confidence is placed in Mr Or- 
loff’s family. She looks upon their interest as Her own, and She endeavours 
to make them the only channels of distribution of all places, either civil 
or military. They are going to lose the only one of five brothers capable of 
leading a party. Count Alexis has not been judged strong enough to support 
the fatigues of a journey to the baths of Piermont, whose waters are sup- 
posed to be the only remedy to cure his illness. Mr Panin’s friends become 
every day more numerous. He is very soon to be married to the countess 
Anna Petrowna Scheremetew, a lady of almost unlimited ambition. His 
connections with countess ...... which have done him so much harm, 
are now at an end, and we may hope to see him become the same excellent 
man that he was five years ago. The Empress cannot but perceive how much

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his influence will increase by good conduct, and consequently how much 
Her safety will depend on him. ) 

But to return to the assembly of deputies; I said, that the Empress’s 
intentions, at first, were to show what pains She took to render Her subjects 
happy, but as these intentions did not proceed from principles of the purest 
nature, Her actions like false pearls had more eclat but less value than the 
genuine ones. There are some Russians who are sensible of this truth; but 
as flattery and blind submission is become, for the greatest number, the 
only road to riches, power and credit, these are even more zealous in 
applauding every thing that comes out of the Imperial Palace, than those who 
are sincere in their praises. These flatteries and much more the fair outside 
of every transaction of this reign passing abroad unexamined have raised 
the voice of every french author, and it is now became a la mode to talk 
big of the Empress of Russia. To see Herself admired by every body has 
increased Her vanity to such a degree, that She begins to think Herself 
above the rest of mankind, and to think that She is ynmovably seated on 
the Throne of Russia; and in order to strengthen Herself still more, kno- 
wing the restless dispositions of Her subject, the great object of Her policy 
is, to occupy them at home and abroad as much as possible. This motive 
supported by Her ambition, has made Her take so warm a part in the

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the affairs of Poland; and this same motive sharpened by Her vanity, has 
made Her undertake to be the legislator of this Empjre; but in order to 
do it with safety She has taken care to have in the commission, such people 
only, who will follow Her dictates, and who will form pompous represen- 
tation of Her generosity, justice and moderation. 

If what [ have the honour to observe to your Lordship is true, what 
are we to expect from this new code? Nay, is it improbable that this new 
work will require many more years than what they think necessary for it? 
Was even the Empress one of those great geniuses created to enlighten the 
world; how could Russia hope to be governed for the future by just, equal 
and solid laws, if She considers, that were even these laws to be brought 
to a certain degree of perfection, the extreme want of respected and disinte- 
rested magistrates, would still prevent her feeling the good effects of these 
laws. One camot help pitying the Russians, who think themselves so wise, 
so powerful, when they are at such an immense distance from the happy 
situation of some nations in Europe. I confess that their credit and influ- 
ence is great, that their army is numerous, though not invincible, as they 
believe; but as the brightness of their power proceeds in a great measure 
from the weakness of some of their neighbours, and the strength of the

(Ne 22.) A great part of the dispatch which I have now the honour of 
writing to Your Lordship has been prepared a long time, but as I could 
not trust it to the common post, I waited for a safe opportunity which 
offers at present by a merchant ship. 

It must be confessed that the Empress of Russia understands the pro- 
per manner of governing Her subjects, much better than could have been 
expected from a foreign Princess; She is so well acquainted with their ge- 
nius and character, and She makes so good a use of this knowledge, that 
their happiness seems to the nation in general to depend on the duration 
of her reign. It is surprising what difficulties She has had to conquer, and 
how unaffectedly assiduous She has been in removing every object that

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could give her the least uneasiness. The Crown is now so firmly settled on 
her head, that I cannot foresee any accident capable of obliging her to place 
it on that of her son. She has so far reconciled Count Panin with the 
Orloffs, and in so dexterous a manner, that both conceive it to be equally 
their interest to support her, and to be well with one another. Her confi- 
dence in her Minister is greater than ever, and with regard to foreign 
affairs She follows his counsels, I could almost say blindly. Count Orloff 
satisfied with playing with magnificence and splendour the part of a favourite, 
would not think of any thing else but pass his time as agreeably as possible, 
and would never interfere in any one thing, was it not for his brothers 
who, at the desire even of the, Empress, oblige him to recommend to her 
their friends. The privy purse of Her Majesty, which grows every day 
more considerable, is opened to them. Ils peuvent puiser a discrétion, not 
a week passes without the one or the other receiving sometimes five, 
sometimes ten thousand roubles, which they divide equally, the greatest 
cordiality and friendship subsisting between the five brothers. 

It is generally believed in Europe that the moment the Grand Duke 
reaches sixteen, the Empress’s fate will become very uncertain. I have ta- 
ken all the pains imaginable to examine every thing that would justify this 
opinion, and I am almost persuaded, that if no very great changes happen, 
such as no human nature can foresee, and that if She continues to govern in

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the same manner She does at present, it is a very ill founded one; for 
notwithstanding the favourable judgment every one forms of the Grand 
Duke, I can assure you, Mylord, that he has neither courage nor spirit 
sufficient to act against his mother. The weakness of his character is equal 
to the weakness of his constitution. Besides, no revolution can be brought 
about in such a country as Russia except at Court. This Court is at pre- 
sent composed of two different sorts of men, of those who came in during 
the last reigns, and of those who owe their elevation to the present Empress. 
Amongst the first there is scarce one single person of distinction who had 
not a share in the late revolution, and those who had not, are particular 
to behave in such a manner as not to create the least suspicion, and amongst 
those who owe their greatness to Her Majesty, the chief part of them are 
people who were not known before, and who would lose every thing, was 
the Empress to lose her Crown. Every one who knows Mr Panin’s temper 
will easily be persuaded that of himself he is incapable of any bold action. 
He is too irresolute and too inactive. His friends are so convinced of this, 
that when the Princess Dashkoff spoke to him for the first time of an in- 
tended project to dethrone the late Emperor, she thought proper to tell 
him that every thing was ready, and that he must either be base enough 
to betray her, or to forfeit the confidence the Empress was inclined to have

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in him, which would certainly be the case was he to hesitate about it an 
instant. 

The two Counts Iwan and Zachar Czernicheff are the only ones at present 
capable of an attempt of this nature, was it in their power to do it. I will 
even add that the bad situation of their private affairs, and the conside- 
rable debts they have, might engage them to it. But as the influence of the 
General does not reach to the person of the Grand Duke, and as the other 
is not of a character to be trusted by any party, I therefore cannot see any 
probability of their endeavouring or even of their thinking to cause any 
change in the present state of things. They do every thing in their power 
to persuade the Empress of their personal attachment to her. She seems 
to have a great regard for the General, but she is too wise to trust too 
much to his fidelity. He is constantly obliged on account of his employment 
to attend the Court, and this circumstance alone is sufficient to convince 
us, that it would be almost impossible for him to take the least step with- 
out being discovered. The Orloffs or rather the Empress are well pro- 
vided with spies, and he could not order a regiment to march without 
its being immediately known to them. As for the field regiments in garri- 
son here, they would not be a match for the guards, who are very different 
at present from what they were some years ago. The Orloffs have had time

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to place all their friends amongst them, and now that they are sure of the 
officers they do every thing they can to discipline the soldiers, and it is 
expected that they will be very soon in as good a condition as the field 
regiments. 

If those who are absent from the Court could have the smallest hope 
of succeeding, there is a long time that the Empress would have been 
obliged either to descend from the Throne, or to confine the Orloffs to 
their estates, but out of sight of the Court nothing can be attempted. As 
soon as a person in place retires to Moscow, or to his estate, he is looked 
upon in this country as aman out of favour, and loses his credit immediately. 
I am sorry to be obliged to say, that the Russians have not yet shown 
themselves capable of any real or personal attachment for those who have 
served their country with distinction. They all follow in the most abject 
manner the favourite, whoever he may be, and they leave him the moment 
his fortune changes. 

The Count Alexis Orloff after having been at the point of death, has had 
the good fortune to save his life by a very surprising accident. The physi- 
cians assembled together were of opinion that he could not live a fortnight 
longer, when a Russian, under-surgeon in a field regiment who had been 
for some time with a Chinese physician, undertook to cure him and perfor- 
med his promise in less than six weeks. The Count is gone to travel accom-

They intend to go to Italy, to France and 
to England; they have changed their names, the one is called Mr Ostrowsky 
and the other Mr Bogorodsky. They travel at the expense of the Empress 
who gave them two or three days before they set out twenty thousand 
pounds sterling. In short She looks upon that family as her own, and will 
support them as long as She lives. 

I must not quit this subject without observing to Your Lordship that 
there are some Gentlemen of distinction who from time to time retire to 
Moscow either tired of or displeased with the Court and the power of a 
man who six years ago was so much their inferior. I shall only mention 
Prince Repnin Master of the Horse, and the Field-Marshall Count Rasou- 
mowsky who, [ am told, sollicits at present permission to go for some time 
upon his estate. It is doubted yet whether he will obtain it, on account of a 
circumstance which I learned but a few days ago from a Gentleman well 
au fait of things of this nature. A few months after Her Majesty’s Corona- 
tion Count Rasoumowsky then Hetman of the Cossacks thought that he might 
engage the Ukrainians to make the Hetmanship hereditary in his family. 
With this intention, he asked leave to visit his estates in that part of Russia. 
The moment he arrived there he assembled them and laid his demand be- 
fore them. He was very strongly and effectually opposed by even two of 
his best friends who said that they would do any thing for him, except

depriving themselves of the privilege of electing their chief. During these 
contestations a messenger was sent here acquainting the Empress with the 
Count’s attempt. No time was lost, he was immediately ordered to return 
as soon as possible to Petersburg; and three regiments were secretly sent 
from their garrisons in the neighbourhood of the Ukraine in order (if he 
should hesitate) to oblige him to obey the commands of Her Majesty. The 
Count finding that he could not succeed thought proper to submit, in con- 
sequence of which he was afterwards forced to give up his place of Hetman 
which was entirely abolished, and in lieu of it he is to enjoy during his life 
a very considerable pension. Since that time efforts have been made to put 
the Ukrainians upon the same footing as the Russian boors, and I am as- 
sured that they are so much dissatisfied that numbers of them have no 
small share in the rebellion of the Polish peasants. Count Rasoumowsky 
asking at this juncture the permission to go to his estate seems a little sus- 
picious, and though the Empress is very certain that it is not in his power 
to reestablish himself in his former place, yet She is unwilling to let him 
have an opportunity of trying it, for which She might perhaps be obliged 
to punish him: this would be very disagreeable to her, and quite contrary 
to her policy. 

The Empress having judged it necessary to increase the number of

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Senators, has been pleased to choose the following Gentlemen: Mr Alexander 
de Narishkin, Grand Echanson, Mr Teploff and Mr Gelagin, both Conseillers 
Privés and Ministres de Cabinet, Mr. de Wolkoff Président of the College 
of Manufactures, Mr de Kosloff Maitre Général des Requétes au Sénat, the 
Prince Poutiatine, Governor of Orembourg, and Mr le Chambellan Pokvisneff 
who had a great share in the revolution which placed the present Empress 
on the Throne. There are amongst them three or four very clever and in- 
dustrious men, particularly Mr Wolkoff. 
With regard to the influence that foreign Powers have, I cannot per- 
ceive any great alteration; that of the King of Prussia continues to be very 
powerful, for besides the political reasons which unite the Courts of Berlin 
and Petersburg, there is a personal friendship between His Prussian Ma- 
jesty and the Empress of Russia, founded on the admiration that this Mo- 
narch seems to have for every thing that She does. I must beg leave to 
observe to Your Lordship how very easy it is for Count Solms to ingra- 
tiate himself at this Court; he has almost every week a letter containing 
always some thing more or less interesting according to circumstances 
which he is ordered to communicate to Count Panin.*This gives him an op- 
portunity of seeing him often, and of entering into the minutest details 
about what he does or intends to do. By a very odd accident I have dis-

of Poland, This Treaty is kept a profound secret; [ am not however without 
some hopes of getting it as soon as Lord Cathcart arrives. It is not in my 
power, Mylord, to raise the money that would undoubtedly be asked for it. 
I cannot but apprehend that His Excellency will find the Prussian Mi- 
nister in his way. The King his Master is still endeavouring to persuade this 
Court that she must diminish our pride before she can hope to deal with 
us upon equal terms. The Court of Denmark is so obedient that it would 
be very extraordinary was she not to be on the best terms with Russia, 
Sweden is very quiet, and as to Poland, the policy of that country is so 
enigmatical to me that I will not pretend to trouble Your Lordship with 
any thing more about it, except that the Empress herself has said that She 
hopes that the measures She has taken will be so far successful as to ren- 
der the next diet effectual, after which the first person who will endeavour 
to disturb the public tranquillity will be punished very severely. Some 
people believe that Russia is not sorry at the bottom to be obliged to keep 
her troops in Poland and to have an opportunity of governing that country 
as if it was one of its provinces. But I cannot presume to determine how 
far this is true.

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Ministry, which occasioned delays in business, but which he did not treat 
in any light more serious than as inconvenient from that reason; he talked 
of the truth, simplicity and steadiness of his own character with a conscious- 
ness that became him; and was pleased to express a favourable opinion of me. 

He is remarkably slow in his expression, and full in his explanations, 
tenacious of his propositions, but has temper enough to bear discussions, 
and to hear a contrary opinion if decently supported, of which I have coen- 
vinced myself by a second conversation of some length which I had with 
him last night on a subject with which I shall perhaps not trouble Your 
Lordship, as nothing was then concluded, till another opportunity. Upon the 
whole I have seldom seen a man with whom I think I could more agreeably, 
more safely, or more advantageously do business. 

When it came to my turn to speak, I made him the compliments upon 
his character which all I had ever seen of his writing or heard of him en- 
titled him to, and made use of a permission His Majesty gave me of expres- 
sing the favourable opinion He is pleased to entertain of him, which gave 
him the highest satisfaction. 

Mr Panin absolutely holds the helm of this Empire, though Mr Orloffis in 
the same sort of favour and in as high a degree as ever, and has the disposal 
of many favours and emoluments.

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I have this instant received the enclosed note from Mr. Panin in con- 
sequence of a conversation of two hours I had with him yesterday on the 
ceremonial relative to the reception of an ambassadress at this Court. It 
depends upon me to decline lady Cathcart’s going to Court, to write to Your 
Lordship for His Majesty’s orders, or to comply with the ceremonial: If 
nothing happens that can alter my opinion, I propose to do the last. 

Were I to decline, the ceremonial having been fixed in the beginning 
of the reign of the Empress Elisabeth, Lord Tyrawley and several ambas- 
sadors having been here, and having consented at the time, I should give 
ground to believe I had positive orders against lady Cathcart’s complying; 
in which light, there might be some blame in having brought her here. Were 
I to send to Your Lordship for orders, I think in my heart from what His 
Majesty was pleased to say to me, and from the conversation I have had 
with Your Lordship, I should receive orders to comply; in the mean while 
the grace of the compliance would be best, and so much would be said about 
it that when the orders arrived, | might be obliged from change of circum- 
stances to object to them. 

If I take it upon myself to comply I shall avoid more inconveniences 
than I can possibly explain in this dispatch, and very serious ones for the 
friendship His Majesty wishes to subsist between the two Courts, and shall

reciprocally first kiss each others hands, and then salute each other, that it 
14 is part of an etiquette to which our Court never objected, that the only 
. ambassadress who ever was here (and was from Sweden) did kiss the hand 
of the Empress Catherine, that the Spanish Envoy’s Lady who refused it, 
did refuse it from a desire in her Court to disoblige the Empress, as she 
had made no objection in the same character to kiss the hand of the Queen 
of Sweden, who did not salute her afterwards as the Empress would have 
done, and that upon the whole the King’s ambassadress will be infinitely on 
a higher footing here than the Russian will be at London, as the latter can 
only from the nature of our etiquette take place as youngest countess, where- 
as the former will have rank over the grande gouvernante, who is looked 


upon as attached by her office to the person of the Empress, and insepa- 
rable from it.

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These are the reasons which will determine me, if nothing unforeseen 
arises, to accept the declaration offered to be signed by Mr Panin and the 
Vice-Chancellor in the Empress’s name. Most happy shall I be if I meet 
with His Majesty’s approbation of my conduct in favour of the motives which 
determine me; and indeed, My Lord, upon this occasion I shall stand in 
need of the support of His Majesty’s sanction to satisfy the mind of my fair 
couritry women who may not be informed of the full state of the case. In 
the worst event that can happen, it will always be in His Majesty’s power 
upon future occasions to desire his ambassadors to leave their wives in Eng- 
land, or for their wives, if they do not like the conditions, to stay at home. 
It is to be observed that by the etiquette the ambassadors and other Mi- 
nisters are only obliged to kiss hands when presented as the Russians do, 
yet so little has been their aversion and so great their zeal, that they kiss 
the Empress’s hand every time She comes into the drawing room, which 
practice being voluntary in the beginning and not yet followed by the Em- 
press’s subjects, makes it the more difficult for them to conceive that in the 
act of kissing hands at this Court, where it has always been customary, 
there should be any idea of its being improper or humiliating, though not 
the usage at the Courts of ambassadors who so willingly acquiesce in it.

Her superiority of understanding puts her 
above apprehension of danger from the power either of her son as he ad- 
vances in age or of her favorite, as he is precisely what she chooses he should 
be: and her Minister in all probability, being now the governor, will be the 
Minister of the Grand Duke.

I accompanied Prince Lobkowitz, who was so obliging as to carry me 
toa tent where I was introduced to most of the ladies of the Court and re- 
ceived with great politeness. Count Bruce did the honours; there was a 
temple and triumphal arch erected with a platform for Her Majesty to 
approach the temple where the stone was placed, together with the inscrip- 
tion, medals and coins. At the appointed hour Her Imperial Majesty arrived 
preceded by Bishops, Archimandrites and other dignified clergy with the 
choristers of her chapel, who ranged themselves upon the platform before 
Her Majesty and performed an anthem. 

It was impossible to see this procession, and consider the occasion 
without recollecting the following lines of Virgil which will give Your Lord- 
ship a better idea than any description of mine of the appearance of the 
Empress.

great satisfaction of His Majesty’s gracious approbation when Your Lord- 
ship lays this dispatch before him. 

I told Mr Panin he might judge of His Majesty’s disposition to please 
the Empress by the most public marks of friendship when His Ministers 
could venture without orders to take a point so delicate and important 
upon himself, and of my zeal to carry into execution on every occasion the 
intentions of His Majesty so cordial towards his Mistress, as well as the 
respectful deference of Lady Cathcart, to whom I assured him this question 
had by no means been indifferent, as she is not only a Peeress of Great 
Britain, but immediately descended from the united houses of Hamilton 
and Douglas, the most illustrious of her country. 

I cannot paint to Your Lordship the satisfaction of Mr Panin with 
the particulars of the conversation, and upon the issue of it; nor how many 
obliging returns he made in the Empress’s and in his own name; nor will 
I paint to you what would have been the consequence to myself, to Lady 
Cathcart, and to the King’s expectations of the success of my embassy, had 
this matter taken a different turn, and had I set out with disputing the 
Kmpress’s right to her own etiquette in her own Court, and with insisting 
on her giving up an immemorial custom.

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Your Lordship may perhaps find Mr Panin’s note of some use in your 
acquaintance with Mr Czernicheff, who will certainly find Madame not upon 
the footing at London upon which he will learn Lady Cathcart is received 
at St. Petersburg, and would probably endeavour to mend her game if 
Mr Panin’s sentiments as well as the nature of things did not stand in 
his way. 

I had almost forgot to tell your Lordship that I clearly explained to 
Mr Panin that I looked upon the custom of Foreign Ministers kissing the 
Empress’s hand every time when they came to Court as a distinction of 
which I should always myself be very glad to have the honour to profit, yet 
as it was not the practice of Russian Ladies except when presented, I could 
not consent to any extension of the custom for Lady Cathcart, which after 
some discussion he very handsomely approved, so that she will only kiss 
the Empress’s hand the first day, and in a private audience. 

Finding Mr Panin’s heart extremely open with some compliments I had 
paid him on the manner in which he had conducted himself towards me 
in this business; with which indeed I have the greatest reason to be pleased, 
I told him I hoped I should be able to discuss matters of still greater mo- 
ment with him in the same temper and the same confidence, and for my 
own part had no thought upon business that I wished to conceal from him.

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As a proof of it I put into his hands a translation of the 3° and 4™ articles 
of my instructions that he might be a judge as well as a witness of my 
conduct in the manner of obeying them. 

He read them with a countenance uniformly placid, though I was not 
sure that the 3° article was exactly what he wished or expected. 

He told me that nothing could be more friendly, or more corresponding 
with his Sovereign’s sentiments or his own wishes than these instructions: 
that Russia had alone done more than was almost credible, that alone she 
had rooted out the influence of the enemies of the peace of Europe from 
the North, that the Empress offered the North in that situation to the King, 
if He chose to make an alliance with Her, an alliance independent of all 
other Powers, but might serve as the foundation to alliance with other Powers. 

This he said was a great deal for the Empress to have been able to do 
alone, but that alone and without assistance to keep, things in that situa- 
tion, would be impossible.

Never having been a card player and having long ceased to be a dancer, 
I was obliged to decline the honours proposed to me of making the Empress’s 
party and of dancing with the Lady who began the ball with His Imperial 
Highness. I was at the more liberty to converse with those who were unen- 
gaged, there being the most perfect liberty in the appartment without either 
confusion or want of respect for the Imperial presence, 

The Empress herself, who only sits down to cards to break the forma- 
lity of the circle, took all opportunities of quitting them and mixing with 
great affability with the company in the different parts of the room. She 
was pleased to honour me by addressing her discourse to me for a conside- 
rable part of the time. upon subjects very interesting to my curiosity; the 
internal state of Her Empire and some of the great improvements She is car- 
rying on, and was pleased to inform Herself from me of some particulars of 
which I was able to give her some account, and to which, though I should 
have imagined they lay rather out of the course of Her Majesty’s observa- 
tion, I found She was by no means a stranger. A circumstance which did not 
surprise me, having learned that She is every day settled at business before 
five in the morning, that She is at the head of every work and looks into

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every detail Herself, and that all Her conversation turns upon subjects of 
improvement which She manages in a manner void not only of affectation, 
but even of the appearance of seriousness or gravity. 

Count Shouvaloff, a Gentleman who is director of the commission of 
deputies for forming a project for the code of laws, acquainted me that there 
was a gallery from whence the Empress sometimes was a witness of their 
proceedings, and that next it there was another gallery where he would give 
orders for my admission with whatever company I chose to carry. The offer 
was too agreeable to be refused. 

The room and all the committe rooms are in the winter palace now re- 
pairing for the reception of Her Imperial Majesty some months hence. I 
will at this time only say that what I saw of it yesterday did not seem to 
me either in extent or magnificence to fall short of Inigo Jones’s idea for 
Whitehall, with which it also corresponded in the happy circumstance of 
being situated on a very noble river and which without derogation to the 
Thames may be compared to it, as it is of a great breadth and admits ves- 
sels of a much greater draught of water. There is one room which I only 
saw through a window, but I am told it is as large as Westminster Hall. 
We were introduced into the gallery over the room where the assembly was 
held and separated from it by casements; the meeting at that moment was

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adjourned during pleasure, the members of my acquaintance were mostly 
military, dressed in uniforms, and decorated with the ensigns of their respec- 
tive orders; the clerks were mostly officers and the servants of the house I 
was informed were subalterns or bas-officiers, and there were many mem- 
bers from the different corners of this immense Empire whose different 
names and dresses it would be too long to describe in a dispatch: the cata- 
logue might make a canto in an heroic poem. 

The room seemed so full, and the different groups so busy in conver- 
sation that it was impossible to look down upon the assembly without think- 
ing of a beehive. The Empress’s throne fills one end of the room, the 
other end and both sides have benches as in the house of Commons; on the 
left side of the throne is a table of State. At the upper end there was a 
chair for the Marshal of the commission, and on one side two other chairs, 
one for the director who minutes the proceedings, and the other for the 
procureur-général who is there as commissioner from the Empress and who 
has a right to interpose in her name, in case the standing orders should 
be attached. 

The members are classed according to the governments to which they 
belong, every district furnishing a noble, a merchant or artizan, and a free 
peasant, and the seats being numbered they place themselves accordingly.

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The clergy have but one commissioner who is an archbishop and sits alone 
on the right of the throne. When the house was resumed, they all took 
their places and observed the most perfect silence and attention till one o’ 
clock when they adjourned. «Cedant arma togae» is inverted in this constitu- 
tion: there was not a black gown or any thing that looked like a Lawyer in 
the house. The Lord Chancellor, a Lieutenant General of a very military 
aspect, and a knight of the White Eagle had neither purse nor mace, but 
when he arose to speak he took a lance, called the marshal’s staff in his 
hand, and addresed himself with a great deal of method and distinctness and 
a very audible voice to the assembly; he told them as I was informed, that 
a motion having been made at a former meeting and reasons given in writ- 
ing to support it; that all persons having the rank of field officers should be 
declared noble; and a contrary opinion having been that day offered with 
reasons which had been read by the assembly, it was his duty to put the 
question, which was done by ballot, and in the interim, a portion of the 
Empress’s instructions were read by a clerk, the whole being ordered to be 
read once a month that they may be present in every member’s mind; the 
volume does not .much exceed in size the standing orders of the house of 
Lords.

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I was told that questions are often lost, that divisions were often nar- 
row, and that there was one member (Ursinus a professor from Livonia) 
who scarcely ever grants a proposition ; several leaves of absence were given, 
resignations accepted and new elections of members declared, and then the 
marshal adjourned the assembly. 

This institution appears to me in the light of a scaffolding to be removed 
of course when the Empress has. completed the noble edifice She has 
planned, a code of laws upon her own principles, but in the manner the 
most consistent with the true interest and the inclination of all her subjects. 
With this view she ordered these national representatives to be assembled 
to the number of six hundred, granting them great immunities and _privi- 
leges, every one having instructions from his constituents with respect to 
what they wish and want, and a state of their situation. 

She gave them instructions containing the principles on which the work 
is to be carried on and the rules and orders by which the assembly is to 
govern itself; every member has a copy and they are to be publicly read 
once a month. 

Nineteen committees were instituted. Every motion must be approved 
by the committee to which its object relates, and lastly by the committee 
of direction, before it can be made to the assembly.

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favorite, it is impossible to be without some apprehension, which must in- 
crease as the Grand Duke approaches to the age of maturity, especially at 
a court not over delicate, or scrupulous, with regard to the means of gra- 
tifying ambition, so that the object be obtained. It is at least prudent to 
have this precarious state of things always in Your Excellency’s eye, for 
should dissension at home be added to indiscretion abroad, it will greatly 
change the value of that alliance which is otherwise so desirable. 

The great public works and magnificent institutions carrying on, the 
respectable footing upon which the army is put, the good order ofthe finan- 
ces, and flourishing condition of trade, are circumstances which must give 
pleasure to every Englishman who knows how much the political and com- 
mercial interests of Great Britain and Russia coincide, and who, for that 
reason, must be sorry to see that Her Imperial Majesty’s attention should 
be diverted from those important domestic objects, to foreign concerns, 
from which it is to be feared she will not derive so much profit or credit: 
this leads me (still following the order of Your Excellency’s Letter) to Po- 
land. I am sorry to see that the entangled state of affairs in that miserable 
country is treated so slightly by the Court of Petersburg, as appears from 
Your Excellency’s account; for, not to make any severe remarks on the 
justice or decency of the remedy of proceeding to extremities, which Your

Excellency is told will be effectual, when the Empress finds it necessary to 
employ it (and which She has already been obliged to have recourse to at 
Cracow and elsewhere), it is much to be apprehended, that the ill humour 
which is already stirred up by those violent measures, will not so soon 
subside, and may involve Russia, and other countries, in difficulties from 
which it will not be easy to extricate herself. 

France is so open in her attemps to rouse the resentment of the Porte 
upon this occasion, that her intrigues at Constantinople to effect this pur- 
pose, can be no secret at Petersburg; but it may not be so well known 
there, that the same Court is not less indefatigable in other places, and par- 
ticularly in Sweden, where she has actually formed a plan for subverting 
the constitution of that country at this conjuncture, and has engaged not 
only the King and Queen but the Prince so warmly in this project, that 
the latter is impatient for attempting to carry in into execution, even before 
the arrival of Mr Modene who is fully instructed on that head. 

I need not apprize Your Excellency of the extreme delicacy with which 
this information is to be treated, and of the very confidential manner in 
which you are permitted to make a friendly communication of it to Mr Pa- 


nin, as a piece of information which even our own Minister at Stockholm 
is hitherto unacquainted with.

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I shall be extremely happy to find that by the time this dispatch reaches 
Your Excellency, the Court of Petersburg may have reason to remain in 
the same state of security with regard to the Porte; but our latest accounts 
from Constantinople, as well from the King’s Minister there, as through 
other channels, represent things in a very different light, the particulars of 
which I need not mention, as it is impossible but Mr Obrescow must have long 
before this, informed his Court of the actual preparations for war in that 
part of the world; that Minister has been long enough in Turkey to know the 
rise, progress and nature of His Prussian Majesty’s temporary connections 
there, and how much he has been the dupe of that expansive confidence he 
has so often placed in low agents; yet it may not be so easy to convince 
those with whom you converse of their mistake with regard to his influence 
there. What Your Excellency says on that head is too strong a mark (even 
without the other instances which you give in the letter I am now answer- 
ing) of the credit that is paid to the King of Prussia’s assertions at Pe- 
tersburg, and of the want of proper information at that Court: while there 
remains an inclination to take His Prussian Majesty’s opinion on the affairs 
of Europe, or to form any judgment on this country from the very unfavou- 
rable, unfair, and ignorant accounts of it, which are propagated through 
that channel, it must render abortive Your Excellency’s best endeavours

confidence in that Court is to be regulated. If the Empress and Her Mi- i 
nisters have any reserve with regard to the extent of their Prussian connec- ie 
tions, you can’t have a better reason for being upon your guard, cautiously a 
avoiding however the least offensive mark of défiance; for whatever Your 
Excellency’s embassy may produce, the appearance of a good understan- 
ding between the two Courts is to be kept up as much as possible. 

There never was a time when it was more necessary to His Majesty’s 
affairs that His servants abroad should hear as much and say as little as 
possible.

(Ne 18. Extracts.) The Empress’s reception of the King’s Ambassador, 
Mr de Czernicheff’s own rank, the confidence of his Sovereign, the civilities 
his family show to all the King’s subjects (they call themselves la fa- 
mille anglaise), will, I doubt not, procure him at Court and from Your 
Lordship all the marks of regard any ambassador can receive in England; 
and I shall esteem it as a particular favour, if you are pleased to let him 
perceive the justice I have done to the goodness of the Empress and all 
her Court, in reporting it to Your Lordship for the King’s information. 
Mr de Panin, whom I believe to be veracity itself, seemed much plea- 
sed after the conversation we had about the Turkish article; he told me the 
other day, and I have farther reasons to know it, that he had given up thoughts 
that the Turkish clause Would ever go down in England even before I came, 
though he never before owned it; and I believe the article which in that con- 
versation he offered to admit, upon reflection convinced himself and friends 
that no real advantage could arise from it, though on that footing, it had 
been granted, and confirmed him in the idea of sacrificing it to the expec-

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tation of something more solid, and in the utility of which we should be 
more interested. 

Delays at this Court are not unusual, but I think as Mr de Saldern 
was daily expected, it is not impossible the delivery of the paper might be 
delayed till his judgment had been had upon it. His abilities and his 
attachment to his Sovereign and to his friends will always give him great 
weight in this Court, which he supports with great appearance of humility, 
but is bold in private in giving and maintaining his opinion. I have had 
several and very long and intimate conversations in which I hope I have 
laid the foundation of a lasting friendship with him, and flatter myself that 
he may have frequent occasions to be of great use to me and to the King’s 
service, without breach of fidelity to his own Court, so much are the inte- 
rests of the two nations mutually connected. He is very warm, and not a 
granter of the propositions of others nor willing to give up his own, but 
his warmth is like that of an honest man and soon over. He gave me notice 
the night before I received the paper that the Turkish clause would be 
given up and a subsidy to Sweden proposed. 

I told him that would be buying the alliance of Russia; he replid: No, 
the Empress bought our alliance, giving us for nothing the system acquired 
at her expense, and demanding only that we should assist in keeping it up,

Russia, to my predecessors, as their correspondence shows, appeared 
under French influence, from inclination, custom and education. Russia is 
now, by the Empress’s firm determined and declared opinions, and will 
be more so by all her institutions, decidedly English; the moment for ne- 
gotiating cannot therefore be more favourable. 

The spirit of a superiority. intended to be usurped can no longer be 
suspected, she meets England more than half way and proposes to her to 
guarantee Sweden against herself. 

The Turkish clause is surrendered at discretion. 

The system of the North acquired by the Empress and the common 
advantages arising from it are explained, and offered to the King for his 
participation upon a footing of perfect equality, though it has been com- 
pleted without expense to His Majesty or any charge made upon him now. 

The necessity of supplying the place of the French subsidy in Sweden 
in order to preserve this: system is set forth, and a desire expressed that 
England would take that subsidy upon herself, in consideration of the

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expenses Russia has already been put to in Sweden, Poland and elsewhere, 
those that will annually continue, all tending to the establishing and kee- 
ping up the system and the risk of deficiencies in Sweden, which make the 
alliance still more chargeable to her than to us. 

And after these explanations we are desired to send a project of a 
Treaty containing all our own interests, and including as many of those of 
Russia as we find possible. 

Now, my Lord, I will so far expose myself to Your Lordship as to 
own that if His Majesty continues to express a desire to be with Russia at 
the head of this system, the reasons in point of equality do not occur to 
me upon which a refusal to pay half the expense of what is necessary to 
keep it up can be grounded. It must either be said. 

England does not choose to belong to the system. 

She does not look upon herself as having an interest equal to the inte- 
rest Russia has. 

She thinks that by paying it, and leaving the rest to Russia, an unequal 
share of the burthen falls on herself. 

The last point but one is matter of discussion, and not with Sweden 
but with Russia, Mr Panin (I forgot to mention it) having desired it; and 
Russia certainly will not fail, in order to facilitate matters, to bring it as 
low as she can.

No man ever gave or received more satisfaction than D‘ Dymsdale in 
his intercourse with the Empress and Grand Duke and Mr Panin, and as 
he has lived much with them, when he returns, will be very well worth 
Your Lordship’s talking with. 

The Empress exteriorly has more dignity than can be expressed, a dig- 
nity superior to all form; is cheerful, calm and of an attention and benevo- 
lence that extends to all. I must not suffer myself to go too deep in this 
dispatch on a subject so interesting, but will just beg leave to assure you 
that, as far as I can judge, Her Imperial Majesty’s measures for her own 
security, the happiness of her subjects and the grandeur and improvement 
of Her Empire are wise and well directed; that the Grand Duke is a most 
amiable and promising Prince in the hands of Mr Panin, the Empress’s 
Minister, who loves him with a tenderness beyond the feelings of most fa- 
thers, and is backed by the persons of greatest consideration in the army, 
seems to have at the same time the best chance for fair play and for living 
in friendship with his mother, who if otherwise inclined must manage his 
friends. As to the Count Orloffs the eldest brother never would accept any 
title, ornament or place; one is dying and a third is gone abroad with him.

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The favourite does not seem a man of vivacity or ambition, and the youn- 
gest a very reasonable well disposed young man who has studied at Leipsick 
and is just married. What is extraordinary of those five brothers is that 
before their elevation and since, they have had always a common purse 
and the same agent, and an order from any of them is a proper voucher 
for any thing he does or expends. 

Whatever thoughts there may have been of farther, I mean the highest, 
preferment for the chambellan, they seem now to be at an end, not from 
the decay of his favour, but the danger of the enterprise. . 

He is a man unsafe to irritate, but one who, if he is suffered according

(Ni 22. Extract.) I have only to add to it (a duplicate of his dispatch, 
Ne 21) a conversation I have this moment had with Mr Panin at Court, 
who took me aside and asked if I had mentioned what had past. betwixt us 
in relation to the dispositions of this Court to assist Corsica, in case 
England also interested herself in its defence; I told him I had, he replied 
all would be ready here to embark in the beginning of May, or sooner, if it 
were thought safe, from any Russian port except that of Cronstadt, naming 
Archangel, Revel, Narva, that the tonnage of British traders seldom 
exceeds 9,000 cubic feet, that the equipment for seven thousand men 
would require 15,000 cubic feet, and therefore two British ships, and that 
he hoped, if the thing agreed with the King’s views, that arrangements 
would be taken in England in a private manner that two such ships 
should be ready at one of those ports, as early in the season as possible, 
in order to receive the stores and transmit them as private property. 

I told him that I had already put the question to Your Lordship and 
desired the favor of all the lights you could give me relative to the state 
of Corsica, and the best method of applying this succour and that I would 


certainly make the addition he desired to what I had already written, but

dering. He assured me and protested there was no such person here; that 
the idea arose from a desire to cooperate with England in every view 
tending to the common object, that if England had no view of taking a 
part in the relief of Corsica and was in the intention of letting it fall into 
the hands of France, Russia could have none; if otherwise, this succour, 
which could not arrive but under the protection of the British flag, would 
be cheerfully given and the Empress would be advised by the King as to 
every step to be taken by which her intention might be rendered the most 
effectual, and even hoped the King, if the measure is gone into, would take 
the method he judged proper of having the matter confidentially communi- 
cated to Paoli and the plan concerted with him. 

In short it is difficult for me to render to Your Lordship my own idea 
of the force of all Mr Panin’s expressions of the Empress’s and his own 
desire to convince the King and the nation of the sincere inclination of Her 
Imperial Majesty to throw weight into the scale of Britain whenever exi- 
gencies required it; and what he said was little less than that if the King 
had a view for the preservation of Corsica, the Empress would furnish an 
appointment of arms cannon and ammunition for seven thousand men of 
which His Majesty might do the honours.

I will begin by assuring Your Lordship that all I have ever said of 
the veracity, candour, firmness and good intentions of Mr Panin who has 
the whole sway here, is trusted with the Empress’s affairs, and has indeed 
been trusted with her life in the affair of the inoculation and all the im- 
portant arrangements which preceded that operation, does not do more 
than justice to the merit he really has in those respects. 

At the same time I must own to Your Lordship that he is the man the 
most reserved (beyond the latitude he prescribes to himself), and the most 
impenetrable I ever met with. His experience of the world and in business 
has led him to place himself in a circle of greater or less extent according 
to the person he treats with. Within that circle he moves with ease and 
freedom, but to bring him out of it, I believe those who have practised 
him, will assure Your Lordship is very difficult.

The ancient Russ had a great dislike to inoculation; as Mr Panin es- 
poused it, the question might have become serious, had not the firmness 
and address of the Empress and her Minister, got the better of all opposi- 
tion. There now remains only the Grand Duke who has had a good chance 
as ever patient had, and that affair happily over, I do believe no circum- 
stance can be suggested that could increase the present harmony and sta- 
bility, which considering the different characters and the strong manner 
in which their common interest tend to unite them in the same measures 
at the important juncture Your Lordship looks to, I am persuaded will 
continue to subsist, especially if Mr Panin’s credit is strengthened by the 
completion of the northern system.

well as the Prussian subject, we proceeded; and in the first conversation he 
told me that the Empress had judged it proper to prevent the Crown from 
becoming hereditary in the House of Saxony; that a Piast should be chosen; 
that Piast should not be a very rich Magnat, that Mr de Poniatowsky should 
be the man; that the privileges of the dissidents should be established and 
supported, and that the Liberwm Veto and other guards of the liberty of 
Poland and its independency against encroachments of the Crown should, at 

the request of the Poles themselves, be guaranteed by Russia; that of all : 
those points the Turks had been apprized and had approved; that the 
Mufti &* had declared a rupture on the Polish accounts was against reli- 
gion and law; that the Ministers at the Porte had declared it rash and

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pared in all quarters, but that if the worst happened, the Polish troubles 
were the pretext and not the reason. 

The misfortunes of Poland appear to me to have many sources. 

The Polish constitution is so near to anarchy, that violence must be 
expected on every vacancy of the Throne. Left to themselves they cut one 
another’s throats. If they. are prevented by their neighbours it must be by 
the violent remedy of a foreign force. 

A King made by a faction or by an army is apt to forget that by a 
faction or an army he must continue to be supported and may be de- 
throned. 

His present Majesty lost the confidence of Russia by refusing to take 
on himself the affair of the dissidents which produced the full powers to 
Prince Repnin so fatal to the King’s authority. 

He afterwards acceded to the plan of Russia and lost the hearts of 
his subjects without regaining the Empress’s confidence. 

The Empress suffered herself to be persuaded to add to the affair of 
the dissidents some other affairs not necessary and offensive to the Poles, 
and to crown all, dissolved the confederation of the public and made her 
army necessary: hinc illae lacrymae.

He knew that the Grand Visir, and 
believes that the Reis Effendi was deposed. He had been assured the mufti 
and men of law had declared the rupture against good faith and religion in

to come to act at Cracow and elsewhere and the consequence of the Polish 
troubles were too slightly considered, and that every thing seemed to 
render it necessary to come to some measures consistent with the Empress’s 
dignity and the support of the dissidents by which peace might be restored 
to that unhappy Kingdom. That I had not before pressed this subject, though 
I had some times mentioned it; but that it now became my duty to be

name of the King our Master, whether the Russian troops should evacuate 
it or not, | should say: no; for were Poland to be left to itself without a 
principle of force either foreign or domestic to support government of some 
sort, anarchy must be the consequence; the just privileges of the dissidents 
for which so many powers have declared would fall, as would the dissidents 
themselves, and one fifth part of Poland would be massacred by the other 
four.

By these circumstances Your Lordship may judge of the magnificence 
and generosity of Her Imperial Majesty. Such emoluments great as they 
are, have a determined value, but the manner in which they have been 
conferred, the satisfaction of the Grand Duke, and the applause of the 
whole nation, are an addition which I am persuaded in the eyes of Mr 
Dymsdale is inestimable. 

The Grand Duke from whom Mr Panin had concealed the Empress’s 
intentions till the moment, that his pleasure might be heightened by sur- 
prise, did me the honour to tell me in the evening, almost with tears in 
his eyes, that it was impossible for him to express the satisfaction he had 
felt, and gave me a very strong proof of that sensibility of heart which is 
natural to him and which has been cultivated with great care. 

As for Baron Dymsdale, he is exactly what Doctor Dymsdale was when 
he left Stratford. The manly simplicity of his behavior, and his firmness

He has never 
forgot the honour he has of being the King’s subject, and has ever communi- 
cated with me on matters which the duty of his situation did not render 
improper for him to talk upon. 

He in confidence informed me of the Barony intended, and of the hint 
given him, that it would be very unpleasing to the Empress if that di- 
stinguished mark of her favour were declined, and asked me if it would at 
all be taken ill or give offence to His Majesty if he accepted what was so 
strongly put to him and what he had never thought of, without leave. 

I told him that it was common, I believed, for British subjects to ask 
the King’s consent before they accepted honours from foreign sovereigns, 
but that His Majesty’s sentiments with regard to every thing that could 
show his desire of giving pleasure to the Empress were so well known to 
me, that I would take it upon myself to assure him that His Majesty 
would rather choose that he should immediately accept the honour intended, 
than wait for his permission, and that I would do him the justice to ac- 


quaint «Your Lordship» for His. Majesty’s information of what I had said 
to him. 


This was reported to Mr Panin who expressed to me his satisfaction, 
and at the same time his regret that it had not occurred to him previously

The want of an Austrian barrier was immediately felt, and in some 
high places, the Minister, who is looked upon as answerable for that want, 
who also has declared he will never make an alliance with England wi- 
thout supplying it, and whose credit receives support from the idea of a 
probability of the alliance, and therefore of a barrier, felt the effects of it. 
Several arrangements and nominations especially military were made 
which I have reason to believe would not have been made, had he been 
the author.

The Vice-Chancellor is not French nor Prussian, but 
is determinedly Austrian; a man in point of parts known in England, and 
in point of connection not attached to Mr Panin. General Galitzin is not a 
party man; if he were, he would be Austrian. General Czernicheff is a man 
of lively agreeable and useful talents, but his countrymen reckon him dan- 
gerous for the following reason: they reckon him doubly ungrateful to Mr 
Panin who saved him from disgrace, and whom he traverses, though under 
the appearance of friendship; a man who has a known income, lives at a 
very disproportionate expense, and one, who being already the Minister of 
war, would wish to be, like the Duke of Choiseul, Minister also in other 
branches, and if he had that view, cannot hope to attain it, if he is extre- 
mely scrupulous as to the means; and if he does, it is thought, looks upon 
his brother in England, whose character here is not so good by a great 
many shades, as one who will be useful some time hence in holding some 
great employment. It is evident to me that of late the symptoms of diffe- 
rent opinions between these two Ministers are discernible.

to proceed too far on the grounds alleged, the chief risk would be for 
himself, and as long as there is a chance of making the alliance, I must 
believe his good sense will lead him to content himself with the honour his 
brother will acquire in England, and the opportunity the war will give 
him of increasing his own credit. But were the alliance and therefore the 
expected barrier or equivalent to fail, I leave it to Your Lordship rather 
than take it upon myself to guess how far, in that moment so dangerous 
for a Minister, whose ability, upright intentions, and the success, which 
may be expected from them seem to be his surest and best friends, the 
combined forces of all parties, and the corruption to which if it were in their 
way, many hands in this country will be open, would not afford a every 
tempting assistance to ambition, and a very plausible appearance of su- 
ccess, or at least of confusion. It would be a misfortune but in case of the 
success of such an attempt, I can see no consequence from whence any 
Power but France and the Turks can expect advantage. This I state at 
this time that it may have whatever weight in the determination at home 
with regard to the subsidy upon which I apprehend the alliance will depend 
which it is thought to deserve.

(Ne 45. Extracts.) He (Mr Panin) said the King was absolute master 
with respect to the proposition stated to him; that if there was another 
expedient he owned, that, though he should be very glad of it, it was enti- 
rely new to any ideas he himself could form. That by paying that subsidy 
which being for five years only, and paid annually did not amount to an 
expense which could alarm England either in point of extent or duration, 
the King would put himself with Russia at the head of the system of the 
North, and by preventing the French from having that footing there, which 
has been their constant policy, would cover Russia from a hostile Power 
which would hang over her, whilst she was engaged in a war on her oppo- 
site frontier. That it was the only shape in which he thought England 
could be of service to Russia, and without it, the alliance of Russia could 
be of no service to England; because she (Russia) would be occupied in 
her own defence, and have nothing to spare for that of her ally; and that

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he did not see anything the two nations would have to do farther than to 
continue those mutual but ineffectual good wishes for each other, which 
is all that, if the system of England prevents this subsidy, circumstances 
can possibly permit or authorize. 

As to the systems, he said, the change of the Austrian system had 
changed the system of every Power in Europe. 

That in former alliances the advantage Austria received from England 
was the motive why Russia, who was Austrian, concluded an unequal alli- 
ance with England and submitted to the exception of the Turkish casus 
foederis; and that Russia was Austrian appeared by the last war, when she 
adhered to Austria and not to England, when the former left the latter. 

That in the present alliance Russia means to connect herself with 
England independent of all other Powers in order to prevent such acci- 
dents, and had a right to a treaty on terms of equality and reciprocity. 
That considering the various cases of alliance, the treaty would not be 
equal without a Turkish casus foederis, because it was the only case where 
Russia could receive benefit, and the cases where England could receive 
benefit were many. 

That Russia to please England had varied her system, given up the 
Turkish casus foederis because, for reasons of England, it made an insur-

That that object could not be obtained by corruption alone, but that a 
subsidy was absolutely necessary for it, and for preserving the present 
constitution in Sweden, without which the monarchy would become abso- 
lute and thereby that King formidable as heretofore to all its neighbours.

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Though Russia has declared she has no faith in any possibility of a 
disposition in the Porte towards a reconciliation, and looks upon a battle 
as the safest, surest, and shortest way of bringing it about, she will be 
very glad to come to terms, honorable for herself, that is an avowal 
of the Sultan’s having proceeded upon a mistake; if in consequence of 
Mr Murray’s endeavours, by His Majesty’s orders, and upon the intelli- 
gence I sent him from hence, such accounts are transmitted hitherto, as 
give room for such sentiments to be of use. 

With regard to Poland, she desires, and has endeavoured to confede- 
rate that republic, in order to enter into such measures as may effectually 
pacify it, but the hatred the Poles have conceived against the Russians, 
chiefly from Prince Repnin’s manner of treating them, is such, that that 
event seems at a great distance, and is one of those objects which will 
greatly depend upon the success of the first battle. 

As to Sweden, she and her allies, are of opinion, their safety and 
peace depend upon the not suffering the constitution to be altered. They 
seem less in pain on that account, but apprehend great efforts will be used 
in the diet to produce a war, and from that apprehension are making very 
great naval preparations, and have marched more troops into Finland, 
which if occasions require may be farther increased.

northern system, though neither desirous to assist the Turks, nor to adopt 
the French views in Poland. 

That on the other hand, the King of Prussia, is looked upon as the firm 
friend of this Court, the enemy of France, pacific in his endeavours in 
Turkey, in his views with regard to Austria and Poland, and in his wishes 
that our alliance may be made with Russia, and that from those reasons, a 
regret is harboured that the one should seem to be so well, and the other 
so ill with our Court. 

I also observed that great doubts are entertained of the union and sta- 
bility of administration, that it is supposed there is a governing principle 
in England, to have nothing to do with any thing on the continent, but to 
trust to her own naval force for her defence, and to consider her interest as 
separate and unconnected with the rest of the world, and that, in that case, 
her strength and advantages, if never to be exercised in the common cause, 
would rather be an object of envy and of hatred to her enemies, than of 
respect and affection to those who at present wish her well, and would be 
glad, from every consideration, to be connected with her, and to see her have 
that weight in the affairs of Europe, to which the means of consolidating 
the northern system for the defence of the public liberty and peace, would 


justly entitle her.

(Ne 5. Secret. Extract.) With regard to your Excellency’s ideas of the 
manner of bringing about a pacification of the present troubles in Poland, 
I may acquaint your Excellency that His Majesty looks upon that measure 
as absolutely necessary at the present juncture to secure the tranquillity 
of Europe, and fears it cannot be effected without some concessions from 
the Empress of Russia, not only with regard to the guaranty of the con- 
stitution, but also with regard to the dissidents whose distressed situation 
at this time, and the gloomy prospect for the future (which seems to afford 
them no hopes of attaining the honours and charges they are permitted to 
aspire to by the late treaty) makes it probable that they would themselves 
be desirous of compounding, by this means for their security. The King is 
extremely disposed to make use of his good offices for so good a purpose, 
but with respect to the extent of his interposition, I must refer your Ex- 
cellency to my dispatch of the 20“ December last, for the caution recom- 
mended, not to engage His Majesty to guaranty anything that shall be

We gave a masquerade last night to the principal 
persons of this Court which was honored with the presence of the Grand 
Duke and the Empress herself, though Her Imperial Majesty had been so 
much indisposed in the morning as not to be able to do business with her 
Ministers or appear as usual at dinner; Her Majesty stayed two hours and 
played at cards, and by her manner and conversation did every thing pos- 
sible to raise the honour She did us in the eyes of her Court, and the Mi- 
nisters of other Courts who were present. 

I take the liberty to mention this circumstance, as it is the first in- 
stance at Petersburg in this Empress’s time and as I always state as

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a strong impression on his mind, I took pains to convince him that he 
entirely mistook the sentiments of His Majesty and His Ministers in this 
respect, and as he seemed to lay a great stress on little differences between 
the project formerly delivered by Russia, and that given by me (though all 
this was confidential on both sides, as the ambassador could not take upon 
himself ministerially to accept any project with the subsidy to Sweden) I 
ventured to assure him that no difficulty was likely to be made of adopting 
the Russian project, provided these points were secured, viz.: that the 
Turkish war should be excepted, England be at liberty not to send her 
fleet, if it should be necessary for her safety to keep it at home, and fur- 
nish money, instead of it, and no engagement to be entered into with regard 
to Sweden. 

This conversation with me, and one in which the Duke of Grafton 
expressed to him his sentiments of the part His Majesty was likely to 
take, should France proceed to violent measures against Denmark, in 
consequence of the conduct of the latter towards Sweden, and His Majgsty’s 
general inclination to support Russia, have I hope, entirely satisfied the 
Russian ambassador of the sincerity of the King, and His Ministers, in 
wishing a close connection with the Court of Petersburg on terms, honour- 
able to both.

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I have, since that, had the opinion of His Majesty’s servants, who en- 
tirely agreed with me in taking agreeable to His Majesty’s known sentiments, 
every step to remove difficulties, which might obstruct the conclusion of 
the alliance and I have accordingly acquainted Count Czernicheff that His 
Majesty was willing to give the Empress the option of the project now in- 
closed to Your Lordship, or the Russian project, transmitted by Lord 
Buckinghamshire marked in the inclosed paper A. 

Your Excellency will not fail to explain fully to Count Panin that there 
is the greatest bonne foi in the King’s Ministers, that it would be highly 
unfair to suspect them of any desire to amuse or delay, and that the get- 
ting over so readily every difficulty, Count Czernicheff made to the inclo- 
sed project, was the greatest proof of the sincere and determined intention 
to conclude this alliance for the reciprocal advantage of both nations, but 
Your Excellency will be very careful to observe that we take the Russian 
project exactly as transmitted by the Earl of Buckinghamshire, except 
where we have varied from it in the inclosed paper marked A.

I have had great insight 
into the interior of this Court, since I acquainted Your Lordship in a pri- 
vate letter of some appearances about the time the war broke out with the 
i Porte, which threatened some instability in administration here from the 
weight which seemed to be lost by the patron of the northern system at 
that moment, and the credit which circumstances threw into the scale of 
the Minister of the Department of war, which there were suspicions might 
be increased by the addition of other heads of party who did not then 
openly show themselves, but by union upon a proper opportunity might 
become formidable to the present system and to its assertor. 

I did my duty in giving Your Lordship that information, which at that 
time seemed to many, who are better acquainted here than I am, not only 
very important but founded on appearances supported by probable grounds. 

Those appearances have gradually altered, and things have returned 


to their proper channels in which I am persuaded they must in all events 
remain.

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The Russians in general are men of no education or principles of know- 
ledge of any sort, though not without quickness of parts. 

Some of them have great pretensions, and in such, policy can never 
deserve a better name than cunning, which may deceive a stranger and 
embarrass rivals, but never will be able to conduct affairs or gain the con- 
fidence of discerning friends. 

I have had so many opportunities of studying the character both of 
the Sovereign, her Minister and favourites that I think I can rely on the 
account I am going to give Your Lordship. 

The Empress has a quickness of thought and discernment, an attention 
to business and a desire to fill her throne with dignity and with utility 
even to the lowest of her subjects, and to the rising and future as 
well as present generation, which without seeing her it is difficult to 
imagine. 

In the various departments of business she employs various people, and 
I am convinced chooses them according to the use she finds they are capable 
of in their different branches. 

From hence arises one species of favour. 

But as Her Majesty finds it necessary to put her moments of leisure to 
the best use for the purpose of relaxation, in order to repair the fatigues

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of hours of business and close attention, She seeks not for amusements 
which engage and occupy, and are the resource of minds which are never 
seriously employed, but for such objects and such company as are proper, 
as She herself calls it, pour la distraire, so that those who form her society 
are either young people who are extremely gay, or such as are capable 
from the vivacity of their disposition to keep pace with those who are 
younger than themselves. 

From hence proceeds a second species of favour which is apt to mislead 
those who have had opportunities of seeing only the outside of this Court, 
but to those who have but a glance of the interior, appears clearly distinct 
and independent. 

I know no man of business but Mr Panin, who would not be very glad 
to possess a degree of the second, as well as the first sort of favour, but he 
is of a different turn, and of different manners, and does not conceal that he 
finds it too much for him, and that he aims at no ground but utility and 
integrity which does honour to his sovereign and gives stability to her 
government. ' 

I know no man who possesses both sorts of favour so eminently as 
Count Zachar Czernicheff, who though very little younger than Mr Panin 
is at the head of all the festivities of private parties.

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This circumstance adds a great deal to the appearance of his credit, 
which is deservedly high both as a man of business and agreeable in society, 
but I have my doubts whether in so discerning a mind as that of his sove- 
reign, the place he has amongst the favourites of the second order can add 
to or rather does not a little take from the weight due to him as a minister. 

Amongst those distinguished as favourites of the second description, I 
know of none who aspire to the character of men of business although 
through such channels a good many favours are obtained. 

Count Orloff is a man gentle, humane and accessible, and his demea- 
nour towards his sovereign most respectful. 

He is a man of very little education, but of extremely good natural 
parts, and the most distant possible from any sort of pretensions, which in 
this country is a commendation cannot be bestowed with truth on many 
people, he has taken a great deal of pains and with good success to instruct 
himself of late years, and having had an opportunity of talking with him 
one evening when he was heated with dancing and had drunk a glass more 
than common, [ can venture to offer it as my opinion that he is a man of 
honour and truth, and detests and despises the least deviation from either 
in others. 

Mr Panin is in many respects an exception from all I have seen of his 
country; he resembles more the character and manners of a German.

[ cannot desire to be personally better with Mr Panin, nor to have 
more useful asistance than I constantly receive from Mr Saldern who is 
really a man of a most valuable and estimable character, and in the present 
conjuncture indispensably necessary to the success of His Majesty’s wishes 
at this Court.

(Ne 11. Extract.) I shall now only take notice of two points mentioned 
in Your Excellency’s letters, that of the mediation, and the pacification of 
Poland. 

As to the first, it was matter of surprise here to learn that the Empress 
should have taken it ill that it was offered by His Majesty at Constanti- 
nople without previously consulting her. The object that then appeared 
desirable to His Majesty, was to lay hold as soon as possible of any dispo- 
sition in the Porte, to admit the interposition of a friendly Power, before 
things were gone so far as to make a war unavoidable. The moment was 
to be caught, and must naturally be supposed not to admit the delay of 
writing and receiving an answer from Petersburg. His Majesty’s letter to

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the Sultan went no farther than to suppose that if the affair of Balta (in 
which unquestionably many Turkish subjects perished) had passed as repre- 
sented, The Empress would be willing to make a proper reparation, which 
She has since done by the punishment of the offenders, but which at that 
time could not be known here. - 

The King or His Ministers never looked on a mediator as a person who 
was to dictate to the contending parties, nor on the other hand as a mere 
channel of conveyance but as one entitled to use friendly persuasion to 
induce both sides to content themselves with moderate and decent terms 
between them, and in this light His Majesty could not but look upon him- 
self as the properest mediator between two Powers with whom he has 
always had such a connection of friendship and interests. 

With regard to the joint mediation of the King of Prussia, Your Ex- 
cellency has mistaken the sentiments which I meant to convey to you from 
His Majesty, if you understood that the King had determined absolutely 
to refuse such a mediation, when desired by Russia, but at the same time 
His Majesty wished that the different footing on which he stands with re- 
gard to the Turks from any other Power in Europe, and his having from 
the beginning made a voluntary offer of his good offices, might have struck 
the Empress, as reasons for looking on his mediation as alone sufficient,

With respect to the measures which His Majesty wished the Empress 
to adopt in Poland, the King has no view of his own in that advice. It is 
therefore difficult to comprehend the delicacy which Your Excellency feels 
in mentioning it; and if any such extravagant proposal had been made to 
Your Excellency in consequence, as that of His Majesty’s joining in Polish 
expenses, you could not have been at a loss to answer, that His Majesty 
having no other wish in it, than to disembarrass the Court of Petersburg 
from the trouble she now experiences in that country, and to deprive her 
capital enemy of the advantage he may hereafter reap from the distracted 
state of it, there could be no reason to expect any pecuniary assistance 
from him on that account.

religious and civil liberties of the dissidents, and he would at the same time 
have felt a satisfaction in seeing them in possession of honours and offices 
in common with the other subjects of Poland, if the pretensions to them 
appeared consistent with the present temper of that country, and the sa- 
fety of the dissidents themselves; but as Your Excellency knows that in 
this country the Roman Catholics are excluded from all places of honour 
and profit, it is not natural to look upon them as necessary appendages to 
liberty of conscience, or to be contended for at the expense of the lives and 
properties of, a great number of those dissidents and the general devasta- 
tion of that unfortunate Kingdom by civil war. From Your Excellency’s 
accounts and all others it appears that a pacification will be now impossible 
till a campaign has passed.

alliance as a Turky merchant only, the treaty would be innocent, consi- 
dering the whole commercial interests of the Kingdom as a Minister or 
member of Parliament. Besides being innocent in that respect, the treaty 
would appear advantageous in every other light, whether of policy or of 
trade. 

As to the first objection, it seems difficult to prove that it is contrary 
to the King’s dignity to admit a new stipulation merely because it is new 
and gratuitous; unless it can be shown that the former treaty was equal, 
and that the balance is turned against England by this admission. 

If so, the question will turn upon the equality of the old treaty; and 
there seems great ground for asserting that the old treaty was unequal and 
in favour of England; because Russia, unassisted by England, might be at 
war herself with an European Power, her most formidable, if not her only 
rival, and obliged to pay us € 100,000 a year, if we were attacked; which 
is a situation that could not happen to us, and the Russian project does 
not attempt to take herself out of that difficulty and load us with it, but 
only means to put both Empires on the same footing in that respect. 

As to the second project of a subsidy to Sweden, the only objections

of peace, and the desire of granting points, if they are granted, not in a 
single but in a general alliance. 

The last circumstance certainly ought to be attended to in the progress 
of the negotiation. As to the first it is now judged to be out of the question 
by the superiority France has gained in the diet, which will prevent Swe- 
den from accepting the subsidy, and renders a treaty upon that basis im- 
possible. 

Were this resolution taken, the following plan seems to proceed upon 
principles equal and honourable for both Empires and effectual for the pur- 
poses intended. , 

The treaty ought, by the invitation and accession of Prussia and Den- 
mark, to be quadruple, which will be a proper foundation on both sides 
for the concessions each party may make, and will on both sides prevent 


the complaint that such consessions appear as a price paid by one Power 
to the other. 


Russia ought to give up the Turkish casus foederis, because it is 
against all rule to make a war already begun a case of an alliance not 
yet made, and can be under no apprehension that. were this war at an

England would run no risk in stipulating by a separate article that, 
after the Empress had concluded a peace with the Porte, should she be 
attacked upon her European frontier by any Power whatever, the King 
would pay her 100,000 a year during the continuance of that attack, 
though not a case of alliance, if she was not at the time (or so long as she 
was not) entitled otherwise to the succours of the treaty. 

This stipulation, though almost to a demonstration void of any use, 
the Empress may think Her honour and Her good faith to her allies may 
require, and it does not seem contrary to any of the British objections to 
the Russian project, nor a proper foundation for the same blame on the 
renewal of the alliance; because unless Russia is at that time engaged in a 
Turkish war which makes no case, it will not be a precedent in point, nor 
can it be reasoned from by analogy against us. 

It will also be expected that England should stipulate that in case of 
her being entitled to the succours of the treaty during the course of this 
Russian war with Turkey she will not exact them, to which Russia is so far 
entitled by her own conduct that should Denmark or Prussia be engaged

An-alliance with Sweden with a subsidy to that Crown, a guaranty of 
the Swedish dominions and a stipulation of a Swedish squadron for our 
use in case of a war.

And an alliance with Russia upon our own terms, all which was inten- 
ded for the preservation of the tranquillity of the North and eradicating 
the French influence out of Sweden. 

Circumstances being now altered, the French being in possession of 
the superiority in the Swedish diet, and it is supposed likely to prevent 
our alliance with that state, by renewing their own, and Russia and Den- 
mark having associated themselves with Prussia. In order (whether Sweden 
declares war against Russia or makes Russia declare war by a violation of 
the Swedish constitution) to secure and command the event by a vigourous 
and united effort a consequential alteration must necessarily happen in the 
system of Great Britain, who objected to the late plan solely on account of 
its containing a subsidy in time of peace.

The first question that occurred was the choice of generals, and the 
second the plan of operations. Count Zachar Czernicheff backed by the 
Viscount Herreria gained Mr Orlow, and through him the Empress in 
favour of Prince Galitzin, M. de Romiantzow ete: on the pretext of seniority, 
though it was alleged by others, his real motive was a desire of having 
men who would only act according to such orders, as from time to time 
they might receive from him. 

In the second point he was not so successful. The Panins were clear 
for passing the Dniester, taking Chotin, and making Moldavia the theatre 
of the war, which was certainly a wise plan upon principles military or 
political, and the Empress and Mr Orloff being of that opinion also, Count 
Czernichew was obliged to submit. 

It is now suspected and said that the abilities of these generals are very 
moderate, especially Prince Gallitzin’s. His manoeuvre is extremely blamed, 
and great part of the blame upon Count Czernicheff, who is supposed, not 
being able to prevent the passage of the Dniester, to have laid his measures 
so, as to have rendered the repassing it indispensably necessary. 


Upon all this [ was assured the Empress and Count Orloff’s eyes are

Mr Panin, and his brother, the Vice-Chancellor, Count Czernichef, 
and Mr Orloff dined here, but it was impossible to perceive by their coun- 
tenances that they had had any differences, or that anything unpleasant 
had happened to any one of them. I have, however, no reason as yet to 
doubt that all past as was intended. I asked what interest Count Czerni- 
cheff was thought to have in making Podolia the theatre of war? I was 
answered that the Turks being in Podolia could declare the throne of Po- 
land vacant, and proceed to a new election, that in that event the elector 
of Saxony for himself, or Austria for a friend, would liberally reward any 
one, who had assisted in bringing about that contingency; that the former 
had offered two hundred thousand ducats (I do not know to whom) to some 
person or persons at this court for his or their interest, that Count Zachar, 
and Count Ivan, or Count Czernicheff were Austrian Ministers when con-

He was a good deal struck, told me he had not observed the previous

I took his advice, and he immediately spoke to the Empress, who con-

His Majesty flatters himself will still remain the object of their mutual 
wishes, it is inconsistent with the King’s dignity to let Your Excellency 
remain at Petersburg, whilst a Minister of inferior rank is employed at 
London, and it therefore becomes necessary to have a clear and immediate ex- 
planation, whether the Empress wishes to have the intercourse between the 
two Courts carried on as it had been for some time before your Excellency’s 
appointment, or intends to name a successor to Count Czernicheff of equal 
rank. Your Excellency may urge as an additional reason for your expecting 
him to be explicit, that the Embassy of Spain is now open, in which, if it 
should be improper for you to continue where you are, His Majesty might 
perhaps have in contemplation to employ Your Excellency.

(¥ 82. Extract.) The worse the affairs of the Porte are, and the greater 
its danger, the less this Court will show a disposition towards accommoda- 
tion, till offers are made her upon a foundation, upon which she can de- 
pend. This she does not expect possible till a decisive advantage has been 
gained by one side or other. She distrusted the late vizir’s overture as 
unsafe, as well as dubious in point of sincerity, and the event of his disgrace 
seems to justify that caution. 

Were the Turks to retreat, having lost a battle, or without fighting, 
and Russia, in winter, to possess herself of Bender, Chotin would be cut 
off, Ochakow would become useless, and the Turks would never think of 
coming over the Danube next summer. 

In that situation their offers might be serious and depended upon, and 
I have the pleasure to assure Your Lordship that in that situation of affairs, 
I do not believe Russia would be found averse to peace, or desirous of 
acquisitions.

(% 83.) In my last I gave Your Lordship an account of the important 
success of the Russian arms against 9,000 Turks who, it since appears, were 
the flower of their army. 

This happened in the night of the 6. 

On Sunday in going to Court I saw 164 standards and colours which were 
trophies gained on that occasion, and were then on their march from the 
Dniester to this citadel. 

On going up stairs I learned that accounts were just arrived of a bat- 
tery of forty twelve pounders having been constructed by the Russians on 
this side the river in the night of the 7, and having been opened at day 
break on the 8, when they began to play on the Turkish camp with such 
fury that it is said- (each piece having been fired four times in a minute), 
that in an hour and a half they discharged 15,000 shots. 

The Turks surprised as well as galled by so unexpected and dreadful 
a fire, did not remain long exposed to its effects; but retreated with great 


precipitation leaving many of their tents and 30 pieces of brass cannon. It

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was also observable that the cannon from Chotin ceased firing about the 
same time; these were all the particulars then known from which indeed it 
was easy to guess that the Grand Vizir and his army were not predestinated 
to remain in that neighbourhood at this time; and just as the Grand Duke 
who supped with the company who had been at the ball (it being His Im- 
perial Highness’s birthday), was seated at table, a major-general arrived 
with a confirmation of the opinion of those who had thought so, and brought 
intelligence that Prince Galitzin had sent over his light troops to take pos- 
session of the camp, and to follow the army; and that they had found Cho- 
tin abandoned by all its inhabitants as well as the garrison, and had pos- 


sessed themselves of it with 180 pieces of cannon, and a good deal of pow- 
der and ball. 


They had pursued the enemy about 50 wersts without overtaking any 
but stragglers. 

The Turks had taken the road to Yassy from whence there is no doubt 
they will have proceeded @ la débandade to the Danube. 


The major-general was instantly decorated with the order of St. Anne; 
and Your Lordship will easily judge of the very pleasing as well as serious 
impression made upon the company, by the sudden knowledge of so impor- 
tant an event which has not cost a man to Russia, and bids fair to bring 
the war unhappily kindled betwixt the two Empires, to a conclusion before

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its contagion has had leisure to spread, which, had Providence favoured the 
other side in any decisive instance, would undoubtedly have happened. 

Count Romanzoff was not arrived, so that Prince Galitzin will leave that 
General a very good game to play. 

Since writing the above I have been at Court, it being the anniversary 
of Her Majesty’s coronation. I have. there heard that the number of Turks 
which was computed to be 9,000 was really 15,000, and that very few 
escaped. ’ 

The sick who were in Chotin heard a great deal of musketry in their 
own camp, from whence it is imagined that in the panic they turned their 
arms against themselves, or that they revolted, which, in such a case is 
not unlikely, and very likely to happen also at Constantinople according to 
the last accounts of the dispositions there. 

It may be allowed that the Turks since Prince Galitzin left the other 
side of the river, have in various affairs lost 15,000 of the flower of their 
army, killed and drowned; and the desertion according to my letters from 
Mr. Murray exceeded calculation: so that the least consequence that may 
be expected from this event is the annihilation of their army on this side 
the Danube for this campaign; without any farther precautions for the safe- 
ty of Bender and Ochakoff during the winter than those taken at a mo-

Russian force. 

Prince Galitzin was this morning declared Field-Marshal and several 
inferior promotions were made. 

I will conclude this long account with a circumstance not less agreeable 
than any of those I have enumerated: the manner in which this news was 
received by Her Imperial Majesty, Her Ministers and those nearest Her 
Person, and the language they continue to hold. 

They took joy upon it as a visible mark of the interposition of divine 
providence in favour of a Sovereign whose pursuits were those of peace, 
who has no ambition except that of making Her Empire happy and great 
from resources already within herself, who wishes prosperity to all her 
neighbours and tranquillity and independency to Europe, and who was un- 


justly and violently forced into a war. 


In short, My Lord, every thing I see confirms me more and more in 
the belief of what I have before presumed to offer as my humble opinion, 
that the magnanimity of the Empress will show moderation, when every 


thing is in her power, equal to her pamnete, when lately threatened with 
danger and difficulties.

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I have just now learned from a correspondent at Paris, whom I can depend 
upon. He acquaints me that the Spanish Ambassador had by order of his 
Court, represented to the Duke of Choiseul the danger of a Russian fleet co- 
ming into the mediterranean and the effect it might have on their Levant 
trade, and the impropriety of letting the Empress of Russia get a new in- 
fluence there, and proposed that their united fleets should be prepared to 
prevent it, and that they should make a declaration to Russia, that the in- 
terests of their commerce would not suffer them to see the event with in- 
difference; but the Duke of Choiseul considered it as a dangerous step that 
must infallibly bring on a general war, expressed an indifference about any 
effect the expedition could produce and observed there would be time enough 
to concert measures. Your Excellency is at liberty to communicate this in 
the utmost confidence to Count Panin.

Great Britain, naturally connected by a commerce equally advantageous 
to both nations, considering Russia as the Power most able, and most wil- 
ling to form a counter-balance to the formidable league of the House of 
Bourbon, removed by her situation from every occasion of rivalship, can 
never take alarm at the progress of the Empress’s arms any otherwise than 
as it may be prejudicial to Russia herself, or to the general tranquillity of 
Kurope by awaking the apprehensions, or giving play to the ambition and 
malignity of other Powers very differently disposed towards her. It was in 
this view, that although the King has shewn the utmost readiness and cor- 
diality in giving all the assistance which the Empress herself could desire 
to the naval expedition, which She has so much at heart, I insinuated in 
my letter % 23, a wish on the part of His Majesty, that the obstacles which 
might arise to the execution of it, had been more considered. The suspicions 
then entertained here, appear every day more and more verified, as will be 
clear to Your Excellency, from the intelligence conveyed to you in mine 
X 24, from that which has been since transmitted by Mr Chotinski to Count 
Panin, and no doubt communicated to you; and still more from the inclosed

The surprising success of the Empress’s arms at Gallacz, in 
which so numerous a body of Turks were defeated by so small a handful 
of Russians, the taking of the capital of Wallachia, together with the hospo- 
dars of both principalities, and the migration of the Budziac Tartars across 
the Danube, have left nothing but Bender and Oczacow to the Turks on this 
side of that river. The former must fall, the latter is in the present situa- 
tion of affairs the immediate consequence, and Crim Tartary exposed to the 
Russians without the chance of succour. 

Your Excellency knows what is going on upon the frontiers of Arme- 
nia, what has been doing nearer in Greece, what that leads to, and what, 


were the Russian squadron to appear in the Archipelags, might be expected.
